SOME years ago the following pages wou'd hare been reckoned 
one of the greatcft prefents which die learned World cou'd 
have received. The Life of the famous Lord Herbert of Chir- 
bury, written by himfelf, wou*d have excited the curiofity of the 
whole Republic of Letters. Perhaps a le6 proportion of expcc-^ 
taiion may attend this it's late appearance. Not that the abilities 
of the Noble Writer have fallen into difeftecm. His reign of 
Henry VIII. is allowed to be a mafterpiece of hiftoric biography. 
But they were his fpeculative works, whichj raifing a multitude 
of admirers or cenfors from their acutenefs and fingularity, made 
I^ord Herfiert's a name of the firft importance. The many great 
men, who illuftrated the fucceeding period, have taken off fomc 
of die public attention ; for it is only a Genius of the firft force, 
whofe fame dilates with ages, and can buoy itfclf up above the 
tndifierence which fteals upon niankind, as an author becomes lefs 
and lels the fubjeft of converfation. Speculative Writers, however 
penetrating, however fublime their talents, fcldom attain the feal 
of univcHal approbation, becaufe, of all the various abilities which 
Providence has beftowed on man, Reafoning is not the power 
which has been brought to ftandard perfeftion. Poetry and Elo^ 
quence have been fo far perfected, that the great mafters in thofe 
branches ftill remain unequalled. But where is that book of human

u-gumentationi where that fy&cm of human optnions> which has 
not been partly confuted or exploded ? Novelty itfelf in matters 
of n^eotphyfic^l inquiry often proves in efie<5t, a confiitation of 
antecedent novehies. Opponents raife the celebrity of the doc- 
trines they attack : newer doftrines iHfle that celebrity. Thb is a 
truthi which the bigots of Lord Herbert's age wou'd not have liked 
tfi heac i but what has happened to many other great men, has been 
]f}fi fate too : they who meaned to wound his fame* extended it : 
wfa^n the cni of EothuGalb was drawn off to frefher game, his 
tepown gr?w feifl^er. His moral charafter recqvered it's luftrc, 
but h^ fewer fpe£UK>rs to gaze at it. 

This Introdudion to his Life may not be improper, tho' at firft 
V inay miflead th* reader, who will hence perhaps cxpeA from his 
^n |>«n iptfi& accouut of a Pcrfoo's creed> whom a few fotdfh zealots 
Opce rcprefcnted as having none at all. His LonUhip's thorough 
belief and aw&ll veneration of the Peity will clearly appear in thele 
y^s I but neither the Unbeliever nor the Monk will have farther 
fetisftiftign. This Life of a Philofopher is neither a deduftion of 
t^ <t§^ftfiB por a table ofphilofophy— I will anticipate the read- 
cc's &trpri?:Pi thp' it IbalJl be but in a word : to his aftonilhment he 
viU^ ^dj that the Hiflory of Don Quixote wa? the Life of Plato. 

The apble Family, which givesthefe Iheets to the world, is above 
t^ little prgxidices which make many a race defraud the Public of 
t/kV va# defigned for it by thofe, who alone had a right to give or 
it^hegbd. It is. above fuppreffingwhat Lord Herbert dared to tell. 
FoU>Ies, paQions, perhaps fome vanity, furely fome wrongheadednefs j 
4 thefe 
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theft he fcorned ta totictHs f^ ht! Ibught Trudi, wraK on Tniih, 
<«ras Trudi : He hdne^ told when he had miOed or miilaken it. 
HU DefoettdanM, not blind to his fanlQ, but diro' them condufting 
Che ttadtf to his virtues^ deTire the world to make this candid obfer- 
vation Vrith ^m, " Thftt diere rtmtt have been a wonderfull fund of 
internal virtue, of ftrong refolution and manly philofophy, which in 
an age of fuch miAaken and barbarous galantry, of fuch abfurd ufagea 
and falfo glMy> cou*d enable Lord Herbert to feek fame better found- 
ed, and cou'd make him refleft rfwt there nu^t be a more defiraWc 
kind of glory than that of a romantic duellift." None fhut their eyes 
fo obftinately againft feeing what is ridiculous, as they who have at- 
tained a maftery in it : but that was not the cafe of Lord Herbert. 
His valour made him a hero, be the hcroifm in vc^e what it wou'd j 
his found parts made him a philofophcr. Few men in truth have 
figured fo confpicuoufly in Ughts fo various ; and his Defoendants, 
tho* they cwinot approve him in every walk of glory, woii'd perhaps 
Injure his mcnnory, if they fuffercd the world to be ignorant, that 
he was formed to (hine in every ^ere, into which his impetuous 
tmiperament, or predominant reafon conduced him. 

Ag a Soldier he won the efteem of th(& great captains the Princeof 
Orange and the Conft^le de Montmorency ; as a Knight, lus chivalry 
Was drawn from the pureft founts of the Fairy Queen. Had he been 
Anbitious, the beauty of his pcrfon wou'd have carried him as fiir ai 
Aiy gentle knight can afpire to go. As a publick Miniikr he fiip> 
ported the dignity of his country, even when it's Prince difgraced its 
and th« he was qualified to write It's annals as well as to ennoble 
^em, chehiftory I hare mentioned provesj tod muft make us lamenit 

dut 
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that he did ndt compleat, or that we have loft, the account he pur- 
pofed to give of his embafly. Thcfe bufy fcenes were blended 
with, and terminated by meditation W»d ^hiiofophic -inquiries. 
Scrip each period of it's excefles and errors, and it. ivill not be 
cafy to trace out, ordifpofc the life of a man of quality into a 
fucccffion of employments which wou*d better become him. Va- 
lour and military aftivity in youdi j bufinefs of ftale in the mid- 
dle age j contemplation and labours for the information of po- 
fterity in the calmer fcenes of clofing'life: This was Lord Her- 
bert : the deduction he will give himfelf. 

The MS. was in great danger of beiAg loft to the World. 
Henry Lord Herbcrr, grandfon of the Author, died in 1691 
without iffue, and by his Will left his Eftate to Francis Her- 
bert of Oakly-park, (father of die prefent ^SK^ of Powis) his 
fitter's fon. At Lynoore in Momgomeryfhire ^thi chief Scat of , 
the Family after Cromwell had demolilhed Montgomery Gaftlc) 
was prefcrved the original Manufcript. Upon the marriage of, 
Henry Lord Herbert with a daughttr of Francis Earl of Brad- 
ft)rd, Lymore, with a confiderable part of the eftate thereabouts ' 
was allotted for her jointure. After his dcceafe. Lady Herbert 
ufually refided there j Ibe died in 17 14. The MS. cou'd not ^ 
then be found : yet while ftie lived there, it was known to have 
been in her hands. Some years afterwards it was difcovered at 
Lymore among fome old papers, in very bad condition, fevcral 
leaves being torn out and others ftained to fuch a degree as ta 
make it fcarcely legible. Under thefe circumftances, inquiry was 
iMdc of the Herberts ofRibbisford (defcended from Sir Heary 

Herbert 
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Herbert a younger brother of the author-lord) in relation to a 
duplicate of the Mepioirs, which was confidently faid to be in 
their cuftody. . It wbs allowed that fuch a duplicate had cxifted ; 
but no one could recoiled what was become of it. At laft, 
about the year 1737, this book was fcnt to the Earl of Powis 
by a Gentleman, whofe father had purchafed an Eftate of Henry 
Herbert of Ribbisford (fon of Sir Henry Herbert above men- 
tioned) in whom was revived in 1694, the title ofChirbury, 
which had exlinguifhed in 1691. By him (after the faleofthe 
Eftate) fome few books, pictures and other things, were left in 
the houfe, and remained there to 1737. Thb Manufcript was 
amongft them j which not only by the . contents (as far as it 
was poflTible to collate it with the oiiginal) but by the fimili- 
tude of the Writing, appeared to be the Duplicate, fo much 
fought after. 

Being written when Lord Herbert was paft fixty, the Work 
was probably never compleated. The fpelling is in general given 
as in the MS. but fome obvious miftakes it was nece/Tary to 
correft, and a few Notes have been added, to point out the moft 
remarkable perfons mentioned in the text. The ftyle is remark- 
ably good for that age, which coming between the nervous 
and exprcfTive manlinefs of the preceding century, and the pu- 
rity of the prefent ftandard, partook of neither. His Lordflilp's 
obfervations are new and acute j fome very (hrewd, as that to 
the Due de Guife, p. 149 ; his difcourfe on the Reformation very 
wife. To the French confeffor his reply, p. 170, was fpiritedi 
indeed his behaviour to Luynes and all his conduft, gave am- 
B / pie 
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pic evidence of his conftitutional fire. But nothing is more- 
markfcd than the air of veracity or perfuafion which runs through 
the whole Narrative. If he makes us wonder, and wonder makes 
us doubt> the charm of his ingenuous integrity difpels our hcfi- 
Ution. The whole relation throws Angular light on the manners 
of the age, thoi^ the gleams are tranfient. In thofe man- 
ners nothing is more ftriking than the ftrange want of police 
in this country. I will not point out inftances, as I have aL- 
ready perhaps too much opened the contents of a book, which- 
if it gives other readers half the pleafurc it afforded me, thef 
will own themfelves extraordinarily indebted to die noble perfon^ 
by whofe favour I am permitted to communicate to them fo greaL 
a curioiky.

ID O believe that if all my anceftors had fet down their lives 
in writing, and left them to pofterity, many documents ne- 
ceOary to be known of thofe who both participate of their 
tiatural inclinations and humours muft in all pfobability run a 
not much different courfe, might have been giv?n for their in- 
ftruflion j and certainly it will be found much better for men to 
guide themfcives by fych obfcrvations as their father, grandfe-

ther, and great grand-father might have delivered , to them, than 
by thofe vulgar rules and £xan)ples, which cannot in all points 
fo exadly agree xinto them. Therefore whether their life were 
private, and contained only precepts neccITary to treat with their 
children, fervants, tenants, kinfmen, and neighbours, or imployed ' 
abroad in the univerfity,. or ftudy of the law, or in the court, 
or in the camp, their heirs might have benefitted themfelves more 
by them than by any elfe ; for which reafon I have thought fit 
to relate to my pofterity thofe paffages of my life, which I con- 
ceive may beft declare me, and be moll: ufefijll to them. In the 
delivery of which, I profels to write with all truth and fince- 
rity, as fcorning ever to deceive or fpeak falfe to any: And 
therefore detefting it much more where I am under obligation- ■ 
oflpeakingto thofe fo near me, and if this be one reafon for 
taking my pen in hand at this time, fo as my age is now pafi: 
thrcefcore, it will be fit to recoiled my former aftions, and ex.- 
amine what had been done well or ill, to the intent I may both 
reform that which was amift, and fo make my peace with God^ 
as alfo comfort my felf in thofe things which through God's 
great grace and favour have been done according to the rules, 
of confcience, vertue and honor. Before yet I bring myfelf 
to this accompt, it will be ncceflary I fay fomewhat concerning 
my Anceftors, as (ar as the notice of them is come to me in 
any credible way, of whom yet I cannot fay much, fince I was 
but eight years oM when my grand-father died, and- that my 
father lived but about four years after j and that for the reft I 
have lived for the moft part from home, it is impoffible I fhould 
have that intire knowledge of their aftions which might inform

me fufficiendy ; I (hall only therefore relate the more known and 
undoubted parts of their lives*. 

My father was Richard Herbert Efq. ion to Edward Her- 
bert Efq. and grandchild to Sir Richard Herbert Knt. who was 
a younger (on of Sir Richard Herbert of Colebrook in Mon- 
mouthihire, of all whom I (hall fay a lltrte ; And firft of my 
father, whom I rennember to have been black haired and,bearded» 
as all my anceftors of his fide are faid to have been, of a manly 
or fomewhat ftem look, but withall very handfome and well 
eompaft in his limbs, and of a great courage, wliereof he gave 
proof, when he was fo barbaroufly affaulted by many men in the 
church yard at Lanervil, at what time he would have appre- 
hended a man who denyed to appear to juftice j for defending 
himfelf againft them all, by the help only of one John ap Howell 
Corf>et, he chaced his adverfaries untill a villain coming behind 
him did over the fhoulders of others wound him on the head 
behind with a foreft bill untill he fell down, tho recovering him- 
felf again notwithftanding his Jkult was cutt through to the Fia 
Mater of the brain, he faw his adverfaries fly away, and after 
walked home to his houfe at Llyffyn, where after he was cured» 

• Though his lordfhip, according to his fcrupulous exaftnefs, woulJ 
fi;t down nothing relating to his anceflors but what was of undoubted 
notoriety, yet it is probable that he bad fome memorials of his family in 
writing ; for Dugdale in his Baronage, vol. ii. p. 256, edit, of 1676, 
()Uotes a curious paflagc relating to the family's afliimption of the name of 
Herbert from a manufcript book, which he had feen in the hands of our 
author, lord Herbcru

he oficrcd a fiflglc combat to th« chief of the faraily, by whofc 
procurement it was thought the tnifchief was committed ; but he 
difclaiming wholy the aftion as not done by his confent, which 
he offered to teftifie by oath, and the villain himfelf flying into 
Ireland, whence he never returned, my father defifted from pro- 
iecuring the bufuiefs any ^rther in that kind> and attained, not- 
withftanding the faid hurt, that health and ftrength, that he 
returned to his former exercifes in a country life, and became 
the father of many children. As for his integrity in his places 
of Deputy Lieutenant of the county, Juftice of the Peace, and 
Cuftos Roculorum which he as my grandfather before him held, 
it is fo memorable to this day that it was fayd his enemies 
appeal'd to him for juftice, which they alfo found on all occa- 
fions. His learning was not vulgar, as underftanding well the 
Latin Tongue, and being well verfcd in hiftory. My grandfa- 
ther was of a various life beginning firft at court, where after 
he had fpent moft part of his means, he became a foldicr, and 
made his fortune with his fword at the battle of St. Quintens in 
France, and other wars, both in the north and in the rebellions 
hapning in the times of King Edward the $"• and Queen Mary, 
with fo good fuccefs, that he not only came off ftiU with the 
better, but got fo much money and wealth as enabled him to 
buy the greattft part of that iivelyhood which is defcended to 
me ; tho yet I hold fomc lands which his mother the Lady Ann 
Herbert purchafcd, as appears by the deeds made to her by that 
name which I can fliew i and might have held more, which my 
grandfather fold under foot at an under value in his youth, and 
might have been recovered by my &ther, had my grandfather 
7 fuffcred 
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fiiflTered hhn. My grandfather was noted to be a great enemy 
to the outlaws and thieves of his time, who robbed in great 
numbers in the mountains in Montgomeryfhirc, for the fuppreff- 
ing of whom he went often both day and night to the places 
where they were, concerning which tho many particulars have 
been told me, I (hall nwodon one only. Some outlaws being 
lodged in an alehoufe upon the hills of Liandinam, my grand- 
fether and a few fervants coming to apprehend them, the prin- 
cipal oudaw fhot an arrow 'againll my grand&ther which ftuck 
in the pummel of his faddle, whereupon my grandfather coming 
vp to him with his fword in his hand, and taking him pri- 
foner, he (hewed him the faid arrow, bidding him look what he 
had done, whereof the oudaw was no farther fenfible than to fay 
he was (brry that he le(t his better bow at home, which he 
concciv'd would have carryed his ihot to his body, but the out- 
law being brought to juAice, fuffer'd (or it. My grandfather's 
power was (b great in the countrey, that divers ancellors of the 
better families now in Montgomeryfhire were his (ervants, and 
rais'd by him. He delighted alfo much in hofpitality, as having 
a very long table twice covered every meal with the befl: meats 
that could be gotten, and a very great iamily. It was an ordi- 
nary faying in the countrey at that time, when they faw any 
fcwl rife, "Fly where thou wilt thou wilt light at Black- hall," which- 
was a low building, but of great capacity, my grandfather erect- 
ed in bis age i his &thier and bimfelf in former times having. 
lived in MoMgomery caftle. Notwithftanding yet thefe expences 
at home, he brought up his children well, married his daughters. 
to die better Ibrt of pecfons near faiin> and brining up his youngei: 

iaat. 
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fons at the univerfity ; from whence his fon Mathew went to the 
Low Country Wars, and after fome time fpcnt there, came home, 
and lived in the countrey at Dolegeog upon a houfe and fair 
living, which my grand&ther beftowed upon him. His ion alio 
Charles Herbert after he had paft fome time in the Low Coun- 
treys likewife returned home, and was after married to an in- 
heretrix, whofe eldeft fon called Sir Edward Herbert Knt. is the 
King's Attorney General. His fon George who was of New 
Colledge in Oxford, was very learned, and of a pious life, died 
in a middle age of a dropfy. Notwithftanding all which occa- 
fions of expehce, my grandfather purchafed much lands without 
doing any thing yet unjuflly or hardly, as may be colleAed by 
an offer I have publickly made divers times, having given my 
baihSe in charge to proclaim to die countrey, that if any lands 
were gotten by evill means, or fo much as hardly, they (hould 
be compounded for or reftbred again; but to this day, never 
any man yet complained to me in this kind. He died at the 
age of fourfcore or thereabouts, and was buried in Montgomery 
church, without having any monument made for him, which yet 
for my fatho- is there fet up in a fair manner. My great grand- 
father Sir Richard Herbert was fteward in the time of King 
Henry the eighth of the lordfhips and marches of North-wales, 
Eaft -wales and Card^anihire, and had power in a marftial law 
to execute offenders j in the uling thereof he was fo juft, that 
he acquired to himfelf a fingular reputation, as may appear upon 
the records of that rime, kept in the paper chamber at White- 
Jiall, fome touch whereof I have made in my Hiltory of Henry 
jdie eighth } of him I can fay little more than that he likewife

iras a great fuppreflbr of rebclls, thieves, and outlaws, and that 
he was juft and confcionable ; for if a falfe or cruel perfon had 
that power committed to Iiis hands, he wmild have raifed a 
great fortune out of it, whereof he left little, fave what his fatlicr 
gave him, unto pofterity. He lyeth buried likewife in Mont- 
gomery ; the upper monument of the two placed in the chan- 
cell being erefted for him. My great great-grandfaclier Sir 
Richard Herbert of Colebrook was that incomparable heroe who 
(in the hiftory of Hall and Grafton as it appears) twice pall 
tlirough a great army of Northern men alone, with his poll-ax 
in his hand, and returned without any mortal hurt, which is 
more than is famed of Amadis de Gall, or the Knight of the 
Sun. I Ihall befidcs this relation of Sir Richard Herbert's 
prowefs in the batde at Banbury or Edgcot-hill, being the place 
where the late battle was finight, deliver fome traditions cwiccrn- 
ing lum, which I have received from good hands : one is, thac 
die faid Sir Richard Herbert being employed together with his 
brother William Earle of Pembrook to reduce certain * rebells 
in North-wales, Sir Richard Herbert bcfciged a principal perfon 

* It was an InTurreflion in the ninth year of Edw. 4th. headed by Sir 
John Coniers and Robert Riddefdale, in favour of Henry 6th. This 
William Earl of Pembroke and his brother Sir Richard Herbert being fent 
againft them, were to be joined by the Earl of Dcvonfliire, but a fquabble' 
happening between the two Earls about quarters, the Earl of Devonfture 
icparated from Pembrolce, who engaging the enemy at Danefmoore near. 
Edgcote in Northamptonlhire, was defeated uid taken prifoncr, with his bro- 
^r, and both were put to death, with Richard Widville Earl Rivers, father 
of the Queen, by command of the Duke of Clarence and the Earl of War- 
wick, who had revolted from Edward.

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of tha« at Harlcch-calUe in Mcrionethfliire, the c^)tain. of this, 
place had been a foldier in the wars of FraucCi whereupon he 
faid he had kept a caftic in France fo long, that he made the 
old women in Wales talk of him> and that he would keep the 
caftle fo long that he wou'd make the old women in France talk, 
of him ; and indeed a» the place was almoll impr^able but by 
famine. Sir Richard Herbert was confljrained to take him in by 
compolition} he furrend'ring himfelf upon condition, that Sir 
Richard Herbert Ihou'd do what ho cou'd to fave his life, which, 
being accepted. Sir Richard brought him to King Edward the 
4th. defiling his Highne^ to give him a pardon, finctt h^yielded: 
up a place of importance, which he might have kegt longer,, 
upon this hopci but the king replying to Sir Richard Herbert, 
that he had no power by his commiflion to pardon any, -and. 
therefore might after the reprefentarion hereof to his Majeflyj^ 
iafe deliver hirn up to jufticc ; Sir Richard Herbert anfwered he 
had not yet done the beft he cou'd for htm, and therefore moft 
humbly defired his Highnefs to do one of two things, either to 
put him again in the caftle where he was, and command fome 
other to take him out, or, if his Highnefs wou'd not do fo, to 
take his life for the faid captain's, that being the laft proof he 
cou'd give that he ufed his uttermoft endeavour to lave the faid- 
captain's life The King finding lumfelf urged thus &r, gave 
Sir Richard Herbert the life of the faid captain, but withall he 
beftowed no other reward for his fervjce. The oth<:r hiftory is. 
that Sir Richard Herbert wither with his. brother the Eark of 
Pembrook being in Anglefy apprehendii^ there ftren brothers 
which had done many mifchiefs and murders j in tliefe times 

the 
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Hhe Earle «f Pembrook diinking k fit to root out fo wicked 
a progeny commwitted dicm all to be hanged -, whereupon the 
mother of thnn coirHng to the E«rle of Pembreok, xipon her 
knees defired him to pardon two or at tettllwife one of her faid 
fons, affirming that the reft were fulfitietit to fatiafie juftice or 
■example, which requeft alfo Sir Richard Herbert fecondcd j but 
the Earlc finding them all equally guilty, faid- he cou'd make 
no diftinftion betwixt them, and therefore commanded them to 
be executed tt^ther j at which the mother was fo a^ieved, 
that with a pair of wooUen beads on her arms (for fo the re- 
iatbn gocth) ihe on her knees curft him, praying God's mif- 
chief might fell to him in the firft battle he fhould make : The 
Earte after this, coming with his brother to Edgcot field as is 
before fet down, after he had pot his men in order to fighc, 
Tbund his brother Sir Richard Herbert in the head of his men, 
leaning upon his poll-ax in a kind of fad or penfive manner, 
whereupon die Earlc faid, what doth thy great body (for he 
was higher by the head than any one in the army) apprehend 
any thing that thou art fo melancholy, or art thou weary with 
marching, that thou docft lean thus upon thy poli-ax ? Sir Ri- 
chard Herbert replyed, that he was neither of both, whereof he 
fljould fee the proof prefently : Only I cannot but apprehend on 
your part, leaft the curfe of the woman with the wooUen beads 
fell upon you. This Sir Richard Herbert lyeth buried in Aber- 
gaveny in a fum^tuous monument for thofe times, which ftill 
remains, whereas his brother the Earlc of Pembrook being buried 
in Tintime abby, his monument together with the church lye 
how wholy defeced and ruin'd. This Earie of Pembrook had a 
C a younger 
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' younger fon wluch had a daughter which mvried die eldeft IbA 
of the Earle of Worcefter, who carried away die fwr caftle of 
Roland with many thoufand pounds yearly from the heir male 
of that houfe, which was the fecond fon of the {aid Earlo of 
Pembrook, and anceftor of the family of St. Gillians, whofe 
daughter and heir I after married, as fhall be told in ics place 
And here it is very remarkable, that the younger fons of the 
faid Earle of Pembrook, and Sir R. Herbert left their pofterity 
after them who in the perfon of my felfandray wife united 
both houfes agaia> wliich is the more memorable that when the 
faid Earle of Fembrook, and Sir R. Herbert were cal^n pri- 
foners in defending the juft caufe of Edward the fourth, at the 
battle abovcfaid, the Earle never intreated that his own life might 
be faved, but his brother's, as it appears by the faid hiftory. 
So that joyniiig of both houfes together in my pofterity, ought 
to produce a perpetual- obligation of friendfliip and mutual love 
in them one to another, fince by thefe two brothers, fo brave aa 
example thereof was ^ven, as fceming not to live or die but for 
one another. 

My mother was Magdalen Newport daughter of Sir Ri* 
chard Newport and Margaret his wife, daughter and heir 
of Sir Thomas Bromley^ one of the Privy Councell, and 
executor of King Henry the 8th. who furviving her hufband 
gave rare tcftimonies of an incomparable piety to God, and love 
to her children, as being moft affiduous and devout in her daily 
both private and publick prayers, and fo careful to provide for 
her pofterity, that tho it were in her power to give her cftate 

(which 
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(which was very great) to ■whom flic won'd, yet fhe continued 
ftill \inmarricd and fo provident for them, that after flie had 
beftowed all her daughters with fufficicnt portions upon very 
good neighbouring families, Ihe deliver'd up her eftate and care 
of houfekeeping to her eldeft fon Francis> when now Ihe had 
for many years kept hofpitatity with that plenty and order as 
exceeded all either of her countrey or time, for befides abun- 
dance of provifion and good cheer for guefts, which her fon 
Sir Francis Newport continued, Ihe ufed ever after dinner to dif- 
tribute with her own hands to the poor, who reforted to her 
in great numbers, alms in money, to every one of them more 
or lefs, as ihe thought they needed it- By thefc anceftors I am 
defcended of Talbot, Dcvoreux, Gray, Corbet, and many other 
noble families, as may be fecn in their matches, extant in tiie 
many fair coats the Newports bear. 1 cou'd fay much more of 
my anceftors of that fide Ukewife, but that I fhou'd exceed my 
propofcd fcope : I Ihall therefore only fey fomewhat more of my 
mother, my brothers, and fiften j and for my mother, after fhe 
lived moft vertuoufly and lovingly with her hufband for many 
years, (he after his death erefted a fair monument for him in 
Montgomery church } brought up her children carefully, and put 
them in good courics for making their fortunes, and briefly was 
that wo:Tian Dr. Donne hath defcribed in his funeral fermon of 
her printed. The names of her children were, Edward, Richard, 
William, Charles, George, Henry, Thomas ; her daughters were, 
Elizabeth, Margaret, Frances ; of all whom I will fay a little 
before I begin a narration of my own life, fo I may purfue my 
intended purpofe the more intirely. My brodier Richard after 

he 
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he had been brought up in learning, went to the Low Coun- 
ireys, where he continued many years frith mudi reputation both 
in the wars and for fighting finglc dueb, which were many, in 
fo much that between both, he carried, as 1 have been told, 
the fears of four and twenty wounds upon him to his grave, 
and lyeth buried in Bergenopzoom. My brother William being 
brought up likewifc in learning went afterwards to the wars in 
Denmark, where fighting a fingle combat, and haring his fword 
broken, he not only defended himfelf, with that piece which re- 
mained, but clofing with his adverfary threw him down and fo 
held him untill company came in ; and then went to the wars 
in die I^w Countries, but lived not long after; my brother 
Charles was fellow of New College in 03ifi>rd, where he dyed 
young, after he had ^ven great hopes of himfelf every 
way. My brother* George was fo excellent a fcholar, that he 
was made the puHick Orator of the Univerfity in Cambridge, 
fome of whofe Englifti worits arc estant, vrfiich tho they be 
rare in their kind, yet are far Ihort of exprcfiing thofe perfeftions 
he had in the Greek and Latin Tongue, and all divine and 
human literature : his life was moft holy and exemplary, in ib 
much diat about Salift>ury where he lived beneficed for many 
years, he was little Icfs than fainted : He was not exempt from

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paflion and chdler, bciag infirmidn oo ^vhidi all our race is 
lubje£t> but that cxcspted, wirbout reproach in. his aiftiom. Henry 
after he had been brou^c up in Intmuig as die odier brodiers 
were> was ieot by his friends into France, where he attained 
the language of that country- in muah porfkdton, aiter whicli 
time hs cams to court, and was made Gentleman of the King's 
Privy Chamber, and Mafter of die Rcwelis, by which means 
as alfo by a. good marriage, he atcaintrd ca great fortunes, for 
himfelf and pofterity to enjoy : he aifo hath given fuveral proofs 
of his courage in dudls, and otherwife, being no hCv dtxteroiis 
in the ways of the court, as having gotten much by it. My 
brother Thomas was a pofthumus as being bom fome weeks af- 
ter his father's deaths he alfo being brought up a while at 
fehool, was- fent as a page to Sir Edward Cecil * Lord Gene- 
lall of his Majeity's auxiliary forces to the Princes in Germany, 
and was particularly at the locge of Juliers, Anno Dom. 1610, 
where he fhewed fuch forwardnefs, as no man In that great army 
before him was more adventurous on all occafions. Being re- 
turned from dience, he went to the Eaft Indias under the com- 
mand of Captain Jofeph, who in his way thither, meeting with 
a great Spamfh ftiip was unfortunately killed in fight with them, 
whereupon his men being diflieartned, my brother Thomas en- 
couraged them to revenge the lofs, and renewed the fight in 
that manner (as Sir John Smyth Govcrnour of the Eaft India 
Company told mciiat feveral times) that they forced the Spanifh 
fliip to run a groundj where the EngUfti ihot her through and

through 
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tliroiigh fo often that flie run herfelf a ground, and was left 
wholy unfervkcablc. After wfiich rinfie he wth die reft of the 
fleet came to Suratte, and from thence went with the merciunts 
to the Great Mc^ill, where after he had flayed about a twelve- 
month, he return'd widi the fame fleet back again to England. 
After this he went in the Navy which King James fent to 
Argier, under the command of Sir Robert Manfell, where our 
men being in great want of money and vlftuals, and many 
fliips fcattering themfclves to try whether they cou'd obtain a 
prize whertby to relieve the whole fleet ; it was his hap to meet 
with a fliip, which he toc4i:, and in it to the value of eighteen 
hundred pounds, which it was thought faved the whole fleet from 
perifliing : He condufted alfo Count Mansfelt to the Xxw Coun- 
trcys in one of the King's ftiips, wjuch being unfortunately caft 
away not far from the fliorc, the Count together with his com- 
pany faved themfclves in a long boat or Ihalop, the benefit, 
whereof my faid brother refufcd to take for the prefent, as re- 
folving to aflifl: the mafter of the ftiip, who endeavoured by all 
means to clear the fhip from tlie danger j but finding it impof- 
fible, he was the lall man that faved himfelf in the long boat j 
the mafl:cr thereof yet refufing to come away, fo that he pc- 
rifhed together with the fhip. After this, he commanded one of 
the Ihips that were fent to bring the Prince from Span, where upon 
his return, there being a fight between the Low Countrymen, 
and the Dunkerkcrs, the Prince who thought it was not for his 
dignity to fufFer them to fight in his prefence, commanded fome 
of his ihips to part them, whereupon my faid brother with fome 
Other ihips got betwixt them on either fide, and fiiot fo long,

that bioth parties were glad to dcfift. After he, had broxight the 
Prince fafrly home, he was appointed to go with one of the 
King's fliips to the Narrow Seas: He alfo fought divers times 
with great courage and fuccefs with divers men in fingk Bght, 
Ibmedmes hurting and difarming his adverfary, and fometimes 
drlviag him away; After all thefc proofs given of himfeltj he 
expefted fome great command, but finding himfelf as he thought 
undervalued, he retired to a private and melancholy life, being 
much difcontemcd to find others preferred to him ; in which ful- 
lain humour having lived many yean, he died and was buried in 
London, in St. Martin's near Charing Crois, fo that <^ all my 
brothers none furvives but Henry. 

Elizabeth my elded lifter was married to Sir Henry Jones of 
Albemarles, who had by her one fon, and two daughters ; the 
latter end of her time was the moft ficklyand miferable that hath 
been known in our dmes, while for the fpace of about fourteen 
years (he languifhed and pined away to fkin and bones, and at 
laA died in L,ondon, and lyeth buried in a- church called 
near Chcapfide. Margaret was married to John 
Vaughan fon and, heir to Owen Vaughan of Llwydiart, by which 
match fome former diflerenccs betwixt our houfe and diat were 
appeas'd and reconciled; he had by her three daughters and 
heirs, Dorothy, Magdalen, and Katherine, of which the two, 
latter only furvive : The eftatc of die Vaughans yet went to the 
heirs male, . 'cho not fo clearly but that the entail which carried 
the faid lands was queftioned. Frances my youngeft filter was 
married to Sir John Brown Kt. in Lincolnlhire, who had by hec 
D divers 
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divers children, the eldeft fon of whom, *th6 young, fought di- 
vers duells, in one of which it was his fortune to kill one Lee, of 
i great family in Lanca(hire. I tou'd fay many things more con- 
cerning all thefe, but it is not my purpofe to particularize their 
lives : I have related only feme palTages concerning them to the 
bell of my memory, being affurctl I have not foiled much in my 
relation ofthem. I fiiall now come to my felf. 

I was bom at Eyton in Shroplhirc, [being a houfe which to- 
gether with fair lands dtfcended upon the Newports by my faid 
grand-mother] between die hours of twelve and one of the clock 
in the morning ; my infancy was very fickly, my head conti- 
nually purging it felf very much by the ears, whereupon alfo 
it was fo long before I began to fpeftk, that many diou^ I 
Aou'd be ever dumb: the very flirdieft thing I remember is, 
that when I underfbood what was fay'd by others, I did yet 
fbrbcar to fpeak, left I fhou'd utor fomethii^ that were im- 
perfect or impertinent} when I came to talk, one of the fur- 
theft inquiries I made was how I came into Aia wor4d ? I trfd 
tny nurie, keeper, and other*, I found iny felf here indeed, but 
from what caufe or banning, or by what means 1 cou'd wot 
imagine, but for this as I was laughed at by nurfe and ibme 
other women tl«t were then prefcnt, fo I was wondcr'd at by 
others, who faid they never heard a chfld but my {Af a{k that 
queftion j upon Which, wben I came to riper years I made this 
obfcrvation, which afterwards a little comforted me,- that as I 
found my felf in poflcflion of this life, widiout knowing any 
thing of the pangs and throws my mother fu^r^, when yet 
t doubtlels 
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doubdds they cM no fefs prds and affile mf than her, Co 1 
'■ hope my ibtil fiioH pafs to s better life than this without being 
fenfible of the anguUh and pains my body Ihall feel in Death. 
For as I believe then I ihall be tranfmitted to a more happy 
eltate by God's great gracci I am confident I iboll no more 
know, how I came out of this worlds than how I came into it ; 
and becaufe fince that time I have made verfes to this purpofe, 
I have thought fit to iofeft dicm here as a place proper for them i

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And certainly fince in my mother's womb this PUftica or 
Formatrix which formed my eyes, ears, and other fcnfes, did 
not intend them for that dark and noyfome place, but as being 
confcious of a better life, made them as fitting organs to ap- 
prehend and percciye thofe things which ihou'd occur in. this 
world : fo I believe fince my conung into this world my foul 
hath formed or produced certain faculdes which are almoft as 
ufelcfs for this life, as the abovenamed fenfcs were for the mo- 
ther's wombi and thefe faculties are Hope, Fiuth, Love, and 
Joy, fince they never reft or fix upon any tranfitory or perifli- 
ing obje6t 1b this worlds as extending themfelves to fomething 
further than can be here g^ven, and indeed acquie£:e ooly in the 
perfed, eternal, and .infinites I confefs they are of fomc «fe here, 
yet I appeal to cveiy body whether any worldly felicity did fo 
fatisfie their hope here, tha£ they did not wifii and hope for 
ibmething more excellent, or whether they had ever that fairfi 
-in their own wifdom, or in the help of man, chat they were 
not conftrained to have recourfe to fome xliviner and fuperior 
power, than they cou'd fiind on earth, to relieve them in their 
danger or necefilty, whether ever they cou'd place their love on 
.any earthly beauty, that it did not fade and wither, if not fi^f- 
-trate or deceive them, or whether ever their joy was fo con- 
fummate in any thing they delighted in, that they did not want 
much more than it, or indeed this world can afibrd to make 
them happy. The proper objeds of thefe faculties therefore 'tho 
framed, or at leaft appearing in this world, is* God only, upon 
whom Faith, Hope, and Love were never placed in vain, or 
jemain long unrequited : but to leave thefe difcourfes and come 
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to my childhood again : I remember this dcfludtion at my cars 
above-mentioned, continued^ in that violence, that my friends 
did not think fit to teach me fo much as my Alphabet 'till I was 
fevcn years old, at which time my defluftion ccafed, and left me 
free of the difeafe my ariceftors were fubjed unto, being the Epi- 
Icfpfy: My Schooimafter in the houfe of my faid lady grand- 
mother began then to teach me the Alphabet, and afterwards 
Grammar, , and other books commonly read in fchools, in which 
] profited lb much, that upon this theme Audaces forlunajuvati 
I made an Oration of a flieet of paper, and 50 or 60 verfes 
in the fpace of one day. I remember in that time I was cor- 
reftcd fometimes for going to cuffs with two fchool-fellows being 
both elder than myfelf, but never for telling a lye or any other 
fault, my natural difpofition and inclination being fo contrary 
to all fallhood, that being demanded whether I had committed 
any fault whereof I might be juftly fufpefted, I did ufe ever to 
confefs it freely, and thereupon choofing rather to fuffer cor- 
reftion than to ftain my mind with telling a lye, which I did 
judge thin, no time cou'd ever deface j and I can affirm to all 
the world truly, that from my firft infancy to. this hour I told 
not willingly any t\aa% that was felfe, my foul naturally having 
an antipathy to lying and deceit. After I had attained the age 
of nine, during all which time I lived in my fwd lady grand- 
mother's houfe at Eyton, my parents thought fit to fend me to 
fome place where I might learn the Welch tongue, as believing 
it neceffary to enable mc to treat with thofe of my friends and 
tenants who underftood no other language, whereupon I was re- 
commended to Mr. Edward Thellwail of Place-ward in Dengh- 
E bylhire ; 
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byihire j this gentleman I xmA remember with honor, as having^ 
of himfelf acquired the exaft knowledgcofGreck, Latin, French, 
Italian, and Spanifti, and all other learning, having for that pur- 
pofe neither gone beyond feas, nor & much as had the beneflc 
of any Univerfities : Befidcs he was of that rare temper in go- 
verning his choler> that I never faw him angry during the time 
of my ftay there, and have heard fo much of him for many 
years before j when occaflon of offence was given him, I have 
fcen him redden in the face, and after remain for a while fi- 
Ifnt, but when he fpake, his words were lb calm and gentle, 
that 1 found he had digeftcd his choler, 'thfi yet I confcfs I 
cou'd never attain that pcrfeftion, as being fubjedt ever to cho- 
ler and paffion, more than I ou^t, and generally to Ipeak my 
mind freely^ and indeed rather to imitate thofe who having fire 
withia doors,, choofe rather to give it vent than fulFer it to bum 
the houfe.. I commend yet much more the manner of Mr. 
Thellwall,. and certainly he that can forbear fpeaking for fome 
while,, will remit much of his paOion, but as I cou'd not learn 
much of him in this kind,, lb I did as little profit in learning 
the Welch or any odicr <rf thofc languages that worthy gentle- 
man undcrftood, as having a Tertian Ague for the moft part of 
nine months, which was all the time I flaid in his houfe ; having 
recover'd my Ifa-ength a@un, I was fent, being about the a^e 
of ten, to be taught by one Mr. Newton at Didlebury in Shrop- 
fliire, where in the fpace of lefs than two years, I not only re- 
cover'd all I had loft ia my ficknels, but attained to the know- 
ledge of the Greek Tongue and Logick, in fo much that at 
twelve years old my parents thought fit to fend me to Oxfonl 
S tp 
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tx) Univerfity ColleiJgc, where I remember to have difputed at 
my firft coming in Logick, and to have made in Greek the 
exercifes required in that CoUedgCi oftner than in Latin. I had 
not been many months in the Univerfity, bat news was brought 
me of my father's deadi, his ficknefs being a Lethargy, Ctros, 
or Coma Vigilans, which amtinued long upon himj he feemed 
at laft to dye without much pain 'tho in his fenfcs. Upon ojm- 
nion given by Phylicians that his difeafe was mortal, my mo- 
ther thought fit to fend for me home, and prefently after my 
fether's death to dcfirc her brother Sir Francis N(!wport to haft 
to London to obtain my wardftiip for his and her ufcjoyndy, 
which he obtained. Shordy after I was fent again to my ftu- 
dics in Oxford, where I had not been long but that an over- 
ture for a match with the daughter and hen- of Sir William 
Herbert of St. Gillians was made, die occafion whereof was this ; 
Sir William Herbert being heir male to the old Earle of Pem- 
brook above-mendon'd by a younger fon of his (for the eldeft 
fon had a daughter who carried away thofe great poflcdions 
the Earle ofWorcefter now hol^ in MMimouthfhire asl faid 
before) having one only daughter fumving, made a will where- 
by he eftated ail his poffeflions in MonmoutWhire and Ireland 
upffli his faid daughter, upon conditions Ihe married one of the. 
furaame of Herbert, otherwife the faid lands to defoend to the 
heirs male of the faid Sir William i and his daughter to have 
■only a fmall portion out of the lands he had in Anglcfcy and 
Carnarvanftrire ; his lands being thus fettled Sir William ^ed 
ihortly afterwards : He was a man much conycrfant witli books 
and elpecially- given to the ftudy of Divinity, in fo much that 
£ 3 lie 
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he writ an Expofition upon the Revelations which is printed, 
'tho fome thought he was as far from finding the fenfc there- , 
of as he was from attuning the Fhilofopher's-llone, which was 
another part of his fhidy ; howfoever he was very underftanding 
in all other things, he was noted yet to be of a very high 
mind, but I can fay little of him as having never feen his per- 
fon> nor otherwife had much information concerning him. His 
daughter and heir called Mary, after her father died^ continued 
unmarried 'till Ihe was one and twenty, none of the Herberts 
appearing in all that time who either in age or fortune was fie 
to match her: about this time 1 had attained the age of fifteen, 
and a match at laft being propofed, yet notwithftandmg the dif- 
parity of years betwixt us, upon the eight and twenrieth of Fe- 
bruary 1598 in the houfe of Eyton, where the feme man. 
Vicar of married my father and mother, chriftened 

and married me, I cfpoufed her. Not long after my marriage 
I went again to Oxford together with my wife and mother, 
who took a houfe and lived for fome certun dme there ; and now 
having a due remedy for that lafcivioufnefs to which youth is 
naturally inclined, I followed my book more clofe than ever, in 
which courfe I continued 'till I attained about the age of eighteen, 
,when my mother took a houfe in London, between which place 
and Montgomery Caftlc I paffed my time 'till I came to the 
age of one and twenty, having in that fpace divers children, I 
having now none remaining but Beatrice, Richard and Edward. 
During this rime of living in the Univerfity or at home, I did 
without any mafter or teacher attain the knowledge of the French, 
Italian and Spaniih L.3nguages, by the help of fome books in 

Latin. 
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I^tin or EnglHh tranlkted inco thofe Idioms, aod the di<Aionarys 
of thofe feveral Languages ; I attained alfo to fing my pare, at 
firft fight in Mufick, and to p!ay on the Lute with very little or 
ahnoft no teaching. My intention in learning Languages being 
' to make my felf a Citizen of the World as far as it were poffible ; 
and my learning of Mufick was foi* this end that I might enter- 
tain myfelf at home, and together refrelh my mind after my ftudies 
to which I was exceedingly inclined, and that I might not need 
the company of young men, in whom I obfcrved in thofe times 
much ill example and debauchery. 

Being gotten thus far into my age, I ihall give fome obfervations 
concerning ordinary Education, even fi-om the firil in&ncy 'till 
the departure from the Univerfity, as being defmaus together with 
the narration of my life to deliver fuch rules as I conceive may 
be ufefiill to my pofterity. And firft I find that in the in&ncy 
thofe difeafes are to be remedied which may be hereditary unto 
them on either fide,, fo that if they be fubjed to the Stone or 
Gravel!, I do conceive it will be good for the nurfe fometimes 
to drink pofTet drinks in which are boyled fuch things as are 
good to expeli Gravell and Stone, the child alfo himfelf when 
he comes to fome age may ufe the fame polTet drinks of herbs, , 
as Milium Solis, Saxifrigia &c. good for the Stone many are 
reckoned by the Phyficians, of which alfo my felf cou'd bring 
a large Catalogue, but rather leave it to thofe who are expert 
in that art ; the fame courfe is co be taken for the Gout, for 
[ which purpofe I do much commend the bathing of childrens legi 

and 
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and feet in ihe water wherein Smyths quench their iron, as alio 
water wherein allom hath been infiifcd, or boyled, as alfo the 
decodion of Juniper-berries, Bayberrics, Chatncdris,Chaincepeti3, 
which baths alfo are good for thofe that arc hereditarily fub- 
jeft to die Palfje, for thefe things do much ftrengthen the 
finews ; as alfo Oiium Caftorij, and Succonr, which are not to be 
■ufed without advice : They that arc alfo fubjeft to die Spleen 
Srom their anceftors ought to ufe thole hsA>s that are fpleneticks, 
and thofe that are troubled wirfi die Falling Sicknefs widi Ce- 
phaniques, of which certainly I fliou'd have had need but for 
the puiging of my cars abovementioned. Briefly what difeafe 
foever it be that is derived from Anccftors of cither fide, it 
-win be necefliuy Brft to ^e fuch medicines to the Nurfe at 
may make her milk eflefhial for thofe pnrpofes, as alfo after- 
wards to giTC unto the Child it fclf fuch Ipecifiquc remedies as 
his age and conftitution will bear : I cou'd fay much more upon 
tius point, as havkig delighted ever in the knowledge of herbs, 
plants and gums, and in few words the hiftory of Nature, in 
fo much diat comii^ to Apodiecaries Ihops, it was my ordinary 
manner irtien I looked upon the bills filed up, cont^ing the 
Phyficians prefcriptions, to tdl every man's difeafe j howbeit I 
ftiall not prefume in thefe particulars to prefcribe to my polle- 
rity, 'tho I believe I know the beft receipts for ahnoft all dif- 
eafes, but fhall leave them to the expert Phyficians, only I will 
recommend again to my pofterity the curing of hereditary difeafes 
in the very infancy, fincc otherwifc without much difficulty they 
will never be cured. 

When 
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When children go to fcliool they fliou'd have one to attend 
them who may take care of their manners as well as the School- 
mafter doth of their learning, for among boys all vice is eaQly 
learned, and here I cou'd wifli it conftandy obferved that neither 
tfie matter ihou'd correft him for faults of his manners, nor his 
governor for manners, for the faults in his learning. After the 
Alphabet is taught, I like well the Ihorteft and cleareft Gram- 
mars, and Gich books into which all the Greek and Ladn words- 
are fcverally contrived, in which kind one Cbmcnus hath given 
an example : this being done it wou'd be much, better Co pro- 
ceed with Greek authors than with Larin, for as it is as eafy to 
learn at firft the one as the other, it wou'd be much better to- 
give the firft impreflions into the child's memory of thofc things 
which are more rare than ufual ; therefore I wou'd have them. 
begin at Greek firft,. and the rather that there is not that art in. 
the world wherein the Greeks have not excelled and gone be- 
fore others j fo that when you look upon Philofophy, Aftronomy,. 
Mathemaricks, Medicine, and briefly all learning, the Greeks 
have exceeded* all Nations., When he fhall be ready to go to the 
Univerfity, it will be fit alfo his governor for manners go along 
with him, it being the frail nature of youth, as they grow to 
ripenefs in age to be more capable of doing ill, unlefs their 
manners be well guided, and themfelves by degrees habituated in. 
yertuc, with which if once they acquaint themfelves they will 
find more pleafure in it than ever they can do in vice, fince 
every body loves vertuous perfons, whereas the vitiom do fcarce 
iove one another; for this purpofe it will be neceflary that you 
keep the company of grave, learned men, who arc of good re- 
putation. 
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putation, and hear rather what they fay, and follow v/hat thejr 
do, than follow the examples of young, wild and ralh perfons, 
and certainly of thofe two parts which are to be acquired in 
youth, whereof one is goodnefs and vertuous manners, the other 
learning and knowledge, I Ihall fo much prefer the firft before 
the fecond, as I ihall ever think vertue accompanied with ordi- 
nary difcretion will make his way better both to happineG_ in 
this world and the next, than any puff 'd knowledge which would 
caufe him to be infolent and vain glorious, or miniftcr as it 
were arms and advantages to him for doing a mifchief, fo that 
it is pity that wicked diJpofitions ftiou'd have knowledge to 
acuate their ill intentions, or courage to maintain them, that for- 
titude which (hou'd defend all a man's vertues being never well 
imployed to defend his humors, paffions, or vices. I do not 
approve for elder brothers that courfe of ftudy which is ordi- 
nary ufed in the Univerfity, which is, if their parents perchance 
intend they ftiall ftay there four or five years, to imploy the 
faid time as if they meant to proceed Matters of Art and Doc- 
tors in fome Science, for which purpofe their tutors commonly 
fpend much time in teaching them the fubtilities of Logtck, 
which as it is ufually pra<5Hced, enables them for little more than 
to be excellent wranglers, which art tho it may be tolerable in 
a mercenary lawyer, 1 can by no means commend in a fober 
and well govern'd gentleman. I approve much thofe parts of 
Logic whieh teach men to deduce their proofs from firm and 
undoubted principles, and fhow men to diftinguifh betwixt truth 
and falfliood, and help them to dilcover fallacies, fophifmes, and 
that which the Schoolmen call vitious argumentations, concerning 

which 
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which I ftiall not here enter into a long difcourfe. So much of 
Logick as may fervc for this purpofc being acquired, fome good 
fum of Philofophy may be learned, which may teach him both 
the ground of the Platonick and Ariftotelian Philofophy. After 
which it will not be amifs to read the Idea Medicinae Philofo- 
phicae, written by Severnius Danus, there being many things 
confiderable concerning the Paracelfian principles written in that 
book which are not to be found in former writers j it will not 
be amifs alfo to read over Francifcus Patricius and Tilefius, who 
have examined and contraverted the ordinary Peripatetick doc- 
trine, all which may be perform'd in one year, that term being 
enough for Philofophy as I concelvci and fix months for Lo- 
gick, for I am confident a man may have quickly more than 
he needs of thefe two arts. Thefe being attain'd, it will be re- 
quiiite to ftudy Geography with exaftnefs, lb much as may 
teach a man the fituation of all countries in the whole world, 
together with which it will be fit to learn fomething concerning 
the Governments, Manners, Religions either ancient or new, as 
alfo the interests of States and Relations in amity, or Itrengdi 
in which they ftand to their neighbours ; it will be necefiary alio 
at the fame time to learn the ufe of the Caeleftial Globe, the ftu- 
dies of both Globes being complicated and joined together. I 
do not conceive yet the knowledge of judicial Aftrology fo ne- 
ceflary, but only for general predictions j pardcular events bong 
neither intended by nor colle^ed out of the Stars. It will be 
alfo fit to learn Arithmetick and Geometry in fome good mea- 
fare, but efpccially Arithmetick, it being moft ufeful for many 
purpoies, and among the reft for keeping accounts, whereof here 
F is 
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is much ule : as for the knowledge of lines, ftiperiices, and bo- 
dies, *th6 it be a fcicnce of much certainty and demonftration, 
it is not much ufefuU for a gentleman unlefs it be to under- 
ftand Fortifications, the knowledge whereof is worthy of thofc 
who intend the wars, 'cho yet he muft remember that whatfo- 
cver Art doth in way of defence, Art likewife in way of afljiil- 
ing can deftroy. This ftudy hath coft me much labour, but 
as yet I could never 6nd how any place could be fo fortified 
but that there were means in certwn oppofite lines to prevent 
or fubvert all that cou'd be done in that kind. It will beowne 
a gendeman to have fome knowledge iq Medicine, efpecially die 
diagnoftick part, whereby he may take timely notice of a dif- 
eafe, and by that means timely prevent it, as alfo the prog- 
no^c part, whereby he may judge of the fympthomes cither 
iDCreaJlng or decrealing in the difeale, as alfo concerning the 
crifis or indication thereof This art will get a gendeman noc 
only much knowledge but much credit, fince feeing any fick 
body he will be able to tdl in all human probability whether 
he Ihall recover, or if he Ihalt die of the dtfeafe, to tell what 
fignes fhall go before and what the conclufion will be ; it will 
become him alio to know not only the ingredients but dofes of 
certain catharcique or pui^g, emctique or vomitive Medicines, 
fpecifique or cholerique, metancholique, or prfilegmatiquc Consti- 
tutions, phlebotomy being only neceflary for thofe v/ho abound 
in blood : befides I wou'd have a gendeman know how to make 
thefe Medicines himfelf, and afterwards prepare cbcm with his 
own hands, it being the manner of Apothecaries fo frequently 
to put in the Succcdanca that no man is furc to find with them 

Medicines 
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Mediciaes made with die true drugs which ought to enter into 
the compofition when it is exotique or rare j or when they are 
extant in the ihop, no man can be afliired that the faid drugs 
are not rotten, or that they have not loft their natural force 
and vertue. I have iludied this Art very much alfo, and have 
in cafe of extremity miniftred phyiick with that fuccels which is 
ftrangc, whereof I (hall give two or three examples: Richard 
Griffiths of Sutton, my fen^nt, being fick of a malignant pefli- 
Jent fever, and tryed in vain all our country Phyfitians cou'd 
do, and his water at laft ftinking fo grievoufly, which Phyfitians 
^ote to be a (ign of extendon of natural heat, and confequent- 
ly of prefent death, I was intreated to fee him, when as yet he 
had neither eaten, drank, flept, or known any body for the fpace 
<if fix or feven days, whereupon demwiding whether the Phyfi- 
tians had given him over, and it being anfwered unto me that 
they had, I faid it wou'd not be amifs to give him the quanrity 
of an hafle-nut of a certain rare receipt which I had, affiiring 
that if any thing in the world cou'd recover him, that wou*di 
of which I was fo confident, that I wou'd come the next day 
at four of die Clock in the afternoon unto him, and at that 
time I doubted not but they fliou*d find lignes of amendment, 
provided they Ihou'd put the dofes I gave them, being about 
he bigneis of a nut down his throat, which being done with 
much difficulty, I came the morrow after at the hour appointed, 
when to the wonder of his family he knew me and aiked for 
fome broth, and not long after recover'd. My cozen Athelfton 
Owen aUb of Rhue Sayfon, having an Hydrocephale alfo in that 
extremity that his eyes began to dart out of his head, and his 
F a tongue 
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tongue to come out of his mouth, and his whole head finaDy: 
exceeding its natural proportion, in fo much that his Phyfitians 
Itkewife left him; I prefcribed to him the decodion of two diu- 
retique Rootes, which after he had drank four or five days, he 
urin'd in that abundance that his head by degrees returned to 
it's ancient figure, and all other lignes of health appeared, where- 
upon alfo he wrote a letter to me that he was fo fuddenly and 
perfeftly reftored to his former health, that it feemed more like 
a miracle than a cure; for thofe are the very words in the 
letter he fent me. I cured a great lady in London of an iflue 
of Blood when all the Phyfitians had ^ven her over, with fo 
cafy a Medicine that the lady herfelf was aftonilhed to find the 
effects thereof. I cou'd give more examples in this kind, but 
thefe fliall fuifice ; I will for the reft deliver a rule I conceive 
for finding out the beft receipts not only for curing all inward but 
outward hurts, fuch as are Ulcers, Tumors, Contufions, Wounds, 
and the like : you muft look upon all Pharmacopaeia's or * Anti- 
dotaries of feveral Countries ; of which fort I have in my Li- 
brary the Pharmacopaeia Londinenfis, PariQenlis, Amftelodamen- 
fis, that of t Quercfetau, Bauderoni, Renadeus, Valerius Scordus, 
Pharmacopaeia Colonienfis, Auguftana, Venetian!, Vononienfis, 
Florentinaj Romana, Meflanenfis; in fome of which are told not

only 
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only what the receipts there fet down are good for, but the doles 
of them. The rule I here give is, that what all the faid Dif- 
penfatories, Antidotaries, or Pharmacopaeias prefcribe as effec- 
tual for overcoming a Difeafe, is certainly good, for as they are 
fet forth by the authority of the Phyfitians of thefefeverd Coun- 
tries, what they all ordain muft nece0arily be effeftual : but they 
who will follow my advice Jhall Bnd in that litde Ihort Anti- 
dotary called Amftelodamenfis not long fince put forth, almoft 
all that is neceffary to be known for curing of Difeafes, Wounds, 
&c. There is a book called Aurora Medicorum very fit to be 
read m this kind. Among writers of Phyfick, I do efpecially 
commend after Hippocrates and Galen, J Femelius, Lud. Mcr- 
catus> and Dan Sennertus, and Heumius } I cou'd name many 
more, but I conceive thefe may fuffice. As for the Chymique or 
Spagyrique Medicines, I cannot commend them to the ufe of my 
pofterity, there being neither Emetique, Cathartique, Diaphore- 
tique, Diuretique Medicines extant among them, which are not 
much more happily and lafely performed by Vegetables ; but 
hereof enough, fince I pretend no further than to give fome 
few direftions to my pofterity. In the mean while I conceive 
it is a fine Study and worthy a gendeman to be a good Bota< 
nique, that fo he may know the nature of all Herbs and Plants,

being 
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being our Fellow Creatures and made for tlie ufc of Man ; for 
which purpofe It will be fit for him to cuU out of fome good 
HerbaU all the Icones together with the defcriptions of them, 
and to lay by themfelves all fuCh as grow in Ejigland, and af- 
terwards to fele<5t again fuch as ufually grow by the hlg^way- 
Cde, in Meadows, by Rivers, or in Marlhes, or in Corn-fields, 
or in dry and mountainous places, or on Rocks, Walls, or in 
Ihady places, fuch as grow by the Sea-fide, for this being done, 
^md the faid Icones being ordinarily carried by themfelves, or 
by their fcrvants, one may prefently find out every Herb he 
meets withall, efpecially if the faid Flowers be truly colour'd. 
Afterwards it will not be amiis to diilinguilh by themfelves fuch 
Herbs 8a.are in Gardens and are exotiques, and are tranfplanted 
hither. As fur thofe plants which will not endure our Clime, 
tho the knowledge of them be worthy of a gendeman, and the 
vermes of them be fit to be learned, efpecially if they be brought 
over to a Dru^ift as medicinall, yet the Icones of them are 
not lb pertinent to be known as the former, unlefs it be where 
there is lefs danger of adulterating the faid medicaments, in 
which cafe it is good to have' recourfe to not only the Bota* 
niques but alfo to Gefnar's Difpenfatory, and to Aurora Medi- 
corum above mentton'd, being books which make a man dif- 
tinguifh betwixt good and bad drugs ; and thus much of Me- 
dicine may not only be ufefull but dele£tiable to a gendeman, 
fince which way foever he paiTcth, he may find fomething to 
entertain him. I mull no lefs commend the Ihidy of Anatomy, 
■■which whofoeverconfiders, I believe will never be ahAtheift, the 
£-ame of man's body and coherence of his parts being (b ftrange 

and 
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and paradoxal, that I hold it to be the greateft miracle of nature 1 
th6 when all is done, I do not find Oie hath made it fo much as 
proof againft one Difeafe, leaft it Ihou'd be thought to have made 
' it no lefs than a prifon to the foul. 

Having thus pafled over all human Literature, it will be fit to 
fay fomething of moral Vertues and theological Learning. As for 
die firft, fince the Chriftians and the Heathens are in a manner 
agreed concerning the definitions of Vertues, it wou'd not be in- 
convenient to begin with thofe definitions which Arifiode in his 
Morals hath given, 'as being confirm'd for the moft part by the 
Platoniques, Stoiques> and other Philofophers, and in general by 
the Chriftian Church, as well as all Nations in the Worid what- 
foever, dwy being Doctrines imprinted in the Soul in it's firft 
original, and containing the principal and firft nonces by which 
man may attain his Happinefs here or hereafter, there being no 
man that is given to Vice that doth not find much oppofidon 
both in his own Confcience and in the Religion and Law is 
taught elfewhere ; and this I dare fay, that a vertuous man may 
not only go fecurely through all the Religions but all the Laws 
in the world, and whatfocver oUlru6tions he meet, obtain both 
an inward Peace and outward wellcome among all, with whom 
he ftiall negotiate or converic; this Vertue therefore I fhall re- 
commend to my pcrflerity as the greateft perfeftion he can 
attain tmto in this lAk, and the pledge of eternal Happinefs 
hereafter, there being none diat can juftly hope of an unJon 
wth the fupreme God, that doth not come as near to him in 
this Life in Vertue and Goodnefs as he can, fo that if human 
6 frailtjf 
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frailty do interrupt this union by committiDg &ults that make 
him uncapable of liis everlafting Happinefs, it will be fit by a 
^ ferjous Repentance to expiate and cmaculate thofe faults, and 
for the reft truft to the Mercy of God his Creator, Redeemer, 
and Prcfcrver, who being our Father and knowing well in what 
z weak condition through infirmities we are, will I doubt not 
£omnniIerate thofe Tranfgreffions we commit when they are done 
without dcfire to ofiend his Divine Majefty, and together rec- 
tifie our underftanding through his Grace, fince we commonly 
fin through no other caufe, but that we miftook a true good 
for that which was only apparent, and fo were deceived by making 
an undue election in the objects propofed to us, wherein tho it 
will be fit for every man to confefs that he hath offended an 
Infinite Majefty and Power, yet as upon better confideration he 
finds he did not mean infinitely to offend, there will be juft 
reafon to believe that God will not infli£t an infinite punilh- 
mcnt upon him if he be truly penitent, fo that his Juftice nuy 
be &tisBed, if not with man's repentance yet at leaft with fome 
temporal punifliment here or hereafter, fuch as may be propor- 
tionable to the offence ; th6 I cannot deny but when man wou'd 
infinitely offend God in a defpitefiill and contemptuous way, 
it will be but juft that he fuffer an infinite punithment: but as I 
hope none are fo wicked as to fin purpofcdly and with an hig^ 
hand againft the Eternal Majefty of God, fo when they ihall 
commit any fins out of frailty, I fliall believe either that unleis 
they be finally impenitent, and (as they lay fold ingenioufly 
over to Sin) God's Mercy will accept of dieir endeavours to 
return into a right way, and fo make their Peace with him by 

all 
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all t]K& good means that are poiBble. Having thus rtcom- 
mendcd the learning <rf Moral Philofophy »nd praflicc of Ver- 
tue> as the moft necellary knowledge and ufefull exercife of 
pun's Hfe» I fhaU obferre that oven in the cmpbying of our 
Vertucs, Difcrctiftn is required, for every Vertuc is not promif- 
cuoufly to be ufed, but fuch only as is proper for the prelent 
occafion. Therefore though a wary and difcreet wifdom be moft 
vfefuU where no imminent i^uiger spears, yet where an enemy 
draweth his fword againft you, you fhall have moft ule of For- 
titude, prevention being too late, when the danger is fo prelling. 
Qn the other fide there is no occaJion to uTe your Fortitude 
againft wrongs done by women or children, or ignwaot perfons, 
that I may iay nodilng of thc^ due are much your fuperiors, 
who are mae^ltrates, ^c. fince you mig^ by a difcreet Wifdom 
have declined the injury, or when ic were too late to do fo, you 
may widi more equal mind fuppoFt diac which is dou^ eidur 
by authority in the one or frailty in the <»her. And. certaiolf 
to fuch kind of perfons Foi:givene& will be proper^ in which' 
kind I am confident no man of my time hach exceeded me ; fon 
did whenfoerer n^ honor hath been engaged, no man hach ever 
been more forward to hazard his life, yet where with my honor ■ 
1 cou'd forgave, I never uled Revenge as leaving it ^ways to

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the more punilhmcnt on them j and to this Foi^venefi of others 
.three Confiderations have elpecia]l7 invited me. 

1. That he that cannot forgive others, breaks the bridge 
Over which he niuft pais himfel^ for every man had need to 
be forgiven. 

2. That when a man wants or comes fhort of an intire and 
accomplifli'd Vertue, our defers may be fuppUed this way, fince' 
the forgiving of evil deeds in others amounteth to no lefs than 
Vertue in us : that therefore it may be not unaptly called die pay- 
ing our debts with another Man's money. 

3. That it is the moft neceflary and proper work of every 
man, for 'thd when I do not a juft thing, or a charitable, or 
a wife, anotherman may do it for me, yet no man can forgive 
my enemy but myfelf, andthefe have been the chief motives for 
which I have been' ever inclined to Forgivenefs } whereof tho 
I have rarely found other effeft than that my Servants, Tenants, 
and Neighbours have thereupon more frequently oflended me,, 

he will not kill the King at his prayers, left he ftnd hirn to Heaven,^— 
and fi am I revtngtdf Such fendmetits (bou'd always be marked anc) 
condemned, dpecially in authors, who certainly do not mean to preach 
up Malice and Revenge. His Lordfliip's other reafons are better founded, 
tho' fHll felfiih. He does not appear a humane philofophcr, till he owns 
that be continued to forgive, tho' he found that it encouraged new inju- > 
rics. The beauty (^ Virtue confifts in dtung right tho' to one's own 
-pr^udice. 
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yet at lead I have had widiin me an inward Peace and Comfort 
thereby, fmce I can truly fay, nothing ever gave my mind moK 
<afe than when I had forgiven my enemies, which freed me 
from many Cares and Perturbations, which otherwife wou'd have 
molefted me. 

And this likewife brings in another Rule conceroing the ufe 
of Vertues, which is, that you are not to ufe Juftice where Mercy 
is n:oft proper, as on the other (ide a fbolifli Pity is not to 
be preferr'd before that which is. juft and neceJTary for good 
Example. So likewife Liberality is not to be ufed where Far- 
cimony or Frugality is more requifiie j as on the other fide it 
will be but a fordid thing in a gentleman to fpare where ex- 
pending of money woyld acquire unto him Advantage, Credit, 
or Hpnor ; and this Rule in general ought to be pra£Ufed, that 
the Vertue requifite to the occafion is ey^r to be produced, as 
the moft oj^rtune and neceHary. That therefore Wiidom is 
^e.Soul of all. Vertues, giving them as untq her members life 
and motion, and fo neceflary in every aftion, that whofocver by 
the beae£ic of true Wifdom maks^ ule of the right Vertue, oa 
all etnei^m occalions, I dare fay would never be conftrain'd Co 
have recourfe to Vice, whereby it appears that every Vemie is 
i)ot to be imployed indifierentlyi but that only which is proper 
for the bufinefs in queftion 1 among whit^h yccTempfrance feemt 
fi> ttniverlally requifite, that fome pan of it at leaft will be a ne- 
ceflary ingredient in all human anions, fiitce there may be aa 
excels even in -Religious Worihip, at thofe tin)es when other 
Duties are required at our hands. After all, moral Vertues are 
G a teamed 
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Inrned and directed to . the ftrvice and glorjr of God, as flife 
principal end and ulc of them. 

Ic wou'd be fit that Jbme time be fpent in Icamina; Rhcto- 
rick or Oratory, to the intent that upon all occafums you majr ^ 
exprels yourfelf with Eloquence and Grace ; for as it is not 
enough for a man to have a Diamond wilefs it is p<dilhed and 
cut out into it's doe angles, and a Foyle be Jet underneath 
irtiereby it may die better tranfmic and vibrate it's native I.uHiV 
and Rays ; fo it will not be fi^dent f(H- a man to have a great 
Undcrftandii^ in all Matters, unlefs the faid Underftanding be 
not only polifhcd and dear, but underfet and holpen a litde 
with thofe Figures, Tropes, and Colours which Rhetorick af- 
fords, where there is «fe of Ferrwafion. I can by no means 
^ commend an afieded Eloquence, there beii^ nothii^ fo pe- 
dandcal, or indeed thsuvou'd give more fuTplcion that tihe truth 
is not intended, than to ufe over-much t}ie comnAon forms pre- 
foribed in Schools. It is weH iaid by them, that theic are two 
Piuis «f Eloquence neceflary and rccommendaWe t one is, to fpeak ' 
bsrd diitigs plainly, fo that when a knotty ot intricate bufinefi 
having na mediod or cc^ocnce in it's parts fhall be prefonted, it 
will be a fmgidar part of oratory to take tiioCe parts afunder, fet 
tfaem together aptly, and fo exhibite them to the Underitanding. 
And Ais part of Rhetorick I much commend to e»ery body, there 
being no true ufo cf Spcedt but to make thii^ dcu-, pet^* 
coouE, and marafeft, whidi oAerwifo w>u*d be peiplex*d, doubt- 
fidludobfcure. 

.- . The 
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Tht other part bf Oratory is to fpeak cofrimon things inge- 
nioafly or wittily, there bemg no little ^gor and force addtfd 
to words, t^n they arc deliver*d in a neat and fine way, and 
fomewhat out -of the ordinary road, common and dull Languid 
reliihttig more of the - Clown dian the Gentleman. But herein 
alfo Affectation mud be avoided, it being better for a man by 
a native and clear Eloquence to exprefs himfeM", than by tliofe 
words which may fmell either of "the Lamp or Ink -horn ; fo that 
in general one may obferve that "nien who fortify and uphold thdr 
Speeches wiiii ftrong and evident Reafons, have ever operated ■ 
more on the minds of the Audit(#s, than thofe who have made 
Rhdtbricfal exon-flons. 

It will be better for a mala, ifto is doubtful <^ his pay » 
take an ordinary Tilrer piece widi^ it's due ft&mp upon ir,'tJiati 
an c^jitraordibaty guilded piece irhich may perchance contain S 
baftr tnetal Wider it : and prtfer a wdl-favour'd wholefome wo- 
man thft #ith a tawny com^eidon^brfbre a befinear^ ondpsAfttid 
fice. 

It is a geheral note, that a hian'i WSc is beft lhc*<d in 
his AftiWe*', and his Valour in Ms Defence, timt Aerefote as men 
ftam in Fendng how to ward ^ HoWs and thn^> which (tte 
dr cto be made a^ahift hitn> To It iriU be fitting to debate 
Sni reit^ve befolre-httid ivhat yen af e to &r or do u|ioii Ahf 
iiStijtit givin you, leafl dthietwife y<ou I&ouM bb Kiipiized. Ari- 
llotle hath written a book of Rhetorick^ a vork bi my epinioii. 
not inferior to his beft pieces, whom. Uierc&re with Cicero de > 
5 Oratory 
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Oratorcj-aa alfo QuintUian, you may read for your Inftruftion 
how to fpeak,' neither of which two yet I can think fo exaft in 
■fiteir Orations but that a middle fiile will be of more elEcacy, 
Cicero in my opinion being too long and tedious, and Quintilian 
too Ihort and concife. 

Having thus by Moral Fhilofophy enabled yourfelf to all that 
Wildom and Goodnefs which is requilite to dircA you in all 
your particular aftions, it will be fit now to think how you 
are to beiiave yourfelf as a publick pcrfon, or member of the 
CMnmon Wealth and Kingdom wherein you live, as aWb to look 
into thofe Principles and Grounds upon which GovernmerW is 
framed, it being manifeft in nature that the wife doth eafily go- 
vern the foolifli, and the ftrwig mafter the weak; fo that he 
that cou'd attain moft Wifdom and Power, wou'd quickly rule 
his fellows ; for proof whereof, one may obferve that a King b 
Cck during that time the PhyJicians govern him, and in day of 
Battle an expert General appoints |the King a place in which 
he lliall ftand, which was anciently the Office of the Conftables 
de France. In Law alfo the Judge is in a fort fuperiour to 
his King as long as he judgcth betwixt him and his people. In 
Divinity alfo he, to whom the King commits the charge of his 
Confcience, is his fuperiour in thatpardcular. All which Inftances 
may fufficiently prove, that -in many cales thewifer governs cm: 
commands.oae le& wife than himfel^ unlels a willfuU Obltinacy 
be inte^ftd j in which ca& recourfe mull be had to Strength 
vhere Obedience a neceflaiy. 

The 
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The Excrcifes I chiefly ufed, and moll recommend to my 
poftcricy, were riding the Great Horfe and Fencing, in which 
Arts I had excellent mailers, Englifti, French, and Italian ; as 
for Dancii^ I cou'd never 6nd leafure enough to learn it, as 
imploying my mind always in acquiring of feme Art or Science- 
more ufefiill, howbeit I Ihall wi(h thefe three Excrcifes learned in 
this order i 

That Dancing may be learned firft, as that which doth falhion 
the body, g^ves one a good Prefence in and Addrels to all 
Companies, lihcc it difpoftth the i.imbs to a kind of Soupltfle 
(as the Frenchmen call it) and Agility, in fo much as they feem' 
to have the ufe- of their Legs, Arms, and BocEes, more than 
any others, who landing ftiff* and ftark in their pofhires, fccm 
as if they were taken in their joynts, or had not the perfect ufe 
of their Members. I fpeak not this yet as if I wou'd have a 
Youth never ftand ftill in Company, but only that when he hath 
occafion to ftir, his Motions may be comely and gracefuU, that 
he may learn to know fiow to come in and go out of a Room 
where Company is, how to make Courtefics handfomely; accord- 
ing to the feveral d^ees of Pcrfons he (hall encounter, how to 
put off and hold his Hat, all which and many other things which 
become men are taught by the more accurate Dancing-maftcrs in- 
France. 

, The next Exercife a young man Ihou'd learn (bur not before he 
is a eleven or twelve years of age) is Fencing j for the attaining 
of which the Frenchman's Rule is excellent Bon- pied Boa ceil, 

by 
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bjr which to teach meo how far th^ymi^^ftretch out tiieir Feet 
-when they woit'd m^ce a Thnift agaioll tt)eir Enetpyi 1^ alt either 
fiiouM overftride themfelvesi or not Itridiitg far enough fail to 
1>ring; die point of their iveapon home : the fecond part of his 
Dirc&ion -advifedi the Scholar to keep a ftxt Eye upon the point 
of his Enemies Sword, to die intent he m4y both put by or warcl 
the Blows and Thrufts made againft him, and together direft the 
■ point of hisSword upon fomc Part of his Enemy, that lierfi naked 
and open to him. 

The good Fencing-maAers, io France efpeqally, when thejr 
frefent a Foyle or Flcurct to their Scholars, te]! him it hath two 
^am, one of which he calleth the F<»t. or ftrong> and the other 
ijhff FoyUc or weak t with . the. Fort or fining, wWch extends, 
froin the part of the hilt next the Sword ^boigt a diird part of 
die whole length, thereof he tcacheth his. Scholars to defend. 
dien&lves, apd put by and ward die Thrufi« and Blows of hi$ 
Enemy, and with the other two third pares to ftrike or diruft as 
he Ihall ief; occaHoa i which. Rule atfo teache^h hqw to firike or 
thrufi high pr low. as his Enemy doth, and briery to tal;e hi^. 
Meafure and Time upon his Advaiiine's Motions, whereby h^ 
ipay both defend himfclf or offend his Advcffery, of. which I 
have had much cxpoiment aijd ufe both in the Fleuret; or. Foyle, 
as alfo when I fought in good eameft with many perfons sfi qnQ 
and the fame time, as will appear in the fequell of my Life. 
An4 indeetl I think I fhall not fpcak vain ^orjouOy of n\y&lf, 
if I.l^ that no man underftood the ufe of his w«^n l?ctter dian 
Idwl, or hath more dexterously prevailed himftjf diweof on all 

occafions ; 
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occaltons j fince I found no man cou'd be hurt but dirough fome 
error in Fencing. 

I ipent much time alio in learning to ride the Great Horie, 
that creature being made above all others for the fcrvice of man, 
as giving his Rider all the Advant^s of which he is capable, 
while fometimes he gives him Strength, fometimes Agility or 
Motion for the overcoming of his Enemy, in fo much chat a 
good Rider on a good Horfe, is as much above himfelf and 
odiers, as this world can make him; the Rule for gracefull 
Riding is, that a Man hold his Eyes always betwixt the two 
Ears, and his Rod over the left E^r of his Horfe, which he 
js to ufe for turning him every way, helping himfelf wirfi, his 
left Foot, and Rod upon the left part of his Neck, to make his 
Horfe turn on the right Hand, and with the right Foot and 
help of his Rod alfo (if needs be) to turn, him on the left 
Hand, but this is to be ufed rather when one would make a 
Horfe underiland thefe Motions, than when he is a ready Horfe, 
the Foot and Stirrup alone applied tt> either Shoulder being fulfi- 
cient, with the help of the Reins to make him turn any way: 
that a Rider thus may have the ufe of his Sword, or when it is re- 
qutfiie only to make a Horfe go fidewards, it will be enou^ to 
keep the Reins equal in his Hand, and with the flat of his Leg 
and Foot together, and a touch upon the Shoulder of the Horfe 
with the Stirrup to make him go fideward either way, without 
either advauciog forward or returning backwards. 

H The 
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The moft ufeftill Act as tbt Frenchmen term it, it Tcrriterri 
the Courbettcs, Cabrioes, or un pas et un faalc, being fitter 
for Horfes of Parade and Triumph than for Souldiers, yet I can- 
not deny but a Dcmivolte with Courbettes, fo that they be not 
too high, may be ufefuU in a Fight or Mcflee, for as Labrouc 
hath it in his book of Horfcmanlhip, Monficur dc Montmorency 
having a Horfe that was excellent in performing the Demivolce, 
did with his Sword ftrtke down two Adverfaries from their 
Horfes in a Tournay, where divers of the prime Gallants of 
France did meet } for taking his time when the Horfe was in 
die height of his Cotirbette, and difcharging a blow> then his 
Sword fell with fuch weight and force upon the two Cavalicra 
ene afcer another, that he ftruck them &om their Horfes to the 
graund- 

The manner of fighting a Duel on horfeback I was taught 
thus; we had each of us a re^onable (Hff riding Rod in 
our Hands about die length of a Sword, and fo rid one againft 
the other, he as the more expert Ikt ftill to pals me and then 
to get behind me, and after to turn with his rt^t Hand upoti 
my left Side ^th his Rod, that fo he might hie me with the 
point thereof in the Body, and he that can do this handfomcly 
is fure to overcome lus AdvcTfary^ it b^g impoflible to bring 
his Sword about enox^h to defend himfelf or oflfend the affayl- 
ant i and to get this advantage, which they pall in French, Gag- 
ner la Crouppe, nothing is fo ulefoll aa m make a Horfe to 
go only fideward 'tiU his Advcrfary be paft him, fince he will 
6 by 
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by this means aroid his Adverfary's blow or thru^ and oa a 
fiidden get on the left Hand of his Adver&ry in die manner 
I fbmierly related : but of this Art let Labroue and * Pluvind be 
[ead> who are excellent matters in that Art> of whom I muft 
confids I learned much, 'thd to fpcak bgeniouQy my breaking 
two or three Colts, and teaching them a&erwards thoie Aers of 
which they were moil capable, taught me both what I was to 
do, and made me fee miae Errors more than all thdr Pre- 

To make a Horfe fit for the Wan and embolden him againft 
all Terrors, thefe Inventions are ufefull, to beat a Drum out 
of the Stable firft and then g^ve him his Provender, then beat 
a Drum in die Stable by d^ees, and then give him his Pro- 
vender upon the Drum: when he b acquunted hemnth fufli- 
ciently, you mnift fliooc off a Piftol out of the Stable, bdbre he 
hath his Provender ; then you may (hoot off a Piftol in the Stable, 
and fo by degrees bring it as near to him as you can till he be 
acquainted with the Piftol, likewife remembring Itill after every 
fhot to give him more Proveiider : You muft alfi> caufe his Groom 
to put on bright Armour, and Sa to rub his heels and drefs

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him: You muft'alfo prefent a Sword before him in the faid 
Armour, and when you. have done givt him ftiil feme more Pro- 
vender : Laftiy his Rider muft bring his Horfe forth Into the 
open Field where a bright Armour muft be faftned upon a Stake, 
and fet forth in the likenefs of an armed man as niuch as 
ponible> which being done, the Rider muft put his Horfe on 
'till he make him not only approach the faid Image, but dirow 
it down, which being done, you muft be fure to give him fome 
Provender, that he may be encouraged to do the like againft aa. 
Adverfary in Battle. It will be good alfo that two men do hold 
up a Cloak betwixt them in the Field, and then the Rider to put 
the Horfe to it *till he leap over, which Cloak alfo they may 
raile as they fee occafion, when the Horfe is able to leap fo high.- 
You fliall do well aMb to ufe your Horfe to Swimming, which you 
may do either by trayling him after you at the tail of a Boat, in a 
good River, holding him by the Head at the length of the Bridle, 
or by putti;ig a good Swimmer in a Unnen Waiftcoat and Breeches 
upon him. 

It will be fit for a Gentleman alfo to learn to Swim, unlds 
he be ^ven to Cramps and Convulfions ; howbeit I muft con- 
fe{s in my own particular that I cannot Swim, for as I was 
once in danger of drowning by learning to Swim, my mother 
upon her blefling charged me never to learn Swimming, tellii^ 
me further, that (he had heard of more drowned than laved by 
it, which reafon 'th6 it did not prevail with me, yet her Com- 
mandment did. It will be good alfo for a Gentleman to learn to 
Leap, Wreftle, and Vault on Horfcback, they being all of them. 

Qualities 
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Qualities of great ufe. 1 do much approve likewifc of Shooting 
in the Long Bow, as being both an healthful Exercifc and ufefiill 
for the Wars, notwithftanding all that our Firemen fpeak againft 
it: for bring an hundred Archers againft fo many Mufqiiettecrs, 
I lay if the Archer comes within his diftance, he will not only 
make two Ihoots but two hits for one. 

The Exercifes 1 do not approve of are Riding of Running 
Horfes, there being much Cheating in that kind, neither do 
I fee why a brave man Ihou'd delight in a Creature whofe cheif 
ufe is to help him to run away. I do not much like of Hunt- 
ing Horfes, that Exercife taking up more time than can be fpared 
from a ftudious man to get Knowledge: It is enough therefore 
to know the Sport if there be any in it, without making it 
an ordinary pra£Hce : and indeed of the two Hawking is the 
better, becaufe lefs time is fpent in it ; and upon thefc terms 
alfo I can allow a litde Bowling, fo that the Company be choice 
and good. 

The Exercifes I wholly condemn, are Dicing and Carding, 
efpecially if you play for any great fum of Money or fpend 
any time in them, or ufe to come to meetings in Dicing-houfes, 
where Cheaters meet and cozen young Gentlemen of all their 
Money. I cou'd lay much more concerning all thefe points of 
Education, and particularly concerning the difcreet Civility which 
is to be obferved in Communication either with Friends or 
Strangersj but this Work wou'd grow to big, and that many 
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Precepts conducing thereunto may be had in Guazzo de la Civile 
Converiation and Galeteus de Moribus. 

It wou'd alfo defcrv^ a particular Lefture or Recherche, how- 
one ought to behave himfelf with Children^ Servants Tenants 
and Neighbours; and I am conHdent that Precepts in this Point 
will be found more ufefuU to young Gendemen, than all the 
Subtilities of Schools j I confefs I have coUefted many things 
to this purpofe, which I forbear to fet down here, becaufe (if 
God grant me Life and Health) I intend to make a little Trearife 
concerning thefe Points j I ihall return aow w the Narraoon of 
mine own Hiftory. 

When I had attained the age betwixt iS or 19 yeats, my 
mother together with ray felf and wife removed up to London, 
where we toc^ houfc and kept a greater fenUly, than became 
«ther my mother's widow's Eftate, w fuch yoimg b^tnners as 
we were, elpecially fince fix brothers and three fitters werp to be 
provided for, my father having made cither no Will or fuch aii 
impcrfcdfc one, that it was. not proved. My mother 'tho flie 
had a)l my Huber's, Lej^es and Good4 wtuch were of great 
value, yet flie defired me ta undertake that burthen of providing 
for my brothers a/id f^frs, which to gradfy my mother aa 
well as thofo fo DCar me, I wa^ voluntarily content to provide 
thus far as to givf my fix brothers thirty pounds a piece yearly 
during their Kves, aod my three fitters 1000/. a piece, which 
Portions married them to thofe 1 have above- meodoaed; ray 
younger fifter indeed might have been married to a fer greater 

fortune. 
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fintune, had not the Overthwartuefe of fome Neighbours inter- 
rupted it. 

About the year of our Lord 1600 1 came to London^ fliortly 
after which the attempt of the Earl of Effex related in our Hif- 
tory followed, which I had rather were feen in the writers of 
<hat Argument, than here. Not long after this, Curiofity rather 
than Ambition brought me to Court ; and as it was the manner 
of thofe times for all men to kneel down before the great Queen 
Elizabeth who then reigned, I was lifcewife upon my knees i» 
the Prefencc Chamber when Ihe pafled by to the Chappel at 
WhiKhall. As foon as ihe faw me Ihe 11x>pt, and fwearing her 
ufual Oath demanded, who is diis ? Every body there prelent 
looked upon me, but no man knew me, 'till Sir James Croft, a 
Penlioner, finding the Queen ftayed, returned back and told who 
I was, and that I had married Sir William Herbert of St. Gillian's 
dtughter: the Queen hereupon looked attentively upon me, and 
fwearing again her ordinary Oath, iaid it is pity he was married 
So young, and thereupon gave her hand to kiis twice, both dmes 
gently clapping me on the cheek. I remember litde more of 
myfel^ but that from that time until! King James's coming to 
the Crown, I had a fon which died Ihortly afterwards, and that I 
intended my Studies ferioufly, the more I learnt out of my Books, 
adding itill a defirc to know more. 

King James being now acknowledged King, and coming to- 
wards London, I thought fit to meet his Majefty at Buriey near 
Stanford j ihorriy after I was nude Koighc of die Bath, with the 
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ufual Ceremonies belonging to that ancient Order. I cou'd tcU 
how much my perfon was commended by the Lords and Ladies 
that came to fee the Solemnity then ufed, but I Ihall flatter my 
Telf too much if I believed it. 

I muft not forget yet die ancient Cufe)m, being that fome prin- 
cipal Peribn was to put on the right Spur of thofe the King had 
appointed to receive that dimity ; the Earl of Shrewfbury fedng 
my Efquire there, with my Spur in his hand, voluntarily came to 
me and faid. Cozen, I believe you will be a good Knight and 
therefore I will put on your Spur, whereupon after my moft 
humble thanks for fo great a favour, I held up my li^ againft 
the wall, and he put on my Spur. 

There is another Cullom likewife, that the Knights the firft day 
wear the gown of fame Religious Order, and the night following 
to be bathed; after which they take an Oath never to fit in 
place where Injutlice Ihou'd be done, but they Ihall right it to 
the uttermoft of their power, and particularly Ladies and Gen- 
tlewomen that Ihall be wronged in their Honour, if they demand 
Afliftance, and many other Points, not unlike the Romances of 
Knight Errand.

I had 
not long worn this String but a principal Lady of the Court, and 
certainly in moft men's opinion, the handfomell *, took mine 
off, and faid Ihe wou'd pledge her Honor for mine ; I do not 
name this Lady becaufe fome palTages happened afterwards which 
oblige me to Silence, 'thd nothing cou'd be juftly faid to her pre- 
judice, or wrong- 
Shortly after this I intended to go with Charles Earl of Not- 
tingham the Lord Admiral, who went to Spain to take the King's 
Oadi for confirmation of the Articles of Peace betwixt the two 
Crowns i howbeit by the Induftry of fome near me, who defircd 
to flay me at home, I was hindred, and inftead of going that 
Voyage, was made Sheriff* of Montgomeryfhire, concerning which 
I will fay no more, but that I beftowed the place of under She- 
riff, aa alfo other places in my gifts freely, without dther taking 
Gift or Reward j which Cirflom alfo I have obferved throughout 
the whole courie of my Life j in fo much that when I was Am- 
bailador in France and might have had great Prelents, which for- 
mer Ambafladors accepted, for doing lawfiill Counefies tt) Mer- 
chants and others, yet no gratuity, upon what terms foever, -cou'd 
ever be iaft'ned upon me. 

* It is itnpoffible perhaps at diis iliibnce of time to aTcertain vAio Ait 
Lady was, but there is no doubt of it being the lame perTon mentioned 
afterwards, whom he calli the Faircfl of her time. 

I This 
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This pufalick Duty did not hinder me yet to follow mjr beloved 
Studies in a Countiy Life for the moft part ; *th6 ftanetimes aMb 
I refortcd to Court, without yet that I had any Ambition there, 
and much'lefs was cunted with tho(e corrupt Delights incident to 
the times : for living with my wife in all conjugal Loyalty for 
die Jpace of about ten years after my marriage, I wholly declined 
die Allurements and Temptations whatfoeverj which might incline 
me to violate my Marriage Bed. 

About the year i6oS my two daughters, called Beatrice and 
Florance, who lived not yet long after, and one fon Richard 
being born> and come to fo much maturity, that 'tho in their 
meer Childhood they gave no little hopes of themfelves for die 
future time, I called them all before my wife, demaniKng how 
{he liked thcra, to whidi fiic answering, well; I demanded then 
whether (he was willing ta do fo much for them as 1 wou'dj 
whereupon ihe replying demanded what I meant by that, I told 
her that for my pan I was but young for a man, and Ihe not 
old for a woman, that our Lives were in the hands of God, 
that if he plealed to call cither of us. away, that party which 
remained might marry ^ain, and have Children by fome other, 
to which our Eftates might be dilpofed i for preventbg whereof 
I thou^t fit to motion to her, that if (he wtui'd alTure upon 
the fon any quantity of Lands from 300I. a year to 1000/. 1 
wou'd do the Uke ; but my wife not approving hereof anfwercd 
in thefe exprefs words, that Ihe wou'd not draw the Cradle 
upon her head j whereupon I dcfiring her to advife better upon 
the bufineisi and to take fome few days refpitc for that purpofe^ 

flie 
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ftc feem'd to depart from me not very well contented. About 
a week or on days afterwards, I demanded again what flie 
thought concerning the motion I made, to which yet Ihe faid 
fio more, but that Ihe though Ihe had already anfwered me 
fufficiendy to the pointj I told her then that I (hou'd make 
another motion to her, which was that in regard I was too young 
to go bqrand Sea before I married her, Ihe now wou'd ^ve 
me leave for a while to fee foreign Countries ; howbeit if Ihe 
wou'd afiiirc her lands as I woo'd mine, in the manner above- 
mentioned, I wou'd never depart from herj Ihe anfwered that I 
knew her mind before concerning that point, yet that (he fhou'd 
be lorry I went beyond Sea, never the Icfs, if I wou'd needs 
go, Ihe could not help it. This, whether a licence taken or 
given, ferved my turn to prepare without delay, for a Journey 
beyond Sea, that fo I might fausfy that CurioHty I long (ince 
had to fee fordgn Countrys : fb that I might leave my wife lb 
little dilcontented as I cou'd, I left her not only pofterity to 
renew the £«nily of the Herberts of St. GiUian's, according to 
her fiuher's defire to inherit tus Lands, but the Rents of aH 
the Lands Ihe brought with her, referring mine own partly to 
pay my brodiers and fillers Portions, and defraying my charges 
abroad. Upon which terms, though I was forry to leave my 
wife, as having lived moft honellly with her all this time, I 
thought it no fuch unjuft ambition to attain the knowledge of 
foreign Countries, cfpecially lince I had in great part ah-eady at- 
tained the Lai^uages, and that I intended not to fpend any long 
time (Hit of my Country. 

I fl Before 
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Before I departed yet I left her with child of a fon, chriftncd' 
afterwards by the name of Edward ; and now coming to Court, 
I obtained a Licence to go beyond Sea, taking with me for my 
Companion Mr. AureHan Townfcnd, a gentleman that fpoke the 
Languages of French, Italian and Spaniflx in great perfection, 
and a man to wait in my chamber who fpoke French, two 
Lackeys, and three Horfes. Coming tiius to Dover, and paffing 
the Seas thence K) Calais, I joumied without any memorable 
adventure, 'till I came to Fauxbourgx St. Germans in Paris, 
where Sir Geor^ Carew then Ambaflador for the King lived ; 
I was kindly received by him, and often invired to his table. 
Next to his houfe dwelt the Duke of Vantadour, who had mar- 
ried a daughter of Monlieur de Montmorency, grand Coneftable 
de France; many vifits being exchanged between that Dutchefs 
and the Lady of our Ambaflador, it pleafed the Dutchefs to in- 
vite me to her father's houfe, at the Caftle of Mcrlou, being about 
14 miles fi^m Paris : and here I found much welcome from that 
brave old • General, who being inform'd of my name, faid he 
knew well of what family I was, telling the Bi& nodce he had 
of the Herberts was at the Siege of St. Quintence, where my 

grand- 

* Henry tie Montmorency, fccond Ion of the greatCooflabIc Anne da 
Montmorency who was kilted at the battle of St Denis 1567, and bro- 
ther of Duke Francis, another renowned Warrior and Statefinan. Henry 
was no lefs diftinguilbed in both capacities, and guned great glory at the 
battles of Dreux and Sl Denis. He was made Conit^le by Henry 4^1, 
tho' he cou'd neither read nor write, and died in the habit of St. Francis- 
1614. He was father of the gallattt but unfortunate Duke Henry, the 
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grandfather with a command of Foot under William Earl of 
Pcmbrook was. Pafllng two or three days here, it happened 
one evening that a daughter of the Dutchcfs of about lo or 
1 1 years of age, going one evening from the Caftle to walk in 
the Meadows, my felf with divers French Gentlemen attended 
her and fome Gentlewomen that were with her; this young Lady 
wearing a knot of Ribband on her head, a French Chevalier 
took it fuddainly and fa{tned it to his hatband; the young lady 
offended herewith demands her Ribband, but he refufing to re- 
ftore it, the young Lady addrefling hcrfclf to me, faid Monfieur, 
I pray get my Ribband from that gentleman : hereupon going 
towards him, I courteoufly, with my hat in my hand, defired 
him to do me the honour that I may deliver the Lady her 
Ribband or Bouquet again ; but he roughly anfwering me, Do 
you think I will give it you, when I have refufed it to her ? 
I replyed, nay then Sir I will make you reftore it by force, 
whereupon alfo putting on my hat and reaching at his, he to 
fave himlelf ran away, and after a long courfe in the Meadow 
finding that I had almoll overtook him, he turned fhort, and 
running to the young Lady was about to put the Ribband on 
her hand, when I feizing upon his arm, faid to the young Lady, 
it was I that gave it. Pardon me, quoth fhe, it is he that ^res 
it me : I faid then. Madam, I will not contradict you, but if 
he dare fay that I did not conftrun him to give i^ I will fight 

laft of that illuftrious and ancient line, who took (br thdr Motto, Dieu 
ayde au premier Chretien ! The Duchels of Vcntadour, mentioned 
above, was Margaret, fecond daughter of the Conftable, and wife of 
Anne de Levi Duke ol Ventadour. 

with. 
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■with him. The French gentleman anfwered nothing thereunto 
for the prefent, and fo conducted the young Lady again to the 
Caftle. The next day I defired Mr. Aurclian Townfend to tell 
the French Cavalier that cither he muft CMifefs that I conftrained 
him to reftore the Ribband, or 6ght with me ; but the gentleman 
feeing him unwilling to accept of this Challenge, went out from 
the place, whereupon I following him, fome of the gendemen 
that belonged to the Conftabie taking notice hereof acquainted 
him therewidi, who fending for the French Cavalier, checked 
liim well for his Saucinds, in taking the Ribband away from his 
grandchild, and afterwards bid him depart his houfe ; and this 
was all that I ever heard of ^ gentleman, with whom I 
proceeded in that manner becaule I thought my felf obliged there- 
unto by the oath * taken when I was made Knight of the Bath, as 
I formerly related upon this occafion. 

I muft remember alfo that three other times I engaged my felf 
to challenge men to fight with me, who I conceived had injured 
l^ics and Gentlewomen, one was in defence of my cozen Sir 
Francis Newport's dau^ter, who was married to John Barker of

fcnt him a challenge, which to thb day he never anfwered, and 
wou'd have beaten him afterwards, but that I was hJndred by 
my uncle Sir Francis Newport. 

I had another occaflon to challenge one Captatn Vanghan, who 
I conceiv'd offered ibme Injury to my fitter the Lady Jones of 
Abarmarlas: Lfent him a Challenge which he accepted, the 
place between m being appointed beyond Greenwich, with fc- 
conds on both fides j hereupon I coming to the King's Head in 
Greenwich, with intention the next morning to be in the place, 
I found the houfe bcfet with at leaft an hundred perfons, pardy 
fent by the Lords of the Privy Counfell, who gave order to 
apprehend me, I hearing thereof dcfircd my fervant to bring my 
horfes as fer as he cou'd from my lodging, but yet within fight 
of me; which being done, and aU this company coming to lay 
hold on me, I and my fecond, who was my cozen James Price 
of Hanachly, fallyed out of the doors, with our fwords drawn, 
and in fpight of that multitude made our way to our horfes, 
where my fervant vwj honefHy oppofing himfdf againft ihofc 
who iTOu'd have laid hands upon us, while we got up on horle- 
back, was himfelf laid hold on- by them, and evil treated, which 
I perceiving rid back again, and with my fword in my hand 
rdcued him, and afterwards feeing him get on horfcback, chatted' 
them to go any where rather than to follow me j riding afterwards

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with my fccond to the place appointed, I found nobody there, 
which as I heard afterwards, happened becaufe the Lords of the 
Counfell taking notice of this difference apprehended him, and 
charged him in his M^efty's name not to fight with me, fince 
otherwife I believed he wou'd not have failed. 

The third that I queftioned in tWs kind was a Scotch gende- 
man, who taking a Ribband in the like manner from Mrs. Mid- 
dlemore a Maid of Honor, as was done from the young Lady 
abovemendoned, in a back room behind Queen Ann's lod^ngs 
in Greenwich i the likewife defired me to get her the faid Ribband, 
I repaired as formerly to him in a courteous manner to demand 
it, but he refijfing as the French Cavalier did, I caught him by 
the Neck, and had almoft thrown him down, when company 
came in and parted us ; I offer'd likewife to fight with this gen- 
tleman, and came to the place appointed by Hide-Park, but this 
alfo was interrupted by order of the Lords of the Counfell, and 
I never heard more of him. 

Thefe paflages th6 different in time I have related here to- 
gether, both for the funilitude of Aigumcnr, and that it may 
appear how ftriftly I held my felf to my Oadi of Knighthood ; 
fince for the reft I can truly fay, that th6 I have lived in the 
Armies and Courts of the greateft Princes in Chriftendom, yec I 
never had a quarrel with man for mine own fake, fo that alriid 
in mine own nature I was ever cholerick and hafty, yet I never 
without occafion gjven quarrelled with any body, and as little 
did any body attempt to give me offence, as having as clear a 

Reputadon 
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Reputation for tny Courage as-whofoevw of my time. For my. 
fricisls often I have hawrded my felf, but never ^ dhrw my fword 
for my own fake fingty, as hateing ever the doipg of Injuiy, con- 
tenting my fetf only to refent them when they were offer'd me. 
After tlus d^reffion I fluU return to my Hiftory. 

That brave Conftable in France teftifying nor more- than for- 
merly hi^ regard of me, at his departure from Merlou to his 
hir houfe at Chantilly, five or fix miles diftant> iaid he left 
that Caftle to be commanded by me, as alfo his Forefts and 
Chafes which were well ftorcd with wild Boar and Stag, and that 
I might hunt them when I pleafed : He told me alfo that if I 
wou'd learn to ride the great Horfc, he had a Stable there of 
fome fifty, the bcft and choiceft as was thought in France, and 
that his Efcuyer called Monfieur de Difancour nor inferior to 
Pluvencl or Labrovfe fhou'd teach me. I did with great thank- 
Aillnefs accept his oficr, as being very much addifted to the 
exercife of riding great Horfes -, and as for hunting in his Fo- 
refts I told him I Ihould ufe it fparingly, as being defirqus to 
preferve his Game j he commanded alfo his Efouyer to keep a 
Table for me, and his Pages to attend me, the chief of whom 
was Monfieur de Mennon, who proving to be one of the beft 
Horfemen in France, keeps now an Academy in Paris } and here 
I Ihall recount a little paflage betwixt him and his mafter, that 
the inclination of the French at that time may appear, theic 
being fcarce any man thought worth the looking on, that had 
not killed fome other in duellj

Menhon defiling, to marry a ncecc of Monfieur Difancoitrj 
^i-lio it was Aought fhou'd be ha heir, was dius anfwcred by 
him; Friend, it is not time yet to marry, I will tell you, what 
you muft do j if you will be a brave man, you muft firft kill 
in fingle combat, two or three men, then afterwards marry and 
ingender two or three children, or the World will neither have 
got nor loft by ymi'j of which ftrange counfell Difaacour was no 
otherwife die Author than as he had been an example at le^ of 
the former part, it being his fortune to have fought three or four 
brave duells in his time. 

And now as every morning I mounted the great Horfe, fo 
in the afternoont I many times went a Hunting, the manner cf 
which was this : The Duke of Montmorency having given order 
to the Tenants of tlie Town of Merlou, and fdme Villages ad- 
joyning, to attend me when I went a Hundng, they upon my 
Summons ufually repwred to thofe Woods where I intended to 
find my Game, widi Drums and Mufquets, to the number of 60 
cr 80, and fometimes 100 or more perfons, they cntring the 
Wood on that fide with that noyfe, difcharging their pieces and 
beating their fatd Drams, we on die other fide of the faid Wood 
having placed Maftifft and Grey-Hounds to the number of 20 
or 30, which Monfieur de Montmoraicy kept near his Caftle, 
fixpefted thofe beafts they fliou'd force out of the Wood -, if Stags 
or Wild Boars c^e forth We commonly fpared them purfuing 
only the Wolves, which were thwe in great number, of which 
are found two forts j die MaitifF Wolf thick ^d (hort, th6 he 
cou'd not indeed run faft, yet wou'd fight with our Dogsj the 

Grey- 
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Grcp-Houod Wolf long and fwift, who many rimes efcapcd our 
bcft Dc^, 'tho when he were overtaken eafily killed by us, 
widiout making much refiftajicc; of both thefe forts I killed 
divers with my fword, wliile I flayed there. 

One time »lfo it was my jfortunc to kill a Wild Boar in this 
manner; the Boar being rouzed from his den fled before our 
Dogs for a good fpace, but finding them prefs him hard turned 
his head againft our D<^, and hurt three ot four of them very 
dongeroully, I came on Horfcback up to him, and with my 
fword thrufl: him twice or thrice without entring his fkin, thp 
jblade being not fo ftifF as it Hiou'd be ; the Boar hereupon turned 
upon mC} and much eodanger'd my Horfe, which I perceiving 
rid a Mttle out of the way> and leaving my Horfe with my 
Locky, return'd with my fword againft the Boar, who by this 
time had hurt more Dogs, and here happened a pretty kind 
o( F^t, for when I thruft at the Boar fometimes with my 
fword} whic;h in fome places I made enter, the Boar wou'd run 
at' mcj whofe TuHts yet by ftepping a bttle out of the way I 
avoided, but he then turning upon me, the Dogs came in, and 
drew htm off, fo that he fell upon them, which i perceiving 
ran at the Boar with my fword again, which made him turn 
upon me, but then the Dogs pulled him from me again, while 
fo rcKeving one another by turns, we killed tlie Boar. At this 
Chace Monfi?ur Difancour. and Mennon were prefent, as alfo 
Mr. Townfend, yet fo as they did endeavour rather to wididraw 
me from than aflift me in the danger. Of which Boar fomc 
pait beinj; well ^afoned and larded, I preCented to my un- 
Ka kic 
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k!e Sir Francis Newport in Shroplhirc, and found moft ex- 
cellent meat. 

Thus having pafled a whole Summer, pardy in theft exercifesj 
and partly in vifits of the Duke of Montmorency at his fair houfe 
in Chahtilly, which for its extracndinary faimcTs and fituadon I 
ftiall here defcribe ; 

A Utdc River dcfcending from feme higher grounds in a 
Country which was almoftall his own, and falling at taft upwi 
a Rock in the middle of a Valley, which to keep its way for- 
wards, it miift on one or other fide thereof have declined. 
Some of the Anceftors of the Montmorencys to eafe the River 
of this labour, made divers Channels through this Rock to give 
it a free paffagc, dividing the Rock by that means into little 
Iflands, upon which he built a great ftrong Caftle, joyncd to- 
gether with Bridges, and fumptuoully furnifhcd with Halvings 
of Silk and Gold, rare Piftures and Statues; all which BuiH- 
ings united as I formerly told, were incompafled about with 
-"Warer, which was paved with Stone (thofe which were ufed in 
the building of the Houfe were drawn from thence). One 
might fee the huge Carps, Pike and Troots, which were kept 
in feveral divifions, gliding along the Waters very eafily, yet 
nothing in my opinion added fo much to the glory of this 
'Caftle as a Foreft adjoyning clofe to it, and upon a level wuh 
the Houfe; for being of a very large extent, and ftt thick both 
with tall Trees and Underwooils, the whole Foreft which- was 
rcpleniflicd with Wild Boar, Stag, and Roe-Deer, was cut ouf 

t into 
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into loi^ Walks every way, fo that altho the Dogs might fol- 
low their Chacc through the Thickets, the Huntfmen might rid& 
along the faid Walks^ and meet or overtake their Game in fome 
one of them, they being cut with that Art, that they led to all 
die parts in the faid Foreft ; and here alfo I have hunted the. 
Wild Boar divers timesi both then and afterwards, when hi& 
fon the Duke of Montmorency fu:ceeded him in the poflelCon 
of that incomparable place. 

And there I cannot but remember the direftion the Old Con- 
flable gave me- to return to his CalUe out of this admirable 
Labirinth, telling me I fliou'd look upon what fide the Trees 
were rougheft and hardeft* which being found I might be confi- 
dent that part ftood Northward, which, being obfervcd I might 
eallly find the Eaft, as being, on the right hand, and fo guide 
my way home. 

How much this Houfe, together with the Foreft hath been 
valued by great Princes, may appear by two Utde Narratives I 
Ihall here infert : Charles the fifth the great Emperor, pafllng in 
the lime of Franfoy the firft, from Spain into the Low Counireys 
by die way of France, was entertained for fome time in this 
Houfe, by a Duke of Montmorency who was like*ife Coneftable 
de France, after he had taken this Palace into his confideration 
with the Forefts adjoyning, Ciid he wou'd willingly give one of 
his Provinces in the I^ow Countreys for fuch a place, there being 
as he thought no where fuch a fituation. 

Henry 
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Henry the fourth alfb was dellrous of this Hoole, and offbr'd 
to exchange any of his Houfes, widi much took Lands than his 
Eftate thereabouts was worth j to which the Duke of Montiw>- 
rency made this wary anfwcr; Sieur> la maiibn eft a voie, mais 
que je fois le concierge: which in Ei^Hi Ibunds chusj Sir, the 
Houfe is yours> but ^ve me leave to keep it for you. 

When I had been at Merlou about ibme eight months, and 
atcun'd as was thought the knowledge of Horfemanlhip, I came 
Co the Duke of Montmorency ac * St. Ifee, and after due thanks 
for his favours, took my leave of him to go to Parisj where-, 
upon the good old Prince embracing me, and calling me fon, 
bid me farewell, afTuring me neverthelefs be (hou'd be ^ad of 
any occaTion hereafter to teftifie his Love and Efbecm for me f 
telling me fiirther, he (hou'd come to Paris himfclf fbordy, where 
he hoped to fee me; from hence I returned to Merlou, where 
I gave Monfieur Difancour fuch a. prefcnt as abundantly requited 
the charges of my Diet, and the pains of his Teaching. Being 
now ready to fet forth, a gendeman frcnn the Duke of Mont- 
morency came to nK:> and told me his maftcr wou'd not let me 
go without givii^ me a pcdent, which I might keep as an 
eomcft of his affe^on; whereupon alfo a Genet, for which the 
Duke had fcK exprefsly into Spain, and which coft him there 
500 Crowns, as I was told, was brought to me. The grcatnefs 
of this gjft, tt^ether with other Courtdies recciv'd, did not a 
little trouble me, as not knowing then how to require them.

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1 wou'd have gi«n my Horfes I liad there, which were of great 
value to him, but that I thought them too mean a prefent, but 
the Duke alfo fufpefting that I meant to do fo prevented me ; 
feying, that as I loved him, I Ihou'd think upon no requital, 
■while I toy'd in France, but when I came into England, if I fent 
him a Mare that ambled naturally, I ftiou'd much gratific him j 
I told the Meflenger I fhou'd ftrive both that way and every way 
elfe to declare my diankfullnefs, and fo difmift the Meflenger widi 
a good Reward. 

Coming now to Paris, Afoi^h the recommendation of the Lord 
Ambafladot, I was rcceiv'd to the Hoafe of diat incomparable 
Schollar Jfaac Cawlabon, by whofc lcam*d Converfation I much 
benefitted my felf, bcfides I did apply my felf much to know 
the uft of my Arms, and to ride the great Horie, playing on 
the I^ute, and Singing according to the Rules of the French 
Mailers. 

Sometimes alfo I went to the Court of the French King, 
Henry the fourth, who upon information of me in the Garden, 
at the Tuileries, receiv'd me with all courtefie, embracing me in 
his arms, and holding me fome while there. I went fometimes 
alfo to the Court of Qiicen Margaret at the Hoftel, ca^d by her 
name ; and here I faw-many Balls or Maflcs, tn all which it plcafed 
thatQuttn puWickly to place nw next to her Chair, not without 
the wonder of fome, and the envy of another who was wont to have 
that ^vour. I fhall recount one accident which happened while I 
was there.

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All things being ready for the Ball, and every one being 
in their place, and I my felf next to the Ciuecn, expeding 
■when the Dancers wou'd coaie in, one knockt at the door tomc- 
what louder than became, as I tliought, a very civil perfoni 
when he came in, I remember there was a fudden whifper 
among the I^adies, faying, C'eft Monfieur Balagny, or 'tia Mon- 
Heur Balagny i whereupon alfo I faw the Ladies and Gende- 
women one after another invite him to fit near them, and which 
is more, when one Lady had his company a while, another would 
lay, you have injoycd him long enough, I muft have him now ; 
at which bold Civility of theirs, cho I were aflioniOied, yet it 
added unto my wonder, that his perfon cou'd not be thought 
at moft but ordinary handfome ; his H^r, which was cut very 
fliort, half grey, his Doublet but of Sackcloth cut to his Shirt, 
and his Breeches only of plain grey Cloth; informing my felf 
by fomc ftanders by who he was, I was told that he was one 
of the gallentcft men in the World, as having killed eight or 
nine men in fingle fight, and that for this reafon die Ladies 
made fo much of him, it being the manner of all French women 
to cherifh gallant men, as thinking they cou'd not make lb 
much of any elfe with the fafcty of their honor. This Cavalier 
'th6 his Head was half grey, he had not yet attained the age of 
thirty years, whom I have thought fit to remember more parti- 
cularly ftre, becaufe of fome paJTages that happened afterwards 
betwixt him and me, at the Siege of Juliers, as I Ihall tell in it's 
place. 

Having 
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Having paft thus all the Winter, unHIl about the latter end 
of January, without any fuch memorable accident as I (hall think 
fit to fet down particularly, I took my leave of the French 
King, Queen Margaret, and the Nobles and Ladies in both 
Courts ; at which time the Princcfs of Conti defired me to carry 
a Scarf into England, and prefcnt it to Queen Ann on her 
part, which being accepted, my felf and Sir Thomas Lucy (whofe 
fecond I had been twice in France,, againft two Cavaliers of 
our Nation, who yet were hindered to fight with us in the field, 
where we attended them) we came on our way as 6r as Dicp 
in Normandy, and there took Ship about the b^inning of Fe- 
bruary, when fo fijrious a Storm arofe, that with very great 
danger we were at Sea all night j the mafter of our Slup loft 
both the ufe of hb Compafe and his Reafonj for not knowing 
whither he was carried by the Tempeft, all the help he had 
was by the Lightings, wluch together with Thunder very fre- 
quently that n^t terrified him, yet gave the advantage fome- 
times to difcover whether we were upon our Coaft, to which 
he Aought by the courfe of hisGlafles we were near approached; 
and now towards day we found our ielves, by great Providence 
of God, within view of Dover, to which the mafter of our Ship 
did make. The men of Dover riling by times in the morning 
a» fi» whether any Ship were coming towards them, were io 
great numbers upon the Shoar, as believing the Tempeft, .which 
had thrown down Bams and Trees near the Town, mig^t ffvc 
them the benefit of fome Wreck, if perchance any Ship were 
drinn thitherwards ; we coming thus in eztream danger ftrajghc 
upon the Peer of Doverj which ftand$ out in the Sea, our Ship 
L was 
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was unfortunately iplit agairtift it -, the rriafter til^, Mes Aiiiies 
hoiis Ibmmes perdusj or my friends we are caft awayj wheii 
myfelf who heard the Ship crack againft the Peer, and thea 
found by the mafter's words it was time for every one to faTe> 
themfelves, if they cou'd, got out of my Cabin ('tho very Se»- 
fick) and clhning up the Maft a little way, drew my fword 
and flourilhid iti they at Dover havmg this fign given themy 
adventured in a Shallop of fix Oars to relieve us, which being 
tome with great danger i;o the fide of our Ship, I got into it 
firK with iny fwdrd in triy hand, and called kr Sir Thomaii 
Lucy^ fayii^ that if any man ofl^r*d to get hi before him, I 
Ihou'd rcfift him with my fwonl, whereupon a faithful! fcrvant 
of his taking Sir Thomas Lucy out of the Cabin, who Was 
half dead of Sea-fickflefi, put Hiix into my Arms, whcxn aftcf 
i had recelv'd, t bid the Sh^p make away for Shoar, and thb 
rather that I fa* another Shalop coming to relieve uS ; when a 
Poft from France, who carried Lerttrs, finding die Ship ftiH 
rent more and more, idVerttuWd to leap from the toj) of oiff 
Ship Into the Shalop, where IMling tbrtoHat'ely tn fottie xX the 
Wronger Tymber of the iSoai, aftd Hot of the ^anks, wWth he 
mutt n^ecis haVe bi'o'ken, ahd fo futik. us, had he ftlleh upoft 
tiieftl, cfcSped together Whh us tW6, lAitb the Land; I inuft cott- 
Tfefs myfelf, as iaifo the Seimien diat weire ia thfe ShaloJ), AtfugHt 
once td have kifled hiiA for diis de^Jerate altttmpt, btrt fifldij^ 
no ^arm followed.

&nHlh'd ; po Hofk yet w.4s lib dear to ^ne #s the Q^ipct, I btpu^t 
from France, whofe Love I had fo gp^ten that he W9u'd fuffer 
none elie to ride him, nor indeed any man to come near him, 
when I. was upon -him, as tK;u^ in h^ natvuce a onoft furious 
Hoc&i his tt^ePiiAuFe niay be feen ,in the Chj^ipcl Channber 
in my Houfe, whe^e I api painted riding bimj and this Motp 
by me.

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This Horie as foon as ever I came to the Stable wou'd ncig^ 
and when I drew nearer him wou'd lick my hand> and (when I 
fuffer'd him) my Cheek, but yet wou'd permit nobody to come 
near his Heels at the iame time. Sir Thomas Lucy wou'd have 
gjven me 200 1, for this Horfe, which 'th6 I wou'd not accept, 
yet I left the Horfe with him when I went to the Low-Countrys, 
who not long after died. The occafion of my going thither was 
thus, hearing that a war about the Title of Cleave,' Juliets and 
fomc other Provinces betwixt the Low-Countrys and Germany 
Ihou'd be made, by the feveral pretenders to it, and that the 
French King himfelf wou'd come with a great Army into thofc 
Parts: It was now the Year of our Lord 1610 when my * Lord 
Shandois and myfelf refolved to take Shipping for the Low- 
Countrys, and from thence to pafs to the City of Juliets, which 
the Prince of Orange refolved to beGege ; making all haft rfuther 
we found die Siege newly b^un; the Low Country Army aflifted 
■by 4000 Englilh under the command of Sir Edward Cecih We 
had not been long there, when the MarJhall de Chartres inftead 
of Henry the 4th, who was killed by that Villain Ravalliae, 
came with a brave French Army thither, in which Monficur 
Balagny, I formerly mention'd, was a Colonel. 

My Lord Shandois lodged himfelf in the Qu^uters where Sir 
Horace Vere was, I went and quarter'd with Sir Edward Gecill, 
where I was lodged next to him in a Hutt I made there, go-

ing 
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ing yet borfi by day and night to the Trenches, we making our 
approaches to the Town on one fide and the French on' the 
other. Our Lines were drawn towards the point of a Bulwark 
of the Cittadel or Caftle, diought to be one of the beft Forti- 
ficadons in Chriftiandom, and incompalTed about with a deep 
wet ditch, we loft many men in making thefe approaches, thx 
Town and Caftle being very well provided both with great and 
fmall Shot, and a Garrifon in it of about 4000 men befides the 
Burghers; Sir Edward Cedll (who was a very adive General) 
ufcd often during this Siege, to go in perfon in the night time, 
to try whether 'he cou'd catch any Sentinells perdues j and (<x 
this purpofe ftitl defir'd me to accompany him, in performing 
whereof both of us did much hazard our felves, for the firft 
Sentinetl redring to the fecond, and the fecond to the third, 
three Shots were commonly made at us, before we cou'd do 
any thing, 'tho afterwards chafing them with our Swords almolt 
home unto their Guards, we had fome fport in the purfuit of 
them. 

One day Sir Edward Cecill and myfelf coming to the ap- 
proaches that Monfieur de Balagny had made towards a BuU- 
wark or Baftion of that City, Monfieur de Balagny in the prc- 
fence of Sir Edward Cecill and divcrfe Englifh and French cap- 
tains then prefent, faid " Monfieur, On dit, que vous etes un 
des plus braves de votre Nadon, et Je fuis Balagny, allons voir 
qui faira le mieuxj They fay, you are" one of the braveft of 
your Nadon, aiid I am Balagny, let us fee who will do beft ;" 
whereupon leaping fuddainly out of the Trenches with his Sword

drawn* Z did in die like manner as fuddainly follow .hhn, JjotK 
of us in the mean while ftriving who fhou'd be fbrcraoft, which 
being pcrceiv'd 1^ thoie of the Bullwuk and Conine oppofite 
CO usi three or four hundred Shoe at leaft, great and fmall, wn^e 
made ^ainft as. Our runnii^ oaibrwertk in emulation of each 
edier was die caufc dut all the Shots fell betwiu us and the 
Trench from which wc lallied. When Monfleur Balagny, &ndii)g 
fuch a ftorm of Bullets, faid, " par Dieu il faitbien chaud, it is 
very hot here " I anfwer'd brietty thus, " Vous en iresprimier, 
autremene Je n'iray jamais ; You Hiall go firft or elie.I will never 
go ;" hereupon he ran with all fpeed^ and fomewhat crouching 
towards the Troiches, I fcdlowed after leafurely «nd upright, and 
yet came within the Trenches before they on the Bullwark or 
■ Cortine cou'd durge 4euQ» which pal&ge alccrwards being re. 
lated to the Prince of Orange, be faid it was a ftrange Bravado of 
^alagny, and that wc went' to an unavoydable death. 

I cou'd relate diverfe things of note concerning myfel^ during 
this Siege, but do forbear, leaft I fhou'd relifli too much of Va- 
nity; ic Ihall Suffice that my palTing over the Ditch unto the 
Wall, firft of all the Nations there, is fet down by William 
Crofcs Mafter of Arts, and Soldier, who hath written and printed 
the Hiftory of the Low-Countrys. 

There happened during this Siege a particular Quarrel betwixt 
me and the • Lord of Walden, eldeft fon to the Earl of Suf-

Suffiiik, whom he fuccceded in the title, aiid was Knjght -of the Garter, 
ConiUble of Dover-Caftle, and Captain of the Band of PenTioners. 

folk. 
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icXkt Loid TraLfurer t£ England at that aine> which I do but 
unwilUngljr relate, in regard of the great efteem I have of that 
noble femily, howbeit to avoid Mifreports I have thought fit to 
iet it down truly -, that Lord having been invited to a Fcaft in 
Sir Horace Vere's Quarters, where (after the Low-Country man- 
ner) there was liberal drinking, returned not long after to Sir 
Edward Cecil's Quarters^ at which time, I fpeaking merrily to 
him, upon fome H^ht occaGon, he took that offence at me> 
which he would not have done at another dme, infcnnuch that 
he came towards mc in a violeoc manner, which I perceiving 
did more than half way meet him ; but the Company were lb 
volant upon us that beft>re any blow paft we were fcparated ; 
howbeit becaufe he made towards me» I thou^t Bt the next 
day to fend htm a Challet^, celling him that if he had any 
thii% to &y ro me, I wou'd meet him in fuch a place 9s no 
man Oiou'd interropt us. Shortly after this Sir Thomas Paytan 
came to me on his pait, and told me my Lord wou'd fig^t 
widi ixK on Hoifeback wkh fingle fword, and laid he, i wUl 
be his feoond : wheic is yours ? I leplied that neither his Lord- 
Ihip nor my&lf broogbt over any great Horfes widi us ; that 
- 1 knew he nv^ much becDor ixxrow <ne than mjisM: howfaeic 
as taon m he fhewed ine nhe place, lie Jhou'd Bnd me there 
enHorfeback or on Fvot^ hereupon both of us riding together 
vpon mo Gel^igs to the fide of a Wood, Fayttui faid he 
chofe 'that jdaoe, and the tine break «f dzf the next jnomiBgi 
{ «o9d htm 1 tRouid &.il -nsither place bot time, 'th6 I kaew 
not -where » get a better -Horle -than the Mag I tid on ; and 
as for a (econd I ihall xmft.te your Noblenefs, who I know 
6 wiU 
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■will fee fair play betwixt us, 'th6 you come on his fide : But he 
urging me again to provide a fecond, I told him I cou'd promile 
for none but myfelf, and thai if I fpoke to any of my friends in 
the Army to this purpofe, I doubted leaft the bufmefs might be 
difcover'd and prevented. 

He was no fooner gone from me, but nig^t drew on, myfelf 
refolving in the mean time to. reft under a fair oak all ni^t; 
after this, tying my Horfe by the bridle unto another tree, I 
had not now relied two hours, when I found fome fires nearer 
to me than I thought was poflible in fo folitary a place, where- 
upon alfu having the curiofity to fee the reafon hereof, I got on 
Horfcback again, and had not rode very &r when by the talk 
of the Soldiers there, I found I was in the Scotch QuarCet, 
where finding in a flable a very fair Horfe of fcrvice, I dcfired 
to know whether he might be bought for any reafonable fum of 
Money, but a Soldier replying it was their Captain's, Sir James 
Arefkin's chief Horfe, I demanded for Sir James, but the Sol- 
dier anfwering he was not within the Quarter, 1 demanded then 
for his Lieutenant, whereupon the Soldier courteoufly defired 
him to come to me ; this Lieutenant was called Montgomery, 
and had the reputation of a gallant man; I told him that I 
wou'd very f^ buy a Horfe, and if it were poflU>le the Horfe 
I faw but a litde before i but he telling me none was to be fold 
there, I offer'd to leave in his hands loo pieces, if he wou'd lend 
me a good Horfe for a day or two, he to reftore me the Money 
again when I deliver'd him the Horfe in good plight and did be- 
fidea bring him fome prcfent as a gratuity. 

The 
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The Lieutenant, *th6 he did not know me, fufpcfted I had 
feme private Qu^tre], and that I deflred this Horfe to fight on, 
and hereupon told me. Sir, whofoever you are, you feem to be 
a perfon of worth, and you fhall have the bell Horfe in the liable 1 
and if you have a Quarrel and want a fecond, I offer myfelf to 
ferve you upon another Horfe, and if you will let me go along 
with you upon thefe terms, I will aflc no pawn of you for the 
Horfe. I told him I wou'd ufe no fecond, and I defircd him to 
accept 100 pieces, which I had there about me, in pawn for the 
Horfe, and he Ihou'd hear from me Ihortly again } and that thd 
I did not take his noble offer of coming along with me, I fhou'd 
evermore reft much obliged to him ; whereupon giving him my 
purfe with the money in it, I got upon his Horfe and left my 
Nag befides widi him. 

Riding thus away about twelve o'Clock at night to the Wood 
from whence I- came, I alighted from my Horfe and retted 
there 'till morning t the day now breaking I got on Horfeback, 
and attended the Lord of Walden with his fecond. The firft 
perfon that appeared was a Footman, who I heard afterwards 
was fcnt by the Lady of Walden, who as foon as he few me, 
ran back again with all fpeed ; I meant once to purfue him, but 
that I thought it better at laft to keep my place. About 
two hours after Sir William St. Leiger, now Lord Prefident of 
Munfter, came to me, and told me he knew the caufc of my 
being there, and that die bufiaefs was difcover'd by the Lord 
Walden's rifing £> early that rnoraing, and the fu^idon that he 
meant to fight mth me, and had Sir Thomas Payton with hin^ 
M and 
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and that he woU'd ride to him, -^nd thftt theie were 30 or 40 &nt 
after us, to fuoder us'.fnHn meeti^; ^Ihortly after many more 
came to the place where I was, and told me I muft not fight,, 
and that they were lent for the fame purpofe, and that it was. 
BO no purpofe to ftay there, and thence rode to fcek the Lord. 
of Waldenj I flayed yet. two hours longer, but finding {till more 
company came in, rode back again to the Scotch Quarters, and 
deliver'd theHorfe back again, and receiv'd my Money and Nag 
from Lietitcitant Montgomery, and fo withdrew myfelf to the 
French Quarters, 'till 1 did find fome convenittit time to lend 
again to the Lord Waiden. 

Beii^ among the French, I remembered myfelf of the bravado 
of Monfieur Balagny, and coming to him told him* I I^JK* 
how brave a man he was, and that as he had put me to one 
tryall of darii^ when I was laft with him in his Trenches^ I 
wou'd put htm to another i iayii^ I heard he had a &ir Mil> 
tre^ and that the Sc^ he wore was her gift, and that I- wou'd 
maintain I had a. wi>rthier. Miftrefs th«n he> uid that I wou'd 
do as much for her ^e :k3 he, or, any eife durft do for hisj 
Bttla^y hereupon looking merrily upon me, faid, if we fliall 
try w4io is the abler man to ferve his Miftrels, let bodi of us 
get two Wenches, and he that doth h*^ bdfinefs beft, let him 
be the braver man ; and that for his part, he had no mind to 
fight on that Quarrell; I lo<^ing hereupon fomewhat difdainfuUy 
on him, faid he fpoke more like a Pailtard than a Cavalier, ta 
which he arifwering nothing I rid my wayes, and afterwards 
went to Moofieur Tenut, a Preach Gentleman thu belonged co 
5 the 
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the Duke of Montmorency, formerty mention'd ; who telling me 
he had a Quarrel with another Gentleman^ I oilrred to be his 
iecond, but he laying he was provided already, I rode thence to 
the Engliih Quarters, attending Ibme fitt occafion to fend again 
to the Lord Walden; I came no fooner thither, but I found 
" Sir Thomas Sommerfct with u or 12 more in the head of the 
EngliQ], vfho were then drawing forth in a Body or Squadron, 
who feeing me on Horfeback, with a Footman only that attended 
me, gave me fome affronting words, for my Quarrelling with 
the Lord of Walden i wherei^on T aliglued, and giving my 
Horfe to my Lacky, drew my fword, which he no fooner faw 
but he drew his, as alfo all the Company with him, I running 
liereupoa amongfl: than, put by fome of their Thrufts, and 
fliaking towards him in particular put by a Thruft of his, and 
had certainly run him through, but chat one Lieutenant Pri- 
ichard, at that inftane taking n:ie by the Shoulder, turned me 
^ide, but I reoorering myielf again ran at him a lecond time, 
which he perceiving retired hinr\iclf widi the Company to the 
:TeniE which were near, 'tho not fo &3l but I hurt one Proger, 
and Gime others alfo that were with him ; but they being all 
at laft got within the Teats, I finding now nothing etfe ta be 
done, got to my Horie again, having recciv'd only a f^glu huit 

• He was third fan of Edward Earl of Worccfter, Lord Privy Seal to 
Q; Elizabeth and K. James.

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on the outfide of my Ribs, and two Thnifts, the one through 
the Ikirts of my Doublet, and the other dirough my Breeches, 
and about 1 8 nicks upon my fword and hilt, and fo rode to the 
Trenches before Juliers, where our Soldiers were. 

Not long after this the Town bang now furrendercd, and 
every body preparing to go their ways, I fent again a gentle- 
man to the Lord of Walden to offer him the meeting with my 
fword, but this was avoided not very handfomely by him (con- 
trary to what Sir Henry Rich, now Earle of Holland, perfwadcd 
him.) 

After having taken leave of his Excellency Sir Edward Cecill, 
I thought fit to return on my way homewards as far as Duf- 
ieldorp i I had been fcarce two hours in my Lodgings when one 
LieutenuiC Hamilton brought a Letter from Sir James Arelkia 
l^who was then in Town likewife) unto me, the effeft where- 
of was, that in regard his Lieutenant Mon^omery had told 
him that I had the faid James Arefkin's confent for borrowing 
his Horfe, he did defire me to do one of two things, which was 
either to diiavow the faid words, wtuch he thought in his Conr 
fcience I never Ipakc, or if I wou'djuftifie them, then to ap- 
point time and place to fight with him j having confidered a while 
what I was to do In this cafe, I told Lieutenant Hamilton that I 
thought myfelf bound in honour to accept the more noble part 
of his Propofition, which was to fight with him, when yet per- 
chance it might be eafy enough for me n> fay that I had his 
Horfe upon other terms than was afiirmedi whereupon alio ^v- 

ing 
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ing Lieutenant Hamilton the length of my fword, I told him 
that as foon as ever he had matched it, I wou'd fight with him, 
wiftiing him further to make hafte, fince I defired to end the 
bufine^ as fpeedily^ as cou'd be ; Lieutenant Hamilton hereupon 
returning back met in a crofs Street (I know not by what mi- 
raculous adventure) Lieutenant Montgomery, conveying divers 
of the hurt and maimed Soldiers at the Si^e of St. Julies unto 
that Town, to be lodged and dreft by the Chirurgions there j 
Hamilton hereupon calling to Montgomery, told him the cfFefts 
of his Captmn's Letter, together with my Anfwer, which Mont- 
gomery no fooner heard, but he replied (as Hamilton told me 
afterwards) I fee that noble gentleman choofeth rather to fight 
than to contradift me; but my telling a Lie muft not be an- 
occafion why either my Captain or he ftiou'd hazard their Lives r 
I will alight fi-om my Horfe, and tell my Captain prcfently how 
all that matter paH: ; whereupon alfo he relating the bufinefs about 
borrowing the Horfe, in that manner I formerly fet down, which 
as foon as Sir James Arefkin heard, he fent Lieutenant Hamilton 
to me prefendy again, to tell me he was &tisfied how the bufinefs . 
paft, and that he had. nothing to fay to me, but that he was my 
moft humble fervant, . and was forry he ever qucftioned me in that 
manner. 

Some occalions detaining me in Dufleldorp, ,the next day lieu- 
tenant Montgomery came to me, and told me he was in danger of 
loofmg his place, and defired me to make means to his Excellency 
the Prince of Orange that he might not be calhired, or eliie thac- 
he was undone.; I told him diat either I would keep him in his 

place,. 
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place, or take him as my Companion and Friend, and aUow him 
fufficient Means 'till I cou'd provide him another as good as it; 
which he taking very kindly, but defiring chiefly he might go with 
my Letter to the Prince of Orange, I obtained at laft he- fhou'd be 
reftored to his place again. 

And now taking boat I part along the River of Rhine to 
the l.ow-Countrys, where after fome flay, I went to Antwerp 
and Bruffells, and having paft fome time in the Court Acre, 
went from thence to Calais, where taking Slup I arrived at 
Dover and fo went to London; I had fcarcc been two day* 
there, when the Lords of the Counfell fending for me, ended 
the diflerence betwixt the Lord of Walden andmyfclf. And now 
if I may fay it without Vanity, I was in great efteem both in 
Court and City, many of the greateft defiring my Company, *th6 
yet before that tiine I had no acquaintance widi them. • Richard 
Earl of Dorfet, to whom otherwife I was a ftrangcr, one day 
invited me to Dorfet-Houft, where bringing me into his Gallay 
and /hewing me many Piftures, he at laft brou^t me to a frame 
covered with green Taffita, and aflcc me who I thought was 
there, and therewlthall prefendy drawing the Curtain (hewed me 
my own Picture, whereupon demanding how his i<ordihip came 
to have it, he anfwered that he had heard fo many brave things 
of me, that he got a copy trf" a Ptfture which one Larkin a 
Painter drew for me, the original whereof I intended before mjr

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depfUtuFC to the Ij3w-Countrys for Sit- Thomas, Lucy ; bm not 
oqly die Earl of Dorret, but a t greater Perfbn than I will h^rts 
nominate, got another copy from Larking, and placing it after- 
wards in her Cabinet (without that ever I knew any lUch thing 
was done) gave occafion to ihofe that faw it after her death, of 
more dilcourfe than I cou'd have wiflit ; and indeed I may truly 
&y, that taking of my Pifture was fatal to mej for more rcafons 
jthan I Ihall think fit to deliver. 

There was a L^dy slfo, wife tp Sir John Ayres Knight, who 
fading fome means to get a copy of my Fifbure from Larkin, 
gave k to Mr. X Jlaac the Fainter in BUck&iars, and defired him 
to draw it in little after his manner, w^ch being done ihe cauJ£d 
it to be fet in Gold and enamell'd, and fo wore it about her Neck 
io low that (he hid it under her Breafts, which I conceive coming 
siierwards to the koowledge c^ Sir John Ayres, gave him more 
caufe of Jealoufie than needed, had he known how innocent I wa^. 
from pretending to any thing wjuch might wrong him or his Lady, 
fince I cou'd opt lb much as imagikoe that either Ihe had my Picture, 
or .that flie bare jn<M-e than ordinary afTei^ion to me i it is true 
ihat as Ihe had a place in Court and attended Queen Ann, aod 
-was befide of an excellent Wit, and Difcourle, flie had made her- 
£elf a confiderable Perfoni howbeit htde more than common Civi-

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licy erer paft betwixt us> 'tho I confds I think no man was wel* 
coiner to her when I came, for which I Ihall alledge this Paflage : 

Comii^ one day into her Chamber I faw her through the 
Curtains laying upon her Bed with a Wax Candle in one Hand, 
and the Pifture I formerly mention'd in the other. I coming 
thereupon fonicwhat boldly to her, (he blew out the Candle, and 
hid the Pidure from mcj myfelf thereupon being curious to 
know what that was fiie held in her Hand, got the Candle to 
be lighted again, by means whereof I found it was my Pifturc 
the looked upon with more eameftnefs and FalCon than I cou'd 
have eafily bcliev'd, elpecially ftnce myfelf was not engaged in 
any Affection towards her: 1 cou'd willingly have wnitted this 
Pafl&ge, but that it was the banning of a bloody Hiftory 
which followed : Howfoever yet I muft before the Eternal God 
clear her Honor. And now in Court a great Perfon fent for 
me divers times to attend her, which Summons 'th6 I obeyed, 
yet God knoweth I declm'd coming to her as much as conve- 
niently I cou'd, without incurring her difplealiirej and this I did 
not only for very honeft Reafons, but to fpeak ingenioufly, be- 
caufe that AficAion palTed betwixt me and another L&dy (who 
I believe was the faireft of her time) as nothing cou'd divert 
it. I had not been long in London, when a violent burnii^ 
Fever fcizcd upon me, which brou^t me almoft to my Death, 
'tho at laft I did 'by flow d^rees recover my Health} being 
thus upon my amendment, the Lord * IJQe afterwards Earl of

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Lac^r, fcnt me word diat Sir John Ayres intended to kill 
me in my Bed, and wiflit me to keep a Giiard upon my Cham* 
ber and Ferfon ; the laitie advertiTement was confirm'd by t Lucy' 
Countefe of Bedford, and the I^y J Hobby (hortly after. 
Hereupon I thought fit to intrcat Sir William Herbert now Lord 
Powis, to go to Sir John Ayres, and cell him that I marvelltd 
much at the information given mc by thefe great Perfons, and 
that I cou'd not imagine any fufficient ground hereof j howbeit 
if he had any thing to fay to me in a Mr and noble way, I 
wou*d give him the meeting as foon as I had got ftrcngth enough 
to ftand upon my Legsj Sir William hereupon brought mc fo 
ambiguous and doubtfoll an Anfwer from him, that whatfoever 
he meant, he wou'd not declare yet his Intention, which wai 
really, as I found afterwards, to kill mc any way that he cou'd, 
fince as he faid, 'tho felfely, I had whored his Wife. Finding 
no means thus to furprize me, he fent me a Letter to thi» 
eSeA i that he dcfir'd to meet me fomewhere, and that it might 
fo fall out as I might return quietly again. To this I replied, 
that if he defired to fight with me upon equal terms, I fhou'd 
upon alTurance of the field and fair play g^ve him meeting whca 
he did any way fpecifie the caufe, and that I did not think fit to 
come to him upon any, other terms, having been fufficieody in- 
formed of his Plots to aHalUnate me.

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After this, finding he coii'd take no idviotBge ftgnnft ma, 
dien id a treachehnis ^ty he refolt'd to afiafllnAtc mc in thit 
auuuieri hedrii% I vas to come to Whitehall on HoriebBCk 'with 
two Lackies only> he attended mj coftiing back in a place csdled 
Scotland- Yard, at the hither end of Whitehall, as you come to 
it "from the Strand, hiding himftif here with four men aimed 
An purpofe to kill rne. I took Horfe at Whitehall Gate and 
paft^g by dutt pUcdt he being armed with a Sword and Dag- 
ger, without giving me fa much as the leafi wiming, ran st 
me ftiiioufly, but inftcad of me wounded my Horfe in the brif- 
ket, ais &r as his Sword cou'd enter for the bone ; my Horfi 
kereupon ftaning afide, he ran him again in the Ihouldcr, which 
Ad it made the Horf« more rimerous, yet gave me time to- 
itsw my S Word } hk men diereupcxi encompa&d me and wounded 
my Horfe- in three places more j diia made my Horfi: kick 
uid flihg in thtt msLnner as his men durft not come near met, 
irhlch advantage I took to HHke at Sir John Ayrcs with all my 
Ibrce, but he warded the blow both witli his S«ord and Dag- 
ger : inOieid «£ doing hisn harm, I broke nny Sword within a 
foot of the hilt J hefei^ofl fbmc Pafl»iger diat knew me, and 
ebferving ay Hwfc bleeding in lb many places, and fo many 
men .i^ulting me, and my Sword broken, cried to me fevetal 
ernes, ride away, ride away-; but 1 fcorning a bafe flight upon, 
what term foevcr> inftead thereof alighted as well as I cou'd 
from my Horfe ;, I had no fooner put one foot upon the ground, 
but Sir John Ayres purfuing me, made at my Horfe again, 
which the Horfe perceiving prcflcd on me oh the fide I alighted, 
ia that manner that he threw me down, fo that I remained

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flat upon the groundf only oaf Iboe hanging ia the fttrrop, wjtti 
that piccx of a Sword in nsf right hand ; Sir John Ayrcs here- 
upon ran about die Horfe and wat thnitling hU Sword into me, 
ivhen I finding mjrfelf in this danger did with both my arm^ 
reaching at his legs puU them towards me, 'till ^e fell down 
backwards on his head; one of my Footmen hereupon, wh9 
was a little Shropfliirc Boy, freed my focjt out of the ftirrop, 
the odicr \Wuch was a greai: Fellow having run away as &n>n a^ 
he faw the firil affajilt 1 this gave me time to get upon my 
legs, and to put my&lf in the bcft poAtue I could with thw 
poor remnant of a weapon: Sir John Ayre^ by thii time liker 
wile was got up, fianding betwixt me and fome pait of White- 
hall, wiUi two men on each iide of him, and bis toother be- 
hind him, with at leaft p^ or 30 Penfons of his Frionds «r 
Attendants of die Earl of Su&ik : Db&rviog thus a body 9f 
men fianding in i>p9x>fiaon agunft me, 'Ao go ^a|c truly I 
Uw no Swords drawn but by Sir John Ayucs tad his men, I 
ran violently againft Sir John Ayrea, hut he knowing my Sw(tf<I 
bad -no point, held his Sword and Dagger oror bie bead, »¥ :bC' 
lioring I cou'd ftrike radicr ^un tbnift, which i no fooner peC- 
ceiv'd but I put a borne ibmft to tbe aaiddle gf b^t breaiQ^ thfit 
I threw hi;n ^wn wtdi So much ibrce. that bis bead f<A iipft to 
the ground, upA his beds upwards ; his men herei^n 20aulced 
me, when one Mr, Maniel, a Gtareiocganftdrc ^ndeniaa, finding 
fb many ■fat againft mc alone, doled with one of them, a Soocch 
gmdeman alfe ck>fing widi a^iother, took him off ^So; all I 
oou'd well do to thole two which remained^ was to ward their 
thrufts, which I did with that refolutlon that i got ^ound 
N % upcm 
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upon them. Sir John Ayres was now got «p a tWrd time, when 
I making towards Iiim with intention to clofe, thinking that 
there was othcrwife no fafety for me, put by a thruft of his with 
my left hand, and fo coming within him, receiv'd a ftab with his 
Dagger on my right fide, which ran down my ribs as far as my 
hip, which I feeling did with my right elbow force his hand 
t(^cther with the hilt of the Dagger fo near the upper part of 
my right fide, that I made him leave hold. The dagger now 
flicking in me. Sir Henry Gary afterwards Lord of Faulldand. 
and Lord Deputy of Ireland, ftndii^ the Dagger dius in my 
body fnatcht it out ; this while I being dofed with Sir John 
AyreSj hurt him on the head, and threw him down a third 
time, when kneeling on the ground and beflriding him, I (buck 
at him as hard as I couM with my piece of a Sword, and 
wounded him in four fevcral places, and did almoft cut off his 
kft handi his two men this while llruck at me, but it pleafed 
God even miraculoufly to defend me, for when I lifted up my 
Sword to ftrike at Sir John Ayres, I bore of their blows half a 
dozen times j his Friends now finding him in this danger took 
him by the bead and Ihoulders, and drew him from betwixt my 
legs, and carrying him along with them through Whitehall, ac 
the Stairs whereof he took Boat. Sir Herbert Croft (as he told 
me afterwards) met him upon the Water vomiting all the way, 
which I believe was caufed by the violence of the firft thruft I 
gave him ; his Servants, Brother and Friends being now retir'd 
alfo, I remuned mafter of the place and his weapons, having 
firft wrefted his Dagger ftom him, and afterwards ftruck his Sword 
out of his hand. 

This 
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This being done I retired to a Friend's Houfe in the Strand, 
where I fent for a Surgeon who fcarching nny wound on the righc 
fide, and finding it not to be mortal, cured me in the fpace of 
Ibme ten days, during wliich time I receiv'd many noble Vifits 
and Meflages from fome of the bcft in the kingdom. Being 
now fiilly recover'd of my Hurts, I defired * Sir Robert Harley 
to go to Sir John Ayres, and tell him, that 'ch6 1 thought he had 
not fo much Honor left in him, diat I cou'd be any way am-, 
bitious to get it, yet that 1 defired to fee him in the field with his 
Sword in his hand ; the Anfwer that he fent me was, that I had 
whored his Wife, and that he wou'd kill me with a Mu(ket out 
of a window. 

The Lords of the Privy Counfell, who had firft fent for my 
Sword, that they might fee the little fragment of a Weapon 
with which I had fo behaved myfelf, as perchance the like had 
not been heard in any credible way, did afterwards command 
both him and me to appear before them ; but I abfenting my- 
felf on purpole, fent one Humphrey Hiil with a Challenge to him 
in an Ordinary, which he refofing to receive, Humphrey Hill 
put it upon the point of his Sword, and fo let it fall before him, 
and the Company then prefent. 

The Lords of the Privy Counfell had now taken order to ap- 
prehend Sir John Ayres, when I finding nothing elfe to be 
done, fubmittcd myfelf likewife to them. Sir John Ayres had

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now publifticd every where, that the ground of hn Jealbtific, and 
confequendy of his ailaulting me, was dravn from tlie Cop&Olon 
of his Wife the Lady Ayres : She to vindicate her Honor as weU 
as free me from tliis Accufiiion, fcnt a letter to her Aunt thf 
Lady Crook, M> this purpofc : That her Hu(band Sir John Ayres 
did lie fidiely, in laying that I ever whored her, but mofl: £illcly 
of all did He when he find be had it frcnn her ConfefBoDj for Ihe 
had never faid any fuch thing. 

This Letter the Lady Crct^ pre&ntcd go me moft opportuneljr 
as 1 was gasng co the CounfcU TaUe before the L(wds> wha 
having examined Sir John Ayres concerning the .caufc of his 
Quarrel againft me, found him ftill perfift on his Wife's confef- 
fioB of the Fad } and now he being withdrawn, I was fent for, 
mhpn At *Duke of LcaoK» afterwards of Richmond, telling me 
that seas die g;i'ound of his {parrel, and die only excise he 
had ibr aifTauhiiig me in that manner ; I dcfired lus Lordfhip to 
perufc ihc Letter, which I told him was gjven nae as I came into 
the Roono j this Letter bedog pubdickly read by a C4efk of die 
CoinfeJ, the Dtike<of Lenox then Bad, that hethought Sir John 
Ayres the raoft miferable man living, for his Wife had not only 
given him the lie, as he found by her Letter, but his Father had 
difinherited him for attempting to kill me, in that barbarous 
feftiion, which was moft true as I found ^fKrwarde. F«r the reft, 
xhat I mi^t content myfelf wkh what I had done, it being more

almoft 
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aAmoA Aaa cou'd be believed, but that I had (o maay witndEcs 
thereof; for all ivh'ch reafons he commanded me in the name of 
his Majcfty, and all their Lordftiips, not to fend any more to Sir 
John Ayres, nor co receive any Meflage from him, in the way of 
Fighting, which Commandment I obferved : Howbeit I muft not 
omit to tell, that fome years afterwards Sir John Ayres returrang 
fix>m Ireland, 1^ Beaumaris,^ where I then was, fome of my Ser- 
vants and Followers broke open the docH^ of the Houfe where he 
was, and wou'd (I believe) have cuthiminto pieces, but that I hear- 
ing thereof came fuddenly to the Houfe and recalled diem, fending 
him word alfo, that I fcorned to give lum the ufage he gave me,, 
and that I wou'd fet him free out of the Town, which courtefie of 
mine (as I was cold afterwards) he did thankfully acknowledge^ 

About a month ^er that Sir JtJin Ayres attempted to aflaf- 
finate me j the news thereof was carried (I know not how) to the- 
Duke of Montmorency, who prefcndy difpatcht a Gemlemare 
with a Letter to me-^wlMch I keep) and a kind offer, that if I 
Wou'd come unto him, I fliou'd be ufcd as his own fon, neither 
had this Gentieman (as I know of) any other bufintfs in Eng- 
land ; I was told befides by this Gentleman, that the Duke heard. 
1 had greater and more enemies than did puHickly dectire them- 
fclves (which indeed was true) and that he doubted I might have 
a mifchief befwe I was aware.. 

My Anfwer hereunto fey Letter was. That I render'd moft 
feimble thardcs for his great favcH-, in fendii^ to me j that ncr 
Enemies how ^cat or many foevcr cou'd force me out of the 

King- 
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Kbgdome ; but if ever there were occafion to fervc him in p«f- 
ticular, I Ihou'd not fail to coone t for performance whereof, it 
hap'ning there were fome Overtures of a Civil War in France the 
next year, I fent over a French Gentleman who attended me, 
unto the Duke of Montmorency, exprefily to teJl him, that if 
he had occafion to ufe my fervice in the defigned War, I wou'd 
bring over loo Horfe at my own colt and charges to him, wliich 
that good old Duke and Conftable took fo kindly that (as the 
Dutchcfs of • Antcdor his daughter told me afterwards, when 
I was Ambaflddor) there were few days 'till the laft of his Jife 
that he did not (peak of mc with much aflfcition. 

I can fay little more memorable concerning myfelf from the 
year i6i i when I was hurt, until the year of our Lord 1614, 
than that I paft my time fometimes in the Court, where (I pro- 
teft before God) I had more favors than I defired, and fome- 
times in the Country without any memorable accident ; but only 
that it happened one time going from St. Gillian's to Abcrga- 
vcney, in the way to Montgomery Caftle, Richard Griffiths, a 
Servant of mine, being come near a Bridge over Huflc not far 
from the Town, thought fit to water his Horfe, but the River 
being deep and ftrong in that place where he enter'd it, he was 
carried down the Stream ; my Servants that were before me fee- 
ing this, cried aloud Dick Griffiths was drowning, which I no 
fooner heard, but I put Spurs to my Horfe, and coming up to 
the place, where I faw him as high as his middle in Water, 
leapt into the River a litde below him, and fwimming up to

• him 
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him bore him up with one of my hands, and brought him 
unto the middle of the River, where (through God's great pro- 
vidence) was a bank of Sand j coming hither not without fome 
ditEculty, we refted ourfelves, and advifed whetlier it were bet- 
ter to return back unto the fide from whence we came, or to 
go on forwards 1 but Dick Griffiths faying we were fure to 
fwim if we returned back, and that perchance the River might 
be (hallow the other way, I followed his counfell and putting 
my Horfe below him, bore him up in the manner I did formerly, 
and fwimming through the River brought him fafe co the other 
fide. The Horfe I rode upon I remember coft me 40 /. and 
was the fame Horfe which Sir John Ayres hurt under me, and did 
fwimm excellently well, carrying me and his back above Water ; 
whereas that little Nag upon which Richard Griffiths rid, iwam fo 
low, that he muft needs have drowned, if I had not fupported 
him. 

I will tell one Hiftory more of tHs Horfe, which 1 bought 
of my Cozen Fowler of the Grange, becaufe it is memorable i I 
was palTing over a Bridge not fer from Colebrook which had 
no Bairier on the one fide, and a hole in the Bridge not far 
from the middle, my Horfe *th6 lufty yet being very timerous, 
and feeing befides but very litde on the right eye, ftarted fo 
much at the hole, that upon a fuddain he had put half his 
body Icngthwife over the fide of the Bridge, and was ready to 
fell into the River, with his fore-foot and hinder foot on the 
right fide, when I forefceing the danger I was in if I fell down, 
clapt my left fooc together with the flirrop and fpurr flat-long 
O to 
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to the left fide, and fo made him leap upon all four into the 
River, whence after fome three or four plunges "he brought mc 
to land. 

The year 1614 was now ent'ring, when I imderftood that 
the Low-Country and SpaniQi Army would "be in the Firfd that 
year j this made me refolve to offer my fervice to the Prince of 
Orange, who upon my coming did much welkome me, not fuf- 
fering me almoft to eat any where but at Jus Table, and car- 
rying me alffoad the afternoon in his Coach, to partake of thoft 
Entertainments he delighted in when there was no prefling oc- 
eafion. The Low-Country Army being now ready, his Excel- 
lency prepared to go into the Field; in the way to which he 
<ook me in his Coach, and Ibmetimes in a Waggon after the 
Low-Country fafliion, to the great envy of (he Englifh and 
French chief Commanders who expedled that honor. Being now 
arrived -near £merick, one with a moft humble Petition came 
from a Monaftery of "Nuns, moft humbly deOring that the Sol- 
diers might not violate their honor nor their "Monaftery, where- 
upon I was a moft humble Suitor to his Excellency to fpare 
them, which he granted ; but laid he, we will go and fee them 
ourfelves j and thus his Excellency, and I andSir Charles Mor- 
gan only, not long after going to the Monaftery, fi)und it de- 
ferted in great part. Having put a guard upon this Monaftery> 
his Excellency marched with his Army on 'till we came near 
the City of Emerick, which upon fummoning yeilded ; and now 
leaving a Garrifon here, we refolved to' march towards "• Rice j.

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this place having the Spanifh Army under the command of 
Monfieur Sfinola on the one fide, and the Low-Country Army 
on the other, being able to refift neither, fent word to both 
Amnies, that which- foever came firll Ihou'd have the place. Spi- 
Dola hereupon fenc word to his Excellency, that if we intended 
to take Rice> he wou'd give him Battle, in a Plain near before 
the Town. His Excellency nothing aftonilhed hereat marched 
on, his Pioneers making his way for the Army ftill, through 
Hedges and Ditches, 'till he came to that Hedge and Ditch 
which was next the Plain i and here dcawing his men into Bat- 
tle, refolved to attend the coming of Spinola into the Field ; 
while his men were putting in order, I was. fo defirous to fee 
whether Spinola with his Army appeared, I leapt over a great 
Hedge and Ditchj attended only with one Footman, purpollng 
to change a Pi&aU{i»t or two with the fiift I met; I foui^ 
thus fome fingle Horfe in the Field, who perceiving me to come 
on, rid away as faft as they cou'd, believing perchance that 
more wou'd follow met havit^ thus paft to the further end of 
the Field, and finding no ihew of the Eonny, I returned back 
that I mig^ inform his Excellency there was no hope of fighl^ 
ing as I cou'd perceive. In die mean tinw his Excellency hav- 
ing prepared all diings for Battle, fent out five or fuc ^Scouts t9 
difcover whether the Enemy were coming according to promife j 
thefe men finding me now coming towards them, thought I was 
one of the Enemies, which beuig perceived by me, and I as 
little knowing at that time who they were, rode up with my 
Sword in my hand, and Pi&>l, to encounter them; and now 
bong coine witlua reafooable diftance, one of the perfbns there 
O 2 that 
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that knew me told his fellows who I was, whereupon I pafled 
quietly to his Excellency and told him what I had done, and thar 
I found no appearance of an Army : his Excellency then caufcd 
_ die Hedge and Ditch before him to be levelled, and marched 
in frontwitli his Army into the middle of the Field, from whence 
fending fome of his Forces to fijmmoti the Town, it yielded 
without refiftance.- 

Oiir ArmyTTiade that Kafte tb come to the place appointed 
fcr the Battle, that all our Baggage and ProvMion were left 
behind, in f6 much that I was without any Meat, but what my 
Footman fpared me oue of his- Pocket,, and myLodging that 
night was no better,- for extrcam Rain falling at that time in 
the open Field, J had' no fhclter, but' was glad' to'get on the 
topof'a Waggon whtcK had' Straw init, and to corer myfelf 
frith' my Gloak as well as I could, and- fo endure that ftormy 
nights Morning being come, and no Enemy spearing, I went 
to the Town- of Riee, into which his Excellency having now put 
a Garrifon, marched on with the reft of his Army tewards Wezel, . 
before' which SpinoJa- with his Army' lay,- and in the way inf- 
trencbed himfelf ftrongly, -and attended Spinola's motions. For 
the 'reft, nothing memorable happ'ned after this, betwixt thole two - 
great Generals for thefpaceof many weeks- 

I muft'yet not omit with' thankfullnefs to remember a favor 
his Excellency did me at this time, for a Soldier having killed 
Ins fellow Soldier, in the Quarter ^ere they were lodged, which 
U aa ui^rdonable hf^ty infomuch that no man wou'd fpeak for 

him 1 . 
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Mm i the poor fellow comes tx) me and defires me to beg his 
Life of his Excellency ; whereupon I demanding whether he Iiad 
ever heard of a man pardon'd in this kind, and he faying no, I 
Sold Iwm it was in vain then for metofpeakj when the poor 
fellow writhing his neck a lictle faid. Sir, but were it not better 
you fliall caft away a few words, than I loofc my Life ? This 
piece of Eloquence moved me fo much that I went ftreight to 
his Excellency, and told him what the poor fellow had faid, de- 
firing him to excufe me, if upon thcfc tenns I took the boldnels 
to fpeak for him. There was - prefent at that time the Earl of 
•"Southampton aa alfo Sir Edward Cecill, and Sir Horace Vere, . 
as alfo Monfieur de Challillon, and divers odier French Com- 
manders J to whom his Excellency turning himfelf faid in French, . 
do you fee this Cavalier ? with all that courage you know, hath 
yet that good nature to pray for the Life of a jioor Soldier : 'rhd 
I~ had never pardon'd any before in this kind, yet I will pardon 
this at<his requeft : fo commanding him to be brought me, and 
iKlpofed of as L thought fit, whom therefore I releafed and fee 
five. 

It was now lb far advanced in Autumn both Armies thought - 
of retiring themfelvcs into their Garrifons, when a Trumpeter 
comes from the Spanifli Army to ours, with a Challenge from 
a- Spuiilh Cavalier vy this efie£i. That if any Cavalier in our

Army / 
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Army woxi'd fight a fingk Comtat for the fake of his Miftrefs, 
the laid Spaniard wou'd meet him, upon aflbraace of the Camp 
in our Army. This Challenge being brought early in the morn-, 
ing was accepted by nobody 'dll about lo or ii of the Clockr 
when the report thereof coming to me, I went (height to his Ex- 
cellency and told him I deftr'd to accept the Challenge. His Ex- 
cellency tliereupon looking earoclUy upon me, told me he wa» 
an old Soldier and that he had obferved two forts of men who 
ufcd to fend ChaUenges in this kind ; one- was of thofe who 
having toft perchance feme part of their honor in the Field 
againfl: the Enemy, would recover it again by a fuigjk Fighc 
The other was of thofe who fent it onfy to difcover whether 
our Army had in it men afFeAed to give trial of themfelves in 
this kind j howbcit if this man was a perfon without exception 
to be taken againft him, he faid there was. none he knew, upon- 
whom he wou'd fooner venture the honor of (us Army than 
myfelfi and this alfo he fpoke before diven of the Ea^Hh and 
French Commanders 1 formerly nominated. Hereupon, by his 
Excellency's pemiifllon, I fent a Trumpet to the Spanilh Army 
with this Anfwer, That if the perfon who wou'd be fent were a 
Cavalier without reproach, I wou'd anfwer him with fuch wea- 
pons as we (hou'd agree upon, in the place he ofier'd j but my 
Trumpeter was fcarcely arrived, as 1 believe, at the Spanifti 
Army, when another Trumpeter came to ours from Spinol% 
laying the Challenge was made without his confent, and that 
therefore he wou'd not permit it. This mefiage being brought 
to his Excellency, with whom I then was, he laid to me prc- 
fcntly> this is ItrangCj chey fend a Challenge hither, and when 

they 
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they have done, recall it. I fliould be g^ad if I knew the true 
Caufes of it. Sir, laid I, if you will give me leave, I will go 
to dieir Army and make die like<^hallengc, as they fent hither ; 
it may be fome fcruple is made concernii^ the place appointed, 
'being in your Excellency's Can^, and therefore I Jhall oSer 
-them the Combat in their own : his Ejcccllency faid, I fhou'd 
never have pcrfuaded you to this Courfe, biit flnce you volunta- 
rily oflfcr it, I muft not deny that which you think to be fm- 
your honor. Hereupon taking my leave cMf him, and defiring 
■Sir * Humphrey Tufton, a Iwave Gendeman, to bare me com- 
.■p*ny, thus wc wro attended only with two Lackies, rode ftreight 
-towards the %)anifti Camp before Wezel j coming thither with- 
out any difturbance, by the way I was demanded by the Guard 
at the cnt'ring into dieir Camp, with whom I wou'd fpeak, I 
told them with the Duke of Newbourg, whereupon a Soldier 
.■was prefendy fent widi us to cwiduft us to rf>e Duke of New- 
.liDui^'s Xent, who rememb'rii^ mc wdt, lince he &.w me at 
.Ae Siege of JuUers, veiy kindly embraced me, and therewithal! 
fkmanding the Caufe of my coming thither; I tokl him the 
. effect diereof in the manner 1 formerly fet down ; to which he 
-replied only. He wou'd acquaint die Marquis SpinoU there- 
-nach; \t4io coming Ihortly after to tJie Duke of Newboui^s 
Tent, with a.grcat train of Commanders and Captains following 
him, he no fooner ent'red, but he turned n> me and faid. That 
he -knew well die Caufe of my coming, and that the fame Raa- 
foos which made him forbid the Spanilh Cavalier to Bght a

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Combat in the Prince of Orange's Camp, did make him fbrtud k 
in his, and Chat I fhou'd be better welcome to him than I wou'd 
be, and thereupon intreated me to come and dine with him j I 
finding nothing elfe to be done did kindly accept the offer, and 
fo attending him to his Tent, where a brave Dinner being put 
upon his Table, he placed the Duke of Newbourg uppermoft at 
one end of the Table* and myfelf at the other, himfelf fetting 
below us, prefenting with his own hand ftill the beft of that Meat 
his Carver offer'd him : he demanded of me then in Italian, Di 
che moriva Sigr. Francifco Vere; Of what died Sir Francis Verc? 
I told him. Per aver niente i fare, becaufe he had nothing to do; 
Spinola replied, E bafla per un Generale, and it is enough to 
kill a General i and indeed chat brave Commander* Sir Francis 
Vere, died not in time of War but of Peace, 

Taking my leave now of the Marquis Spinola, I told him 
that if ever he did lead an Army againft the Infidels I Ihou'd 
adventure to be the firft man that wou'd die in that Quarrelj 
and together demanded leave of him to fee his Army, which 
he granting, I took leave of him, and did at leifureview itj 
obferving the (Ufierence in the proceedings bccwbct the Low- 
Country Army and Fomficaiions as well as I cou'd ; and fo re-* 
turning (hortly after to his Excellency related to him the fuccefi 
.of my Journey. Ic happened about this time that Sir Henry 
Wotton mediated a Peace by the King's command, who coming 
: for. that purpofe to Wezel, I took occafion to go along with him 
into Spinola's Army, whence after a night's ftay, I went on an 

cxtream 
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extream rainy day through the Woods to Kyfarfwcrt, to the great 
wonder of mine Hoft, who {aid all men were robbed or killed 
that went that way : From hence I went to * Cullin, where among 
other things I faw the Monaftery of St. Herbert ; from hence 
I went to Heydelberg, where I faw the Prince and Princefs 
Palatine, from whom having received much good ufage, I went 
to Ulme, and fo to Auglbourg, where extraordinary honor was 
done mCj for coming into an Inn where an Ambaflador from 
Bruflrls lay, the Town fent twenty great flaggons of Wine 
thither, whereof they gave eleven to the AmbalTador, and nine 
to me ( and withall fome fuch Compliments that I found my 
Fame had prevented my coming thither. From hence I went 
through Switzerland to Trent, and from thence to Venice, where 
I was received by the Englifh Ambaffador, j- Sir Dudley Carlton, 
with much honor j among other favors ihewed me, I was brought 
to fee a Nun in Murano, who being an admirable Beauty, and 
together (inging extreamly well, who was thought one of the 
Rarities not only of that place but of the time j we came to a 
Room oppofite unto the Cloyfter, whence fhe coming on the 
other fide of the Grate betwixt us, fung fo extreamly well, that 
when Ihe departed neither my Lord Ambaffador nor his Lady, 
who were then prefent, cou'd find as much as a word of fitting 
Language to return her, for the extraordinary Mufick Ihe gave 
us i when I being alhamed that ihe (hou'd go back without fome 
teftimony of the fenfi: we had both of the Harmony of her 

t Einba/Iador to Venice, Savoy and Holland, SccreUry of State, and 
Vifcount Dorchefter. 
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Beauty and her Voice, faid in Italian, Moria pur quando vuol, 
non bifogna mutar ni Voce ni Facia per elTer un Angelo ; Die 
■whenJbcver you wilJ, you neither need to change Voice nor Face 
to be an Angel : Thefe words it feemed were latal, for going 
thence to Rome, and returning Ihortly afterwards, I heard ffie 
was dead in the mean time. 

From Venice after feme ftay I went to Florence, where I 
met the • Earl cf Oxford and f Sir Benjamin Rudier : having feen 
the Rarities of this place liUewife, and particularly that rare 
Chappel made for the Houfe of Medici, beautified on all the 
infide with a courfer kind of precious Stone, as alfo that Nail 
which was at one end Iron, and the other Gold, made fo by 
vertue of a Tindure into which it was put. I went to Siena, 
and from thence a little before the Chriftmas Holidays to Rome, 
I was no fooner alighted at my Inn, but I went ftreight to the 
linglilh CoUedge, where dennanding for the Regent or Mafter 
thereof, a grave perfon not long after appeared at the Door,, 
to whom I fpake in this manner : Sir, I need not tell you my 
Country when you hear my Language i I come not here to ftudy 
Controvcrfiea, but to fee the Antiquities of the place } if with- 
out Icandal to the Religion in which I was born and bred up,

I may 
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I may take this Liberty, I ftou'd be glad to fpend fome con- 
venient time here ; if not, my Horfe is yet unfaddled, and my- 
ftlf willing to go out of Town. The Anfwer returned by him 
to me was, that he never heard any body before mc profefs 
himfelf of any other Religion than what was ufed in Rome ; 
for his part, he approved much my freedonti, as colieftihg there- 
by I was a peribn of honw 1 for the reft that he cou'd give 
me no warrant for my ftay there, howbeit that experience did 
teach that thofc men who gave no Affronts to the Roman Ca- 
tholick Religion, receiv'd none } whereupon alfo he demanded 
my Name, I telling him 1 was called Sir Edward Herbert, he 
replied. That he had heard men oftentimes fpeak of me both 
for Learning and Courage, and prefently invited me to Dinner j 
1 told him that I took his courteous Offer as an Argument of 
his Affeftion ; that I defired him to cxciife me, if I did not 
accept it ; the iittermoft I Jberty I had (as the times then were 
in England) being already taken in coming to that City only, 
leaft they ftiould think me a factious peribn } i thought fit M 
tell him that I conceiv'd the Points agreed upon on both fides 
are greater Bonds of Amity betwixt us, than that the Points 
difagreed on cou'd break them ; that for my part I loved every 
body that was of a pious and vertuous Life, and thought the 
Errore on what fide foever, were more worthy Pity than Hate ; 
and having declared myfelf thus far, I took my leave of him 
courteoufly, and fpent about a month's time in feeing the Anti- 
quities of that place, which firft found means to eftablilh fo great 
an Empire over the pcrfons of Men, and afterwards over their 
Confcicnccs : The Ardcles of ConfeiEon and abfolving Sinners 
P a being 
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being a greater Arcanum Imperii for governing the World than 
all the Arcs invented by Starifts formerly were. 

After I had feen Rome fufficiently, I went to TivoH, an- 
ciently called Tibur, and few the fair Palace and Garden there, as 
alfo Frafcati, anciently called Tufculanum j after that I returned 
to Rome, and faw the Pope in Confiftory, which being done, 
when th» Pope being now ready to ^ve his Blefling, I de- 
parted thence fuddainly, which gave fuch a fufpicion of me, that 
feme were fent to apprehend me, but 1 going a bye way 
efcaped them, and went to my Inn to take horfe, where I had 
not been now half an hour, when the Mafter or Regent of the 
Englifh Colledgc telling me that I was accufed in the Inquifi- 
tion, and that I cou'd ftay no longer with any fafety, I took 
this warning very kindly j howbeic I did only for the prefent 
change my Lodging, and a day or two afterwards took horfe 
and went out of Rome towards Siena, and from thence to Flo- 
rence: I faw * Sir Robert Dudley, who had the Title of Earl or 
Duke of Northumberland given him by the Emperor, and hand- 
feme Mrs. Sudel, whom he carried with him out of England, 
and was there taken for his wife. I was invited by them to a 
great Feaft the night before I went out of Town ; taking my 
leave of them both, I prepared for my Journey the next morn- 
ing ; when I was ready to depart, a MelTenger came to me and

told 
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told me if I vfou'd accept the fame Penfion Sir Robert Dudley 
had, being two thoufaiid Duckets per annum, the Duke wou'd 
entertain me for his Service in the War againft the Turks : 
This offer, whether procured by the means of Sir Robert Dud- 
ley, Mrs. Sudel, or Sigr. Loty my aocient friend, I know not, 
being thankfully acknowledged as a great honor, was yet refufcd 
by me, my intention being to fcrve his Excellency in the Low- 
Country War, 

After I had ftayed a while, (rom hence I went by Ferrara and 
Bologna towards Padua, in which Univerfity having fpent feme 
time to hear the learned Readers, and particularly Cremonini, 
I left my Englilh Horlt's and Scotch Saddles there, for on them I 
rid all the way from the I^ow-Cquntries, I went by boat to Ve- 
nice : The Lord Ambaflador, Sir Dudley Carleton, by this time 
had a command to refide a while in the Court of the Duke of 
Savoy, wherewith, alfo his Lordihip acquainted me, demanding 
whether I wou'd go thither ; this offer was gladly accepted by me, 
both as I was defiroua to fee that Court, and that it was in the 
way to tlie Low-Country, where I meant to fee the War the Sum- 
mer enfuing. 

Coming thus in the Coach with my Lord Ambaflador to Mi- 
lan, the Governor thereof invited my Lord Ambaflador to his 
Houfe, and fometimes feafted liim during his ftay there ; Here 
I heard that famous Nun finging to the Organ in this manner, 
another Nun beginning firft to fmg, performed her part fo well, 
that wc gave her much applaufe for her excellent Art and 

Voice i. 
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Voice ; only we thought fhe did fmg tbmewhat lower than other. 
Women ufually did; hereupon alfo being ready eo ^depart we 
heard fuddainly, for we faw no body, that Nun which was To 
famous, fmg an eight higher than the other had done ; her Voice 
was the fweeteft, ftrongeft, and cleareft, that ever I ■heard, in 
the ufing whereof alfo ftie fliew'd that Art as raviOi'd us into ad- 



From Milan we went to Novara, as I remember, where we 
were entertained by the Governor, being a Spaniard, with one 
of the moft fumptuous Feafts that ever I f:iw, being but of 
nine difhes, in three feveral Services; the firft whereof was, 
three Oilas podridas confiding of all choice boil'd Meats, placed 
in three large filvcr Chargers, which took up the length of a 
great Table ; the Meat in it being heightncd up artificially py- 
ramid wife to a Sparrow which was on the top; The fecond 
Service was like the former, ofroaft Meat, in which all man- 
ner of Fowle from the Pheafant and Partridge, to other Fpwl 
lefs than them, were heightned up to a Lark ; The third was 
in Sweet-meats dry of ail forts, heightned in like manner to a 
round Comfit. 

From hence we went to Vercelly, a Town of the Duke of 
Savoy's, frontier to the Spaniard, with whom the Duke was then 
in War j from whence pafling by places of leaft note, we came 
to Turin, where the Duke of Savoy's Court was. After I had 
refreftied myfelf here feme two or three days, I took leave of 
my Lord Ambaflador with intention to go to the Low Countreys, 

and 
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and was now upon the way thither, as far as the foot of Mount 
Ccnis, when the Count Scarnafigi came to me from the • Duke, 
and brought a Letter to this effeft ; That the Duke had heard I 
was a Cavalier of great worth, and defirous to fee the Wars, and 
that if I wou'd ferve him I Ihou'd make my own Conditions : 
Finding fo courteous an invitadon I returned back, and was 
lodged by the Duke of Savoy, in a Chamber furniHied with filk 
and gold Hangings, and a very rich Bed, and defrayed at the 
Duke's charges in the Englifh Ambaffador's Houfc. The Duke 
aifo conftrm'd unto me what the Count Scarnafigi had faid, and 
together beftowed divers Compliments on me. I told his High- 
nefs that when I knew in what fervice he pleafed to imploy me, 
he ihou'd find me ready to teftify the fenfe I had of his Princely 
Invitadon. 

It was now in the time of Carneval, when the Duke who loved 
the company of Ladies, and Dancing as much as any Prince who- 
focver, made divers Malks and Balls, in which his own daughters 
among divers other Ladies danced, and here it was his manner 
to place me always with his own hand near Ibme fair Lady, wilh- 
ing us both to entertain each other with fome Difcourfe, which 
was a great favour among the Italians j he did many other ways 
alfo declare the great eftecm he had of me without coming to 
any particular, the time of the year for going into the Field be- 
ing not yet come ; only he cxercifed his men often, and made 
them ready for his occafions in the Spring.

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The Duke at laft refolving how to ufe my Service, thought fit 
to fend mc to Langucdoc in France, to conduit 40CO men of the 
refomi'd Religion (who had promifed liicir Affiftance in his War) 
unto Piedmont. I willingly accepted this offer; fo taking my 
leave of the Duke, and beftowing about 70 or 3b /. among hia 
Officers, for the kind Entertainment I had receiv'd, I took my 
leave alfo of my Lewd Ambafiador, and Sir Albertus Moreton, 
who was likewife imployed there, and prepared for my Journey, 
for mere expedition of which I was defired to go Poft. An old 
Scotch Knight of the Sandclands hearing this, defir'd to borrow 
rny Horfcs as far as Heydclberg, which I granted on condition 
that he wou'd ufe them well by the way, and give them good 
keeping in that place afterwards. 

The Count Scarnafigi was commanded to bear me company 
in this Journey, and to carry with him fome Jewels, which he 
was to pawn in Lions in France, and with the Money gotten 
for them to pay the Soldiers above nominated; for 'tho the Duke 
had put extream Taxations on his People, infomuch that they 
paid not only a certain fum for every Horfe, Ox, Cow, or Sheep ' 
that they kept, but afterwards for every Chimney ; and finally every 
fingle perfon by the pole, which amounted to a Piftole, or 14 j. 
a head or perfon, yet he wanted Money : At which I did not 
fj much wonder as at the pauence of his Sub)ei5ls j of whom I 
demanded how they cou'd bear their Taxations ? I have heard 
fome of them anfwer. We are not fo much offended with 
the Duke for what he takes from us, as thankfull for what he 
leaves us. 

The 
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The Count Scarnafigi and I, now fetring forth, rid poft alt 
day without eating or drinking by the way, the Count telling 
me ftiU we fhou'd come to a good Inn at night: It was now 
twilight when the Count and I came near a folitary Inn, on the 
top of a Mountain.) the Hoftels hearing the noife of Horfes 
came out, with a Child new bom on her left Arm, and a rufli 
Candle in her hand, Ihe prefendy knowing the Count de Scarna- 
figi, told him, Ah, Sigr. you are come in a very ill time, the 
Duke's Soldiers have been here to day, and have left me no- 
thing; I looked fadly upon the Count, when he coming near 
to me whifper'd me in the car, and faid. It may be (he thinks 
wc wiU ufc her as the Soldiers have done : Go you into the 
Houfe, and fee whether you can find any thing; 1 will go round 
about the Houfe, and perhaps I Ihall meet with feme Duck, 
Hen, or Chicken ; entring thus into the Houfe 1 found for alt 
other furniture of it, the end of an old Form, upon which fit- 
ting down, the Hofleis came towards me with a nilh Candle, 
and faid, I proteft before God that is true which I t<^d the 
Count, here is nothing to eat ; but you are a Gentleman, me- 
thinks it is pity you Ihou'd want ; if you pleafe I will give you 
(ome Milk out of my Breads, into a wooden Difh I have here. 
This unexpected kindnels made that impreflion on me, that I 
remember I was never fo tenderly fenfible of any thing : My 
anfwer was, God forbid I Ihould take away the Milk from the 
Child I fee in thy Arms, howbeit I ihall take it all my life for 
the greateft piece of Charity that ever I heard of; and there- 
withal! giving her a Piftole, or a piece of Gold of 14 j. Scar- 
nafigi and I got on Horfeback again and rid another Poft, and 
Q^ came 
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came to an Inn where we found-very coarfc Cheer, yet Hunger 
made us relifli it. 

In this Journey I remember I went over Mount Gabelet by 
night, being carried down that precipice in a Chair, a Guide 
that went before bringing a bode of Straw with him, and kind- 
ling pieces of it from time to time, dut we might fee out 
way. Being at the bottom of a Hill I got oa horfeback and rid 
to Burgoine, refolving to reft there a while i and the rather (to 
fpeak truly) that I had heard divers iay, and particularly * Sir 
John Finnet, and f Sir Richard Ncwpwt, that the Heft's daugh- 
ter there was the handfbmeft woman that ever they' faw in their 
lives. Coming to the Inn the Count Scarnafigi wjflit me to reft 
two or three hours, and he wou'd go before to Lyons to pre- 
pare BuGoefs for my Journey to Languedoc. The Hoft's daugh- 
ter being not within, I told her &ther and mother that I de/ired 
i;»ily to fee their daughter, as having heard her fpoken of in 
England with fo much advantage, that divers told me they 
thought her the handfomcft Creature that ever they faw : They 
anfwered Ihe was gone to a Marriage, and fhou'd be prefcntly fent 
for, wiihing me in the mean while to take fome reft upon a Bed, 
for they faw I needed ir. Waking now about two hours af- 
terwards I found her fitting by me, attending when I wotr'd open- 
' mine Eyes : I fliall touch a little of her deicription } her hair 
being of a ftiinii^ Utck, was naturally curled in that order that

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a curious woman would have dreft it, for one curl rifing by de- 
grees above anothCT, and every bout tied widi a fmall Ribband 
of a Naccarine, or the ct^ur that the Knights of the Bath wear, 
gave a very graceful! mixture, white it was bound up in this 
manner from the point of her IbouldcT to tlie crown of her head; 
her eyes which were round and black feemed to be models of 
her whole Beauty, and in fome fort of her Air, while a kind of 
light or Flame canie from them not unlike that which the Rib- 
band which tied up her hair exhibited } I do not rennembcr ever 
to have feen a prettier Mouth or whiter Teeth j bricQy, aU her 
outward parts feemed to become each oriier, neither was there 
any thing that cou'd be mifliked, unlefs one ftiould fay her Conv 
plexion was too brown, which yet from the (hadow was height- 
ened with a good blood in her Cheeks : Her Gown was a greea 
Turkey Grogram, cut all into Panes or Skiihes, from the QtouU 
der and fleevcs unto the foot, and tied up at die diftance of 
tbout a hand's-breadth every where with the fame Ribband, with 
which her hair was bound ; fo that her Attire feemed as bizare 
as her Perfon : I am too k>ng in defcribing an Hoft's daughter, 
howbek I thought I might better fpeak of her than of divers other 
Beaudes held to be the belt and fitireft of the time whom I have 
«ften feen. In conclufion, after about an hour's ftay, I departed 
thence, without ofifering fo much as the leaft Incivility ; and in- 
deed after fo much wearinefs> it was enou^ that her fight alone 
did fomewhat re&elh me. 

From hence I went (treight co Lions : ent'ring the gate, the 

Guards there, afRr their ufual manner, demanded of me who I 

0^2 was; 
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was, *hence I came, and whither I wfint ? to which while I arw 
fwered, I obferved one of them look very attentively upon me, 
and then ag«n upon a Paper he had in his hand } this having 
been done divers times, bred in me a fufpicion that there was 
no gdod meaning in it, and I was not deceived in my conjec- 
ture} for the Qiiccn Mother of France having newly made an 
Ediftjthat no Soldiers Ihou'd be railed in France, the Marquis 
de • Rambouillet, French Ambaflador at Turin, fent word of my 
imployment to the, Marquis de St. Chaumont then Governor erf" 
Lions, as alfo a dcfcription of my perfon. This Fdidl was fo 
•fevtrc, as they y/ho rafed any men were to lofe their heads* 
In this unfortunate conjunfture of Affairs, nothbg fell out fo well 
on my part, as that I had not raifed as yet any men ; how- 
-bcit the Guards requiring me to come before the Governor,.! 
went with them to a Church where he was at Vefpersj this 
while I walked in the lower part of the Church, little imagin- 
ing what danger I was in had I levied any men; I had not 
walked there long, when a fmgle perfon came to me apparelled 
in a black ftuff fuit, without any Attendants upon him, when I 
fuppofing this perlbn to be any man rather than the Governor, 
faluted him without much ceremony; His firft queftion was, 
■whence I came v I anfwered from Turin i he demanded then 
whither I wou'd go ? I anfwered I was not yet refolvcd j his 
third qiieftion was, what news at Turin ? to which I anfwered

that 
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that I .had no news to tdl, as fuppollng hini to be only fome 
bufy or inquifitive pcrfon : Tht Marquis hereupon called one of 
the Guards that conduced me thither, and after he had whif- 
pered Jbmething in his ear, wiftit me to go along with him, 
which I did willingly, as believing this man would bring me 
to the Governor ; This man filently leading me out of the Church 
brought me to a fair Houfe, into which I was no fooner entered, 
but he told me !■ was commanded to prifon there by him I faw 
in the Church, who was the Governor} I replied I did not 
know him to be Governor, nor that that was a Prifon, and that 
if I were out of it again, neither the Governor nor all the Town 
cou'd bring me K> it alive ; The mafter of the Houfe hereupon 
fpoke me very fair, and told me h? wou'd conduft me to a better 
Chamber than any I could find in an Inn, and thereupon con- 
duced me to a very handfome Lodging not far from the River j 
I had not been here half an hour when * Sir Edward Sackville 
(now Earl of Dorfet) hearing only that an Englifh man was 
committed, fent to know who I was, and why I was impri- 
foned; The Governor not knowing whether to lay the fault 
upon my Iliort anfwers to him, or my Commiflion to levy men 
contrary to the Queen's Edift, made him fo doubtfuU an anfwer 
(after he had a litdc touched upon both) as he difmiffed him 
unfatisEied. 

Sir Edward' Sadtville hereupon coming to the Houfe were 
I- was, as Ibon as ever he faw me embraced me, faying, Ned Her- 

* Well known by his duel with the Lord Bruce. 
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bert, what dodt ihou here ? I aofwercc^ Ned Sackville, I am 
glad to fee you, but I proteft I know not why I am here. He 
again laid, haft thou raifed any men yet for the Duke of Sa- 
voy ? I replied, not fo much as oiie j then faid he I will warram 
thee, 'tho I muft tell thee the Governed Is much o&nded at thy 
Behaviour and Language in the Church, (I replied it was impoffi- 
ble for me to imagine him to be Governor that came without a 
Guard, and in fuch laeafi Cloths ai he then wore.) I will go 
to him again, and tell him what you fay, and doubt not but 
you Iball be fuddainly freed. Hereupon returning to the GoK~ 
vernor he told of what Family I was, and of what condition, and 
that I had rai(ed no oien, and &al I knew him not to be Gover- 
nor; whereupon the Marqius wifht him to go back, thai he 
wou'd come in pccfoo to free me out of the Houfe. 

The meHage being brought me by Sir Edward Sackville, I 
return'd this anfwer only ; Tlut it- was enough if he fent order 
to free me. While thefe meflages paft, a company of handfomc 
young Men and Women, out of I know not what Civility, 
brought MuHck under the Window aod danced before me, look- 
ing often up ix> fee me i but Sir Edward Sackville being now 
return'd with order to free roe, I only gave them thanks out 
of the Window, and ib went along with them to the Governor. 
Being come into a great Hall where his Lady was, and a large 
train of Gentlewomen and other perfons, the Governor with his 
hat in his hand, demanded of me whether I knew him i When 
his noble Lady anfwertng for me, faid, how cou'd he know 
you, when you were in the Church alone, and in this habit, be- 
ing 
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ing for the reft wholy a ftranger to you ? Which Civility of hersj 
*th6 I did not prefently take notice of it, I did afterwards moft 
thankfully acknowledge, when I was Ambaflador in France : The 
Governor's next quelHonS weft the very fame he made when he 
met me in the Church ; to which. I made the very fame anfwerd 
before them all, concluding that as I did not know him, he cou'd 
think it no incongrljity if I anl*ered in thofe terms : The Go- 
vernor yet was not fatisfied herewith, and his noble Lady taking 
my part again, gave him tiiofe Reafons for my anfwering him 
in that manner, that they filenced him from ipeaking any fur- 
ther. The Governor turning back, 1 likewifc after an humble 
obeyfancc made to his Lady, returned with Sir Edward Sackville 
10 my Lodgings. 

This night I pafled as quietly as I couH, but the next morning 
advifed with him what I was to do; I told him I had received a 
great affront, and that I intended to fend him a Challenge, in 
fuch courteous language that he could not refiife it: Sir Edward 
Sackville by all means difwaded me from it; by which I perceived 
I was not to expert his aflillance therein,- and indeed the next day 
he went out of Town. 

Being alone now, 1 thought on nothing more than how to fend 
him a Challenge, which at laft I penn'd ta this efFe<5t; Thic 
whereas he had g^ven me great ollence without a caufe, 1 thought 
myfclf bound as a Gentleman to refenc it, and therefore defired 
to fee him with his Sword in his hand in any place he ihould 
appoint ; and hoped he wou'd not interpofe his authority as an 

cxcufc 
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fxcufe for not complying with his HoDor on this occafion, and 
that fo 1 refted his humbU fervant. 

Finding no body in Town for two or three days, by whom 
I might fend thb Challenge, I refolved for my laft means to 
deliver it in perfon, and obfcrve how he took it, intending to 
right myfelf as 1 cou'd, when 1 found he ftood upon his Au- 
thority. 

This night it happened that Monfieur Terant formerly men- 
tioned came to the Town ; this Gentleman knowing me well, and 
remembering our acquwntance both at France andjuliers, wifhed 
there were fome occafion for him to fcrve me ; I prcfently here- 
upon taking the Challenge out of my pocket, told him he wou'd 
oblige me extreamly if he were pleafed to deliver it, and that I 
hoped he mig^t do it withoul; danger, fince I knew the French 
to be fo brave a Nation, that they wou'd never refufe or diflike 
any thing that was done in an honorable and worthy way. 

Tcrast took the Challenge from me, and after he had read 
it, told me that the Language was civil and difcreet j ncverthe- 
Icfs he thought the Governor would not return me that anfwer 
I cxpefted ; howfocver faid he I will deliver ic. Returning thus 
to my Innt and intending to fleep quieter that night than I 
had done three nights before j about one of the Clock after mid- 
night, I heard a great noife at my door which awakened me^ 
certain perfons knocking fo hard as if they wou'd break it, be- 
fides through the chinks thereof I ikw light ; this made me prc- 
fently 
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fently rift in my ftiirC, when drawing my Sword I went to the 
door and demanded who they were j and together told them 
riiat if they came to make me prifoncr, I wou'd rather die 
vith my Sword in my hand ; and therewithal! opening the door, 
I found upon the ftairs half a dozen men armed wich Halberts, 
whom I no fooner prepared to refill, but the chief of them told 
me, that they came not to me fixim the Governor, but from 
my good friend the Duke of Montmorency, fon Co the Duke 
I formerly mentioned, and that he came to Town late that night, 
in his way from Lai^edoc (of v^ich he was Governor) to 
Paris i and that he defired me tf I loved him, to rife prefendy 
and come to him, afluring me further that this was moft true ; 
hereupon wifhii^ them to retire themfelves; I dreft myfelf and 
went with them; they condufted me to the great Hall of the 
Governor, where the Duke of Montmorency and divers other 
Cavaliers had been dancing with the Ladies } I went preftndy 
to the Duke of Montmorency, who taking me a litde alide, 
told me that he had heard of die Paffagcs betwixt the Governor 
and me, and that I had fent him a Challenge j howbeit that he 
conceived men in his place were not bound to anfwer as private 
perfons, for diofc things they did by virtue of their office : Ne- 
verthelefs that I (hou'd have fatis&flion tn as ample manner as I 
cou*d reafonably defire. Hereupon bringing me with him to die 
Governor, he freely told me that now he knew who I was, he 
cou'd d* no lefs than afllite me that he was forry for what was 
done, and defired me to take this fcH' ikm&ftion ; the Duke of 
Montmorency hereupon fald preftntly, C'eft aflezj it is enough 
1 then turning to himj demanded whether he wou'd bare cakea

this fatisfa^ion id tbs like cafe i he £ud yes. Afcqr this, tumini; 
to the Govenior> I demanded die &me quefttoD> to which he 
uifwered, that he v^u'd have taken die fame fatisTaAioo and- 
lefs too i I kilTing my liaody gave ic hifl:i> who c«ibraced> me» 
and fo diis bulinel£ ended. 

After tbme Comi^ements paff between d^e Duke- ofMontmo- 
rency, who remembered the great Love his father bore me> which, 
he defired to condnue in his perfon, and putting, me in mind alTo 
of our being educated together for a white, demanded whether I 
wou'd go.with hinn to Paris ? I tcdd Mm that I was ei^^ged to^ 
the LowrCquRtreySy but diac whereibever L was I flw>u'd.bc his> 
isofl humble fenrafit. 

My imploym^t w^ the: Duke ofSayoy in Languedoa bem^ 
thus ended, I went from JLicuis to Geneva^ where I found alTo my 
Fame had prevented my coming, for the ne$t morning after my 
ao'ivalj thf Scai;e ta^g notice of me, fent a.mtfftnger io their 
n^naci tQ cqngtafula^ my beipg therci and prcfented me wick 
fo^i^e Flaggons o^ ^it^?^ dctriag mft{ifl flayed.there ai^ wlttlo 
CO lee th^ Forti^c^pon^ and g^e my Opinion .of , them ; which 
1 did., an4 tojd thcfli I thjc^ht di?y.werewwkef^ where they 
thpi^ht thenfi^ve&. the. llrpi^sefl } which was 09 the hiUy, Part, 
w^ere indeed, tfi^y. ha^ im(^.great.Foitt6ca^nsj yet as it is. a. 
RjJftin Wac-d^ wba(^yei may be- n^ade- by Art, may be 
d«^r9yed;by. Arc ag^, I coiv:eiyed they- h^d ni^d .to few tb*^'' 
apppB9|i,of ai^ E;n<5Epy,.on th^s pai^raUior f^ a^ «h«-: They, 
ngijrc^ t^f, dif^99:gFoa|S«il4i«tS.h«4:t9l(i^iertIw<jfa0Ki and.

Having reftcd here fome while Co iak^ Phyfic (my Healtfc 
%»eing a Httle broken with long TrjCVel) I departed after a fort- 
fljght'j ftay to Bafil, where taking A hoii upon the Ri^ef I came 
at length to Strafbourg, and from thence went io Heydclboui^, 
where I was receiv'd agwn by the Prince Eleftor and Princefi 
with much kindncfe, and viewed at leifore the fair Lifera'ry the'r^ 
the gafdcns and otiher Rarities of that place> and here' T found 
my HorfcB I icAt to Sand^and's in go6d pliglit, which" I dieii' 
beftowed upon' fome Servants of the Pruic<^ in way of Rem- 
butioB foi- lifiy welcome thidiw. Fi'om hfcnce" * Sir George Cal'- 
vert and myfelf went by Water foi* the irtbfl: paK to the LoW' 
Countreys, where taking leave of each other, I went ftraight to 
his Exedieiicy; Who did' exti^brdlrtarily Wetcorhe" me, iiilomuch 
that it was obferv'd'diat he did neVtr ootwafdljr rrialcc Co rtiuch 
of any one a& myfelf; 

It happened diis Summer thartlie tow-Coiiiitrcy Army was 
iKrt drawn into the Field, (b that* the' PrlhCe' of braiigepafl: hia 
time at playing at Chefs with me after dinner'; oFiii' going" to 
Rdwicfc With him to ftc his great hbrlcs, or iii' making Love j 
wiprfilchalfbHcufWnwashiscompanioh; yetib tliat I Jawno. 
dang openly 'more than" might argue a ci^VamiCafl^,' When

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I was at any time from him, I did by his good leave endeavour n» 
raifcaTroopof Horfe for the Duke of Savoy's Service, as havings 
obwined a Commiflion to that purpofe for my brother William, 
then an officer in the Low-Country : Having thefe men in readi- 
nels, I fent word to the Count Scarnafigi' thereof, who was nowi 
AmbaHador in England, telling him that if he wou'd fend money 
my brother was ready to go. 

Scarnafigi anfwered me. That be expe^ed money in England/ 
and that as foon as he receiv'd it, he wou'd fend over fo much. 
as wou'd pay an hundred Horie : But a Peace betwixt him andt 
the Spaniard being concluded not long after at Afti, the whole 
charge of keeping this Horfe fell upon me, without ever to this, 
day receiving any recompcnce. 

'Winter now approaching, and nothing more to- be done for 
Aat year, I went to the Brill to take Shipping for England} 
Sir Edward Conway, who was then Governor at that place, and., 
afterwards Secretary of State, taking notice of my being there, 
came to me, and invited me every day to come to him, while I 
attended only ft}r a Wind ; which ferving at lafl for my journey. 
Sir Edward Conway conducted me to the Ship, into which as foon 
as 1 was ent'red he cauled Gx pieces of Ordnance to be difcharged 
6x my farewell j I was fcarce gone a league into die Sea* when: 
the Wind turned contrary, and forced me back again : Returning : 
&m to the Brill, Sir Edward Conway welcomed me as before t 
and now after fome three or fotir dajrs, the Wind ferving he 
conduced me again to the Ship and beftowed fix volleys of? 

Ordnance 
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Ordnance upon mc. I was now about half way to England, 
when a moft cruel Storm arofe, which tore our Sails and fpent 
our Mails, infomuch that the Mailer of our Ship gave us all for 
loft, as the Wind was extream high and together contrary ^ we 
were carried at laft, 'tho with much difficulty back again to the 
Brill, where Sir Edward Conway did congratulate my efcapc ; 
faying, He believed certainly that (confideriog the Weather) I 
muft needs be call away. 

After fame (lay here with my former wel;omc, die Wind be- 
ing now fair, I was conduftcd again to my Ship by Sir Ed- 
ward Conway, and the lame Volleys of Shoe given me, and 
was now fcarce out of the Haven when the Wind again turned 
contrary, and drove me back : This made me relieve to try my 
fortune here no longer ; hiring a fmall Barque therefore I went to 
the Sluice, and from thence to Oftend, where finding Com- 
pany I went to Bruflels ; in the Inn where I lay here an Ordinary 
was kepl^ to which divers Noblemen and principal Officers of 
the Spaniili Army reforted; fitting among chefe ac dinner, the 
next day after my arrival, no man knowing me or informing 
himfelf who I was, they fell into difcourfe of divers matters 
in Italian, Spanilh and French, and at laft three of them one 
after another began to Ipeak of King James my mafter, in 
a very fcornfuU manner j I thov^ht with n^felf then that if 
I was a bafe fellow, I need not cake any notice thereof, fuice 
no man knew nie to be an EogUfhman, or that I did fo much 
as. underftand their Language ; but my heart burning within 
mct I putting off* my ha£ arofc from the table, and. turning 

myfelf 
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myfelf to thofe that fat at the upper end, who had faid noth'inj* 
to the King my mafter's prejodice, I loU them in ItaHan, Son 
Inglefe ; I an;i an Eng!i(hman j and fhou'd be unworthy to live 
if I fiiffer'd thel'e wordi to be fpoken of the King my mafterf 
and therewithal! turning myfelf to thofe who had injured tlie 
King, I faid you h;d.v^ fpoken <alfely, and I will fight with you 
all i thofe at the upper end of the tabk finding I had fo miKh 
rcafon on my part, did fliarply check thofe I queftioned, and 
to be brief made them afk the King's forgivenefs, wherewit!i 
alfo the King's health being drank round about the tabie> I de- 
parted thence to Dimkirk, and thence to Graveling, where I faw, 
tho unknown, an Englifti gentlewoman enter into a Nunnery 
there ; I went thence to Calais, it was now extream foul wea- 
ther, and I cou'd find no mafter <rf a Ship willing toadven-* 
ture 01. fca J howbeit my impatience was fuch, that I demanded 
of a poor Fiflierman there whether he wou'd go, he anfwered his 
Ship was worfe than any in the Haven, as being open above and 
without any Deck, befides^ that it vttas old, but faith he, I care 
for my hfe as little as you do, and if you will go, my Boat is 
at your fervice. 

I was now fcarce out of the Haven when a high grown Se*- 
had almoft overwhelmed us, the Waves coming in very faft into 
our Ship, which we Uded-out ag^n the- beft we cou'd; not- 
withftanding which we expeiSted every minute to be caft away : 
It.plcafed God yet before w« were- gone fix leagues into the 
Sea, » ceafe the Tempeft, and give us a feir pafl&gt over to 
the Downs, where afar giving God thanks for my ddJvay from 

this 
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this moft needlefs danger that ever I did run, I went to Lon- 
don;- I had not been here ten days when a Qjiartan Ague 
feized on me, which helil me for a year and an half without 
intermilTion, and a year arid an half longer at Spring and Fall ; 
the good days I had during all this ficknefs I employed in ffiirly, 
the ill being fpent in as ftiarp and long ficts as I think ever 
any man endured, which brought me at laft to be fo lean and 
yellow, that fcarce any man did know me: It happened during 
this ficknefs, that I walked abroad one day towards Whitehallj 
where meeting with one Emerfon, who fpoke very difgraccfuU 
words of Sir Robert Harley, being then my dear friend, my 
weahnefs cou'd not hinder me to be fenfible of my friend's dif- 
honour, ihaking him therefore by- a long beard he wore, I ftepc 
a^tcle afide and drew my Sword in the Street, Captain Thomas 
Striven a fiiend of mine not being far off on one fide, and 
divers friends of his on the other fide j ail thit faw me wondered 
how I cou'd g3, being fo weak and confumcd as I W35, but 
much more than I wou'd offer to fight ; howfoever Em?rfon in- 
ftead of drawing his Sword, ran away into Suffolk Houfe, and 
afterward* informed the Lords of the Counfel of what I had dorie ; 
w^^o not long after fendir^ far me, did not fo much reprehend my 
taking part-wiih my friend, as that I wou'd adventure to fight 
being in fuch a bad- condition of health. Before I came wholy 
oat of my ficknefs, Sir'George Villiers afterwards Duke of 
Buckingham, came- into the King's favour : this Cavalier meet- 
ing m« accidenc^y at the • Lady Stanop's houfe, came to me,

and 
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and told me he had heard fo much of my worth, as he wou'd 
think himfelf happy if by his credit widi the King, he cou'd do 
me any fervicc 1 1 humbly thanked him, but told him that for the 
prefcnt I had need of nothing fo much as of health, but that if 
ever I had ambiuon, I ihou'd cake the boldnefs to make my ad- 
drcfs by him. 

I was no fooner perfeAly recover'd of this long ficknefs, but 
the Earl of Oxford and myfelfreiblv'd to rwfc two Regiments 
for the fervice of the Venetians j while we were making ready 
for this journey, the King having an occafion to fend an Am- 
baflador into France, required Sir Geot^ Villiers to prefent him 
with the names of the fittcA: men for that employment that 
he knew i whereupon eighteen names, among which mine was, 
being written in a paper were prefcnted to him j the King pre- 
fently chofe me, yet fo as he defired firlt to have the approba- 
tion of his Privy Council, who confirming his Majefty's choice, 
fent a Meflenger to my Houfe among Gardens, near the Old 
Exchange, requiring me to come prcfcndy to them j myfelf lit- 
tle knowing then the honour intended me, afkt the Meflenger . 
whether I had done any &ult, that the Lc»ds fent for me fo 
fuddainly ? wifhing him to tell the Lords that I was going to 
dinner and wou'd afterwards attend them. I had fcarce dined 
when another Meflenger was fent, this mude me haften to White- 
hall, where I was no fooner come, but the Lords faluted me by 
the name of I-ord Ambaflador of France ; I told their Lord- 
fbips thereupon, tliat I was ^ad it was no worfe, and that t 

doubted 
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doubtedj that b^ their ^edy fending for niC} lame Complunr, 
'ib& felfe, might be made againft me. 

My firit Commiffion was to renew the Oath of alliance becwixc 
die two Crowns, for which purpofe I was extraordinary Ambafia- 
dor, which being done, I was to refidc there as ordinary : I had 
receiv'd now about fix or feven hundred Pounds, towards the' 
diarges erf" my journey, and locked it in certain Coffers in my 
Houle, when the night following about one of the Clock, I cou'd 
hear divers men fpeak and knock at the door, in that part of the- 
Houfe where none did lie but myfelf, my wife, and her atten-' 
dants, my ferrants being lodged in another Houfe not far off; 
4S foon as I heard the noife I fu^i^ed prefently they came to 
rob me of my Money, howfocver I diought fie to rife, and go to 
the Window to know who they were; the firft word I heard was, 
Darell diou come down, Welch Man ? which I no Iboner hcaixl,. 
but taking a Sword in one hand, and a little Target in the other^ 
I did in my fliirt run down the Stairs, open the Doors fuddainly, 
and charged ten or twelve of tbero with that fury that diey ran- 
away, fome throwing away their Halberts, others hurting their 
(ellows to make them go fafter in a narrow way they were to 
pafs i in which diforder'd manner I drove them to the middle" 
of the Street by the Exchange, where finding my bare feeC' 
hurt by the ftonea I trod on, I diought fit to return home, 
and leave them to thdr fli^t. My fcrronts, hearing the noife, 
bf this time were got up, and demanded whether I wou'd have 
them purfue thofe Rogues that fied away ; but I anfwering- 
S that 
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that I dwrqght dicy were o«t cf their reads, we returned home 
together. 

Vfbjic I was prepaciag mySii i«r ra^ joarney, ic ka|^f»ed that 
I paffing through the loner Tcn^ omc diy^ aod cncounteriM; 
Sir Robot V«igh«t in this Coanoe^i foine hirft words paft be- 
twiKt us* which occa&med him ac ike peiivafioii cf oAers, 
whon|i I wifi tiDt Dturanate, to jcnd me a Challenge ; ihik was 
brought me at my Houfe in Blackfryars bjr Capcun Charka 
Pticf^ iJpoaA Sundaj about one of the Clock in the ifbemoen i 
when I had read iti I toM Ctutito Ftice that I did <udtnari]y be- 
ftaw tlus dajr in Dcvotton, neverthde& that I wau'd meet Sir 
Robert Vau£^ prefently, «nd gave him thereupon the lei^;th 
<^ my Swordi dernanding whether he tnonght any Second widi 
hkn 1 t» which Charles Price replytng that he would be in the 
Field with bimi I told my brather Sir Henry Beriwrt then pre- 
lent thereof who tca^y affbring himfetfto be my Second, no- 
thing was wanong now but the place to be .^reed upon betwixt 
us> which was not fkr &am the Waorfide near Chelfca. 

My brother and I taking &>at prefentlyi came to the place, 
where after we had flaid about two hours in vain, I deflred my 
brodier to go to Sir KdieR Vau^in's (Lodging* and tell him 
that I now attended hb coirung a great While, and that I dcOred 
him to oome aiway fpeedily t heEeuponmybrether went, and after 
a while returning back agam> he told me Acy were not ready 
yet j I atcended then about an hour and an half loi^r, but as

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Ik fM im come yet, I fen* my brother h feeond time to call bim 
VfVf, tMi to kH fcim I caWht ■cold, iicwrtMefs Aat I wouM 
ftsy there ^alt Stii^et ; tvff brovheryec cou'd not bring him alongt 
ijtit Mtumcd himfeM" -MI tlie p4ace, where we ftay'd togciiher 'tiU 
tatf' Ah ^bur aftn- SuKfetj -and thm Teturncd home. 

The ntxl ^ay tht • Earl of Wbrcefter, fey the King's C3om- 
ftwnfl, foAM fne to receive any MefT^e or Letter fiwn Sir Ro- 
Isett V^ughan, and tidvcrtifed me withal), that the King "had given 
Jitttt cKai^ to end ilhe Bofmefs betwixt xts, for wfcich pinpofe 
5* dellKd mft to come before him the next day about two ofthe 
Oock i !tt wKeh dme, after tlie Eavl had told me, tihat being 
Utrfr made AmbaflWor and a ptiblidk Peribn, I ought not to 
enttTftun private quarrels j ■Sfter Which without much ado, he 
tndcd the Bii(itw& betwkt Sir Robert Vaughan and myfcif: It 
*as thoo^t by feme, that 'this wwi-d make me lofc my place, I 
being under fo great an obligation to the King fonny«iip!oyment 
in France J but Sir George Villiers, afterwards Duke of Bucking- 
ham, told me he wou'd warrant me for this one time, btn I muft 
4o fb no more. 

I was now almoft ready fi)r my journey, and had received 
already as choice a Company of Gentlemen fi>r my Atttndains, 
as I diinkever fbUowed an Ambal&dor ; when fomc of my pri- 
vate Friends told me, that I was not to truft fo much to my

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Pay from the Exchequer^ buc tJiat ic was neceflary for me tD 
take Letters of Credit with me, for as much Money as I cou'd 
veil procure. Informing myielf hereupon who had fiirnifhed the 
laft Ambafl^orj I was told MonTieur Savage a Frenchman) 
coming to his Houfe I demanded whether he wou'd help me with 
Moneys in France, as he had done the laft Ambaflador; he 
faid, he did not know me, but wouM inform himfelf better who 
1 was i departing thus from him, I went to Sigr. Burlamacchi, a 
man of great credit in thofe times, and demanded of him die 
iame ; his Anfwer was, that he knew me to be a man of honor, 
and I had kept my word with every body ; whereupon alfo going 
to his Study, gave me a Letter of Credit to one MonQcur de 
Langherac in Paris, for 2000 /. fterling : I then demanded what 
Security he expefted for this Money i he laid, he wou'd have 
nothing but my promife j I told him he had put a great obliga* 
tion upon me, and that I wou'd ftrivc to acquit myfelf of ic 
-the beft I cou'd. 

Having now a good fome of Money m my Co^rs, and this 
Letter of Credit, I made ready for my journey ; the day I went 
out of London I remember was the fame in which Queen Ann 
-was carried to burial, which was a lad Spectacle to all that 
had occaficn to honor her. My firll night's joinney was to 
Gravefend, where being at Supper in my Inn, Monfieur Savage 
formerly mentioned c^me to me, and told me, tliat whereas I 
had fpoken to him for a Letter of Credit, he had made one 
. which he thought wcu'd be to my contentment i I demanded 
.to whom it was directed } he faid to Monfieur Talkmant and 
. .. Ram- 
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Rambouillet In Paris i I aflicd then what they were worth F be 
laid above one hundred thouiand Founds fterling ; I demanded 
for how much this L<ettcr of Credit was ? he faid for as much 
as I fliou'd have need of: I afked what fecuritT' he required? 
he faid nottung but my word> which he had heard was in- 
violable. 

From Gravefcnd, by cafy joiuneys, I went to Dover, whei^e 
I took Shipping, with a Train of an hundred and odd perfons, 
end arrived fliortly after at Calais, where I remember my Cheer 
was twice as good as at Dover, and my Reckoning half as 
cheap i from whence I went to Boulogne, Monftrevile, Abbevile, 
Amiens, and in two days thence to St. Dennis near Paris, 
where I was met with a great Train of Coaches, that were 
fcnt to receive me, as alfo by die Mafter of the Ceremonies, 
and MonQeur Mennon my fellow Scholar, with Monlieur Di- 
fancour, who then kept an Academy, and brought with him 
a brave Company of Gendemeu on great Hories, to.attend me 
into Towji. 

It was 'HOW Ibmewfaat late when I entered Paris, upo? a Sa- 
turday n^htt I was but newly fettled in my Ixxlfpng, when 
a Secretary of the Spanifli Ambafiador there, told me that tils 
X..c»d delired to have the firft Audience from mc, and there- 
fore, requeftcd he might ftc me the next morning i I replycd it 
was A day I gave wholy K) Devodon, and therefore intreated 
him to^ay 'till fome more convenient time: The Secretary re- 
plycd dot his Mafter did hold, it jio lefs holy ; howbeit that his

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by making Hawkes Ry at all little Birds in hb Gardens, and 
by making fome of thofe little Birds again catch Butter-flies j and 
had the King ufed him for no other purpofe, he might have been 
tolerated ; but as, when the King came to a tiper age. the go^ 
vernment of publick Affairs was drawn chiefly from his Coun&Usi 
not a few errors were committed. 

The Queen-mother, Princes, and Nobles of that kingdom re- 
pined that his advices to the King Ihou'd be fo prevalent, which 
alfo at laft caulcd a Civil War in that Kii^om. How unfit this 
man was for the credit he had with the King may be argued by 
this ; that when there was question made about fome bufinefs in 
Bohemia, he demanded whether it was an inland Country, or lay 
upon the Sea ? and thus much for the prefent of the King and his 
Favorite. 

After my Audience with the King, I had another from the 
Queen, being fifter to the King of Spain i I had little to fay 
wnto her, but fome CompIeniCDts on the King my matter's par^ 
but fuch Complements as her fex and quality were capable of. 
This Queen was exceedingly fair, like thofe of the Houfe of 
Auftria, and together of fo mild and good a Conditi(Hi, Ihe was 
never noted to have done ill offices to any, but to have medi- 
ated as much as was pofljble for her, in fatis&ftion of thole 
who had any fuit to die King, as &r as dieir Caufe wou'd 
bear. She had now been married divers years without having 
any Chiklren, *thd fo ripe for diem, that nothing fcemed to be 
wanting on her part. I remember her the more particularl]^ 

that 
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that Ihc Ihcwe'd publickly at my Audiences that favor to me, as 
not only my fervants but divers others took notice of it. After 
this my firft Audience, I went to fee Monfieur de Luyncs, and 
the principal Minifters ctf State, as alfo the Princes and Princeflesj 
and Ladies then in the Court, and pardcularly the Pruicefs of 
Conti, from whom I carried the Scarf formerly mendoned i and 
this is as much as I fiiall declare in this place, concerning my 
Negotiation with the King and State j my purpofe being, if God 
fends me Life, to fet them forth apart, as teving the Copies of 
all my' Difpatches in a great Trunk, in my Houfe in London ; 
and conQdering that in the time of my ftay ' there, there were 
divers Civil Wars in that Country, and that the Prince now 
King, pafled- with my I^rd of Buckingham and others through 
France into Spain ; and the Bufinefa of the Eleftor Palatine in 
Bohemiaj and the Battle of Prague, and divers other memorable 
accidents both of State and War, happened during the time of 
my employment ; 1 conceive a Narration of them may be worth 
Ae feeing to them who have it not from a better hand ; I Ihall 
only therefore relate here, as they come into my memory, certain 
little palTages, which may ferve in fome pare to declare the Htftory 
of my Life. 

Coming back from Tours to Paris, I gave the bcft order I 
cou'd concerning the eipences of my Houfe, Family and Stable, 
that I might fettle all things as near as was pollible in a ccr- ' 
tain courfe, allowing according to the manner of France, fo 
many pounds of Beef, Mutton, Veal, and Pork, and fo much 
alio ia Turkeys, Colons, Fheaiants, Faitridgcs, and all other 
T Fowls, 
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Fowb, as alio. Pies and Tarts afcer tbe Froncli manner, atd 
after all this a dozen diihes. of Sweec-naeats every meal coo- 
ftandy : The ordering of thefe thing& ivas the heaxier tio me, due 
my wife flatly refuJed to come ov^ into France> as. being nom 
•oteted into a Ih>oplie, which alfo lud kcpc her without Chil- 
dren for many years : I was conftrained thcrotbre to make idh 
of a Steward who was undcnflanding and diligent, but no very 
honeft ram : My chiof SecKtary was William. Bofwell,, now the 
Kite's Ag^nc in the Low-Conotreys. : My Seccetaiy fiir the 
French Tongue wac one Motificur Otzt£r> who afterwards wai. 
the King's A^oc in Fraocc : The GcndemaD of my Horfe was. 
Moafiew de Meny. wha afterwards commanded a looo Hoc& 
in the Wafs o£ Gerraaoy, aad pcoved s vory gallanc Gende- 
mao: Mr^ Cro&s wa«> one of my principal G^vlemei^ andtaftsr- 
^HC)ds. ntadc dso King'si Cupr^ttsaou! -, aod Thooisi. Caage. ihae «- 
Gidleae Wit,, the- King's C wer : Edmund Tavm-nar, w^co- 1 
mads my under Secrecany^ was. a&ermardf^ chiief: Seczceuy ta die- 
Lord Chaaiberbun >. and one Mr. Smith,. Secretary to. die Earl of 
Northumbcrlaadi] L nomiaav du£t, »id cou'ds nsinjE noocey diat- 
canoe to necy good forfiimas aixttwacdfe> bacau& I may verifie- 
that which. I faid before^, concerning, the Gentlemen that aiConded

iU intetiigence with each othari. infonnidit that one Bucfcly' com^ 
m^ thoii tot me,, laid: he was ai^anked and htvt upon Poncneu^ 
only, becaufc he was an Eogliihman : lievcrchslefs aftev I had been 
ia Paiis.abQut a.moi^ all eke Eng^ wue fit wetoatne tfaacheiv 
t that 
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that no oriier nation was Co acceptable imoi^ them, infomucK 
that my Gentlemen having a quarrel with fome debauched Frflich, 
who in their drunkennefi quarrelled with them, divers principall 
Gentlemen of thac nation offered themfclvcs to aflSft my People 
with their Swords. 

It haj^ned. ooe day dut my cozen Oliver Herfrtrt and 
Geoi^e Radoey, beif^ Gentlemen who atteoifed nie> and Hcnt^ 
Whitcin^nun ray Bvder, bad e quarrd with Ibme French, tipotk 
I know not what frivolous occafion; it hafr^wned fny cozen 
Oliver Herbert had for his oppofiti; a Fencer* behiti^g to the 
Prince of CondS, who was dangeroufly hurt by him in divers 
phces i but ax the Houfe or Hbftel «f the Kince of Cohd£ 
was not ^ 0% and himfelf welt-bdovcd in thafe qtfanersi th6 
French In g^eat mukicudes ariling, drove twty the three above 
mentioned into my Houfe, purfuing them withm the Gates t I 
perceiving tlus at a Window, ran but widi my Sword, which 
the Pe<^le no iboner faw, but dKj fled again as faft as ever 
they entered j ttowfoever the Prince of Conde his Fentxr waii 
in that danger of lus Life, that Ofircr Herbert was forced M 
6y France, whkh that he might do the better> I paid tbft (aid 
Fencer 200 Crowns, or 60 pounds fterlin^ &r his Hurt and 
Cures. 

The Plague now being hot in Pais, I defired rfie Duke of 

Montmorency to lend me the Ci^tk of Merlou, whew I lived 

in the time of his mc^ noble father, which he willingly granted : 

Removing ihither I enjoyed chat fweet Place and Countrey, 

T a wherein 
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wherein I found not a few that welcomed mc out of their an- 
cient acquaintance. 

On the one- fide of me was die Baron de Montaterre of the 
reformed Religion, and Monfieur dc BouteviUe on the other, who 
'tho young at that time, proved afterwards to be that brave Ca- 
valier which all France did fo much celebrate : In both their 
Caftles likewiie were Ladies of much beauty and difcretion, and 
pardciUarly a G&er of BouteviUe^ thought to be one of the chief 
Perfeftions of the time, whofe company yielded Ibme divertlfe". 
ment whea my publick occafions. did fuffer it^ 

Winter being now come, I returned to my Houlc in Paris, 
and prepared for renewing the Oath of Alliance betwixt die two 
Crowns,, for which, as I feid formerly I had an extraordinary 
CommiQion ; neverriiclcfs the King put off theBufinefs to as long 
a time as he well could.. In- the mean while Prince Henry of 
Naflau, brother to Prince Maurice, coming to Paris, was met 
and much welcomed by me, as being obliged to him, no lefs than 
to his brother in the Low-Countreys. This Prince and all his 
Train were feafted by me at Paris with an-ioo Dilhcs, eoftii^ aa 
J remember, in all loo /. 

The French King at laft refolving upon a day for performing 
^e Ceremony, betwixt the two Cixwns abovemention'd j myfelf 
and all my Train put ourfelves into that fumptuous Equipage 
that 1 remember it coft me oneway or another above looo/. 
And truly the. magnificence of it was fuch, as a litrie French Book 

was 
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was prefently printed thereof: This being done I refided here in 
the quality of an ordinary AmbafTadorr 

And now 1 Ihall mention fome particular Paffages concerning 
myfelf, without ent'ring yet any way into the whole frame and 
context of my Negotiation, referving them, as I faid before, to 
a particular Treatifej I fpcnt my Time much in the Vifits of 
the Princes, Counfell of State, and great Perfons of the French 
kingdom, who did ever punftualty requite my Vifits : The like 
I did alfo to the chief Ambafladors there, among whom, the 
Venetian, Low Countrey, Savoy, and the united Princes in Ger- 
many Ambafladors did bear me that refpeft, that they ufually 
met in my Houfe, to advife together concerning the great Af- 
fairs of that time : For as the Spaniard then was fo potent 
that he fecmed to affeft an univerfal NTonarchy, all the abovemen- 
tioned Ambafladors did in one common Intereft ftrive to opp^fe 
him: All our endeavours yet cou'd not hinder, but thac he 
both publickly prevailed in his Attempts abroad, and privately 
did corrupt divers of the principal Minifters of State in this 
kingdom. I came to djfcovcr this by many ways, but by none 
more effectually than by tlie means of an Italian, who returned 
over by Letters of Exchange the Moneys the Spanifh Ambaf- 
fedor received for his eccafions in France ; for I pcrceiv'd that 
when the faid Italian was to receive any extraordinary great" 
iiim for the Spanilh Ambaffador's ufe, the whole face of Affairs 
was prefently changed, infomuch that neither my Reafons, nor 
the Ambaffiidors abovementioned how valid foever could pre- 
vaili. the yet afterwards we found means together to reduce Af- 
fairs. 
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fairs to their former train j "tifl fame other new grew fun* 
coming to rhe Spanifli Ambaflador's hand, and from thence to the 
aforcfaid Minifters of State, altered all. Howbeit divers Vifiti 
pjft: betwixt the Spanifh AmbaBador and myfdf, in one of 
which he told me that tho our Intej-efts were divert, yet w« 
might continue friend0iip m our particular pcrfons j for &id he# 
it can be no occafion of offence betwixt U5, that each of ui 
ftrive the befl: he can to ferve the King his msfter : I diflikecl 
not his Reafims, tho yet I cou'd not omit to tdl him that I 
wou'd maintain the dignity of the King my msfter the bcft I 
cou'd ; and this I laid becaufe the Spanilh Ambaffitdor had tricen 
place of the Englifli in the time of Henry the fourth in tfaa 
falhion, they both meeting in an Anti-chamber co die Secretar|r 
of State, the Spanilh Ambaffador leaning to die Wall in that 
pofture that he took the hand of die Englilh Ambafiador, faid 
pubHckly, I hoM this pla^e in the right of the King my nufter^ 
which fmall punftilio being not refented by our Ambaffador a£ 
that time, gave the Spaniard occafion to bragg that he had 
taken the hand from our Ambaflador. This made mc morft 
watchfiiU to regain the honor which the Spaniard pretend^ ta 
have gotten herein, fo that tho the AmbafladcH* in his Vilics 
often repeated the words abovementioned, being m Spaniili, 
Que cada uno haga lo que pudiere por fu amo j let every 
man do the befl he can for his maQ;er; I attended the occs'' 
fion to right my mafler ; it happened one day that both of ua 
going to the French King for our feveral Afl^rs, the Spanilh' 
AmbalEdor between Paris and Eftampes, being upon his way 
before me in his Coach^ with a Train of abeut 16 or 1 8 per- 

lORS 
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fens oa horfdjack, I ibilowing him in my Coach with about 
»o or 14 Horfe, found that either I muft go the Spanifh 
pace, which is How, or if I haded to pa& him, that I mull: 
hazard the fuffering of fome AiFrant like unto that our former - 
Ambaflador received ; propofing hereupon to my gentlemen the 
whole bufmefs, I told them tl^t I meant to redeem the honor 
•f the King my mafter ibme way or other, demanding further 
Irfcethcr they would affift me ? which they promifing, I bid tlic 
Coachman drive on ; the Spanilh Ambaflador feeing me approach,, 
and imagining what my intention was, fent a Gentleman to me, 
to tell me he defired to ialute me, irfiich I accepting, the Gen- 
tkman rettimed to the Ambalfador, who aligJidng from his 
Coach attended me in the middle of the Highway, which being 
perceiv'd by me 1 alighted alfo, when fome extravagant Com-" 
l^ements having poft betwtxt us, the Spanilh Ambatiadof took, 
his leave of me, went to a dry dicch not hr ol^ upon pre- 
tsncc oS maldog water, but indeed to hold the upper hand of 
ms whiJe I paft by in my Coach, which being obferved by me 
1 left my Coach, and getring upon a Ipare Horfe I had there,. 
node ioflo die laid dry ditch, an<4 eeQing him aloud,^ that I knew 
w«U why be flood there,, bid him afterwards gee to his Coach,, 
for I muft ride that way : the Spanilh Ambaflador who under- 
flxxxl me well, went to his Coach grumbling and difconientedi, 
*tho yet neither hs tior his Train did any more than look one 
mpm anochci in a eonfofed manner ; my Coach this while pair- 
ing by the Ambaffadoc on the Same fide I wa«, I Ihordy after 
leic my Horic and got iota it *. It hap'ncd this while, that one 
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of my Coacli Hoi-ri^s having loft a Shoe, T thought fit to ftay* 
at a Smith's Forge, about a quarter of a mile before ; this Shoe 
ccu'd not be put on fo foon, buc that the Spanifli AmbafTador 
overtook us, and might indeed have pall \\s, but that he thought 
I wou'd give him another A6fronti attending therefore the 
Smith's leafure, he ftayed in die Highway to our no little ad- 
rr.iration, untill my Horfe was ftiocd ; we continued our journey 
to Eftampes, the Spanilh Ambaflador following us ftiU at a good 
diftancc. 

I Ihou'd fcarce have mentioned this FalTage, but that the Spa- 
niards do fo much Hand upon their Pundonores j for confirming 
■wliereof I have thought- fit to remember the Anfwer a Spanilh 
Ambafiador made to Philip the Second King of Spain, who find- 
ing fault with him for neglecting a Bufincfs of great Importance 
in Italy, becaufc he cou'd not agree with the French Ambafiador 
about fome fuch Pundonore as this, faid to him, Como a dexado 
una Cofa di tmportancia per una ceremonia ! How, have you left 
a Bufinefs of importance for a ceremony ! The Ambafllador boldly 
replied to his mafter, Como por una ceremonia ! Vuefla Majefta 
mifma no es fino una ceremonia j How, for a ceremony ? Your 
Majefty's felf is but a ceremony. 

Howfoever the Spanilh Ambaflador taking no notice publickly 
of the Advantage I had of him herein, diflembled it as I heard 
'till he cou'd find fome fie occafion to refent this Paflage, which 
yet he never did to this day. 

Among 
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Among die ViGcs I render'd to the Grandees of France, one 
of the principal I made was to that brave General the Duke 
of Lefdigueres, who was now grown very old and deaf; his firft 
words to me were, Monfieur you niuft do me the honor to fpeak 
high, for I am deaf; my anfwer to him was. You was born to 
command and not to obey ; it is enough if others have Ears to 
hear you : This Complement took him much, and indeed I have 
a Manufcript of his Military Precepts and Obfcrvations, which I 
value at a great Price. 

I ihall relate now fome things concerning myfelf, which 'tho 
they may feem fcarce credible yet before God are true : I had 
been now in France about a year and an half when my Tay- 
lour, Andrew Henly of Bafil, who now lives in Blackfryars, 
demanded of me half a yard of Satin to make me a Suit more 
than I was accuftomed to give, of which I required a Reafon, 
faying, I was not fatter now than when I came to France ; he 
anfwered. It was true, but you are taller; whereunto when I 
wou'd give no credit, he brought his old meafures, and made 
it appear that they did not reach to their jull places ; I told 
him I knew not how this hap'ned, but howfoever he fliou'd 
have half a yard more, and that when I came into England I 
wou'd clear the doubt, for a little before my departure thence, 
I remember William Earl of Pembrook and myfelf did meafure 
heights together at the requcft of the Countefs of Bedford, and 
he was then higher than I by about the breadth of my little 
finger ; at my return therefore into Elngland J meafured again 
with the fame Earl, and to both our great wonders found my- 
U felf 
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felf taller than he by the breadth of a little finger; wTiich 
growth of mine I cou'd attribute to no other caufe but to my 
Quartan Ague formerly mentioned, which when it quitted me, 
left me in a more perfeft health than I formerly enjoyed, and 
indeed difpofed me to fome follies which I afterwards repented 
and do ftill repent ofj but as my wife refufed to come over, 
and my Temptations were great, I hope the feults I committed 
ar? the more pardonable ; howfoever I can fay truly, that whether 
in France or England, I was never in a Bawdyhoufe, nor ufed 
my Pleafures intemperately, and much lefs did accompany them 
with that Diffimulation and Falfehood which is commonly found 
in men addided to love women: To conclude this Paffage, 
which I unwillingly mention, I mull proteft again before God, 
that I never delighted in that or any other Sin, and that if I 
tranfgreffed fometimes in this kind, it was to avoid a greater lU ; 
for certainly if I had been provided with a lawfol remedy, I fliou'd 
have faiien into no extravagancy : I cou'd extenuate my &ult by 
telling circumflances which wou'd have operated I doubt upon 
the chafteft of mankind, but I forbear, thofe things being not 
fit to be Ipoken of; for tho the Philofophers have accounted 
tliis a£t to be Inter honefta fadtu, where ncidier injury nor vio- 
lence was offered, yet they ever reckoned it among the Turpia 
di£tu i I Ihall therefore only cell fome other things alike ftrange 
of myfelf. 

I weighed myfelf in Ballances often with men lower than my- 
felf by the head, and in their bodies flenderer, and yet was found 
lighter than they, at Sir John Davcrs Knight, and Richard Grif- 
fiths 
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fiths now living can witnefi, with both whom I have been weighed ; 
I had alfo, and have ftill a pulfe on the Crown of my Head ; it 
is well known to thofe that wait in my Chamber, that the Shirts, 
Waiftcoats, and other Garments I wear next my Body are fweet, 
beyond what either eafily can be believed, or hath been ob- 
ferved in any elfe, which fweetnefs alfo was found to be in my 
Breath above others, before I ufed to take Tobacco, which to- 
wards my latter Time I was forced to take againft certain Rheumes 
and Catarres that trouble me, which yet did not taint my Breath 
for any iMig time ; I fcarce ever felt cdd in my Life, 'tho yet fo 
fubjeil to Catarres, that I think no man ever was more obnoxious 
to it i all which I do in a familiar way mention to my poftcrity, 
tho othcrwife they might be thought fcarce worth the writing. 

The efFeft of my being fent into France by the King my 
mafter, being to hold all good Intelligence betwixt both Crowns, 
my employment was both noble and pleafing, and my pains not 
great, France having no dcfign at that time upon England, and 
King James being tliat pacifick Prince all the world knew. 
And thus befides the times I ipent in Treaties and Negotia- 
tions, I had either with the Minifters of State in France, or 
foreign Amballadors refiding in Paris, I had (pare time not only 
fw my Book but for Vifits to divers Grandees, for Utde more 
ends than obtaimng -fome Intelligence of the Affairs of that 
kingdom and civil Converfation, for which dieir free, generoui 
and cheerful Company was no little motive j peribns of all qua-* 
lity being fo addi&cd to have mutual Entert^ment with each 
U 2 other. 
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other, that in calmc Weather one might find all the noble and 
good Company in Paris of botli fexes, either in the Garden of 
the TuUleries or in the Park of Bois de Vincennes, they think- 
ing it almoft an Incivility to refufe their Prefencc and free Dif- 
courfe to any who were capable of coming to thofe places, either 
under the recommendation of good Parts, or but fo much as Iiand- 
fome Cloths and a good Equipage j when foul Weather was, they 
ipent their time in Vifits at each others Houfes, where they inter- 
changed civil Difcourfes, or heard Miifick, or fell to Dancing, 
uling according to the manner of that Countrey all the rea{bnable 
Liberties they cou'd with their Honor ; while their manner was 
either in the Garden of the Tuilleries or elfewhere, if any one 
difcourfing wich a Lady did fee fome other of good faihion ap- 
proach to her, he wou'd leave her and go to fome other Lady, he 
who converfed with her at that time quieting her alfo and going to 
fome other, that fo Addrefies might be made equal and free to aU 
without fcRiple on any part, neither was exception made or quar- 
rel begun upon thefe terms. 

It hap'ncd one day that I being ready to return from the 
Tuilleries, about eight of the Clock in the Summer, with Inten- 
tion to write a Difpatch to the King about fome Intelligence 
1 had received there, the Queen attended with her principal 
ladies, without fo much as one Cavalier, did enter the Garden; 
1 ftayed on one fide of an Alley there to do my Reverence 
to her and the refi, and fo return to my Houfe, when the 
Queen perceiving me ftaid awhile as if Ilie cxpefted I fhou'd 

attend 
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attend her, but as I ftirrcd not more than to give her that 
great Refpeft I owed her, the Princefs of Conti who was next 
called me to her, and laid I muft go along wich her, but I 
excufing myfelf upon occafion-of a prcfent Dil'patch which i was 
to make unto his Majefly, the Dutchefs of Ancador who fol- 
lowed her came to me, and faid I muft not refufe her, where- 
upon leading her by her arms according to the manner of that 
Countrey, the Princefs of Comi offended that I had denied her 
that. Civility, which I had yielded to anothen took me off, after 
flie had demanded the confent of the Dutchefs, but the Queeo 
then alfo ftaying I left the Princefs, and with all due Humility, 
went to the Queen and led her by the arms, walking thus to 
a place in the Garden where fome Orange Trees grew, and 
here difcourfing with her Majefty bare-headed, fome fmall fiiot 
fell on both our heads j the occafion whereof was this, the King 
being in the Garden and (hooting at a Bird in the Air, which 
he did with much perfeftion, the defcent of his ihot fell juft 
upon us ; the Queen was much ftartled herewith, when I com- 
ing nearer to her, demanded whether Ihe had received any harm ; 
to which (he anfwertng no, and therewith taking two or three 
fmall pellets from her hair, it was thought fit to fend a Gardi- 
ner to the King, to tell him that her Majefty was there, and 
that he (hou'd (hoot no more that way, which was no fooner 
heard among the Nobles that attended him, but many of them 
leaving him came to the Queen and Ladies, among whom was 
•Monficur le Grand, who finding the Queen ftill difcourfing with

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me ftolc behind her, and letring fall gently fome Comfits he 
had in his pocket upon the Queen's hair, gave her occafion to 
apprehend that fome ihot had fallen on her again -, turning here- 
upon to Monfieur le Grand, I faid that I marvelled that fo 
old a Courtier as he was cou'd find no means to entertain 
Ladies but by making them afraid; but the Queen Ihordy 
after returning to her Lodging, I took my Leave of her and came 
home : All which FaHage I have thought fit to fet down, the 
Accident above-mentioned being fo Itrange, that it can hardly be 
parellel'd. 

It fell out one day that the Prince of Condc coming to my 
Houfc, fome Speech happ'ned concerning the King my mafter, 
in whom tho he acknowledged much Learning, Knowledge, Cle- 
mency, and divers other Vertues, yet he (aid he had heard that 
the King was much given to Curfing ; I anfwered that it was 
out cf his Gentlenefs j but the Prince demanding how curfing 
cou'd be a Gentlenefs ? I replied yes, for tho he cou'd punilh 
men himfelf, yet he left them to God to punilh ; which defence 
of the King my mafter was afterwards much celebrated in tht 
French Court. 

• Monfieur de Luines continuing ftill the King's Favorite, ad- 
vifed him to war againft his Subjeds of the reform'd Religion 
in France j faying he wou'd neither be a great Prince as long 
as he fuffered fo puii^t a Party to remain within his Domi-

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nions, nor cou'd juftljr ftile himfclf the moft Chriftian King, as 
long as he permitted fuch Hereticks to be in that great num- 
ber they were, or to hold thofe ftrong places which by publick 
£di£t were aOigned to them, and therefore that he fliou'd ex- 
tirpate them as the Spaniards had done the Moors, who are 
all banilhed into other Countreys, as we may find in their Hif- 
tories: This Counfell th6 approved by the young King was yet 
difiiked by orfier grave and wife Perfons about him, and par- 
ticularly by the Chancellor Sillcry and the Prelident Jaonin, wha 
thought better to have a Peace which had two Religions, diati 
a War that had none. Howbeit the Defign of Luines was ap- 
plauded, not only by the Jefuit Party in France, but by fome 
Princes and other martial Perfons, infomuch that the * Duke of 
Guifc coming to fee me one day, faid that they fhou'd never 
be happy in France, 'till thofe of the Religion were rooted out ; 
I anfwer'd that I wonder'd to hear him fay fo ; and the Duke 
demanding why, I replied that whenfoever thofe of the Reli- 
gion were put down, the turn of the great Perfons, and Gover- 
nors of Provinces of that kingdom would be next : and that 
tho' the prefent King were a good Prince, yet that their luccef- 
fors may be otherwife, and that men did not know how foon 
Princes might prove Tyrants when they had nothing to fearj 
which Speech of mine was fatal, (ince thofe of the Relipoo 
were no fooner reduced into that weak condition in which now 
they are, but the Governors of Provinces were brought lowcr^ 
and curbed much in their power and authority, and the Duko

of

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of Guifc firft of them all, fo that I doubt not but my words 
were well remembered. Howfocvcr the War now went on with 
much fervor, neither cou'd I difwade it, 'the' ufuig according 
to the Inllru^ons I had from the King my mafter many Ar- 
guments for that purpofe. I was told often, that if the Re- 
formation In France had been like that in England, where they 
obferved we retained the Hierarchy together with decent Ritea 
and Ceremonies in the Church, as alfo hohdays in the memory 
of Saints, Mufick in Churches, and divers other Teftimonies, 
both of glorifying God and giving honor and reward to Learning, 
they cou'd much better have tolerated it j but fuch a rafli and 
violent Reformation as theirs was, ought by no means Co be ap- 
proved i whcreunto I anfwered, that tho the Caufes of departing 
from the Church of Rome were taught and deUvered by many 
fober and modcft perfons, yet that the" Reformation in great 
part was afted by the common people, whereas ours began at 
the Prince of State, and therefore was more moderate ; which 
Reafon I found did not difpleafe them: I added fiirther then, 
that the reform'd Religion in France wou'd eafily enough admit 
an Hierarchy, if they had fufficient means among them to main- 
tain it, and that if their Churches were as fair as thofe which 
the Roman Catholicks had, they wou'd ufe the more decent forts 
of Rights and Ceremonies, and together like well of Organs and 
Quires of Singers, rather than make a Breach or Schifm on that 
occafion ; as for holidays I doubted not but the principal Perfons, 
and Minifters of their Religion wou'd approve it much better 
than the common People, who being Labourers and Artizens for 
the moft part, had the advantages for many more days than the 

Roman 
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Roman Catholicks for getting their living j howfoever that thore 
of the Religion had been good Cautions to make the Roman 
Catholick Priefts if not better, yet at Icaft more wary in their 
lives and Aftionsi it being evident that fince the Reformation 
ijcg^n among thofe of the Religion, the Roman Catholicks had 
divers ways reformed themfelvcs, and abated not only much of 
dieir power they ufurped over LaIcs, but were more pious and 
continent than formerly. Laftly that thofe of the Religion ac- 
knowledged folely the King's Authority in government of all 
A^rs, whereas the other fide held the regal Power, not only 
inferior in divers points, but fubordinate to the Papal, nothing 
of which yet ferved to divert Monfieur de Luines, or the King 
&om their Refolutions. 

. Tlie ^ing having ncfw afleitibkd an Army, and madefomc 
progrefs ^unft thofe of the Religion, I had Inftru^on fent me 
from the King my mafter to mediate a Peace, and if I could 
not prevul therein, to ufe fome fuch words as may both argue 
his MajeHy's Care of chem of the Religion ; and t(^ther to lec 
the French Kbg know, that he would not peraut their total 
ruin and cxterpation. The King was now going to lay Siege 
to St. Jean d'Angely, when myfelf was newly recovered of a 
Fever at Paris, in which, befides the help of many able Phyfi- 
tians, I had the comfort of divers vifits from many principal 
Grandees of France, and particularly the Frincefs of Conti, who 
wou'd fet by my BedGde two or three hours, and with cheerful 
difcourfe entertain me, tho yet I was brought fo low, that I cou'd 
Icarce return any thing by way of anfwcr but thanks j the com- 
X maxul 
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mand yet which I received from the King my mt&er quickened 
mej infomuch that by Qo-vr degrees I went into 1117 Coach to- 
gether with my Train towards St Jean d'Angely i being arrived 
within a fmatl diftance of that f^e> I found by divers cir< 
cuir.llances that the effe£t of my Negotiation had been cKfco- 
vered from England, and that I was not welcome thither : how- 
beit havit^ obtained an audirace from the King^ I expofed what 
I had in charge to lay to him, to wluch yet I received no odier 
AnArer bat that I ihou'd go to Monfieur de Luincs, by whom 
I flkou'd know his Majefty's Intention. Repairing thus to 
him I did find outwardly good reception, th6 yet I did not 
know bow c^nnii^y he proceeded to bttray and fruftrate my 
«ndcavours for thofe of the Religion j for hidir^ a Gentlemen 
called Monfieur Amaud behind the Hangings in lus Chamber, 
who was then of the Rdi^n, but had promifed a rtvcit ta 
tjie King's fide j this Gentleman, as he himlelf ceitfeAcd after' 
vards to the Earl of Cariiile, had in chaige to relate mao thoCc 
of the ReL'^on, how little help they might cspeA from me, 
when he flimtid tcli them the Anfwcrs which Monfieur de Ltiincs 
Biftde mci fitting thus in a Chair before Monfieur de Luines, 
be dcnwndcd the efieft of my Bufinefi j I anTwered tfiat the 
King my mafler commanded me to medii^e a Peace betwhct his 
Majefty and his Sub}e£ts of the Religion, and that I deliired to 
4o it in all diofe fiur and cqod Terms whidi might (land with 
ikt honor of France and the good Intelligence betwixt die two 
kingdoms i t» which he returned this rude Anfwer only. What 
hath the King your mafter to do with our Actions ? Why doth 
be meddle with our AAin ? My Reply was, That the King 
t my 
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TAJ maSta ought not co give an Account of the reafon which 
induced hkn hereunto, uid for me it was enough to obey him ; 
howboit if he did alk me in more gentle Terms, I Ihou'd do 
At bcft I cou'd to gjre him fatB&fUon i to which tho he an- 
fWttcd no more thui the word Bien, or well, I purfuing wf 
Inftruftitm faid, That the King my tmfter ac<;otding to the 
Anutual Stipulation betwixt Henry the fiiurth and himfclf, that 
the furvivor of «ther of them -Ihou'd procure the Tranquility 
and Peace of the other's Eftatc, had lent tlus melTage, and that 
he had not only teftifled thta hi» pious Inclination heretofore in 
the lace Civil Wars of France, but wa« defirous on this occafios 
alfo to (how how much he ftood afieAcd to the good of the 
kingdom i befides he hoped that when Peace waa eftabUlhed here, 
that the French King might be the more eafily difpofed co affift 
Che Palatine, whe was an ancient Friend and AUie of the 
French Crown. His Reply to this was. We wiB have none of 
your Advices -, whereupon I faid. That I took Aoit words for 
an Anfwer, and was lorry only thac they did not underAaad 
fufficiently die Affedton and Good-will of the King my maftn-f 
And lince they rejefted it upon thole Temas, I had in charge 
to tell him. That we knew very wdl what we had to do. 
Luines Iteming offended herewidi, faid. Nous ne toub craignoos 
pas, or we are not afhud of you ; I replied hereupon. That if 
you had fiud you had not loved us, I Ibould have believed 
you, but Ihou'd have returned you another Anfwerj in ikt mewi 
whSe that I had no more to fay than what I told him £or' 
merly, which was that we knew what we had to do. This 'thd 
liunewhat I^ than was in my Inlbu^onSi £> ^[;ercd himi that 
X s in 
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in much paHion he fiid. Par Dicu fi vous n'edes Monficur I'An^ 
baffadeur, je vous traitterois d'un' autre iotta by God if you 
were not Monficur Ambaflador, I wou'd «fe you after another 
^ion. My Anfwer was. That as I was an Ambaflador, fo I 
was alfo a Gendeman, and therewithal! laying my hand upon 
the hilt of my Sword, told him, there was that which (hou'd 
make him an Anfwer, and fo arofe from my Chair ; to which 
Monfieur de Luines made no Reply, but arifuig likewife from 
his Chair offered civilly to accompany me to the Door ; but I 
telling him there was no occaGon for him to ufe Ceremony af- 
ter fo rude an Entertainment, I departed from him ; frY>m thence 
returning to my Lodg^, I fpent three or four days afterwards 
in feeing the manner of the French Difcipline in making ap- 
proaches to Towns; at what dme I remember, that going in 
my Coach within reach of Cannon, tbofe in the Town imag^- 
ing me to be an Enemy, made many Shots agaitA me, which 
fo affrighted my Coachman that he durft drive no farther, where- 
upon alighting I bid him put the Horfes out of danger j and 
notwithftandiog many more Shots made againft me, went on 
loot to the Trenches, where one Seaton a Scotchman conduc- 
ing me, Ihewed me their Works, in which I found little dif- 
fering from the Low Countrey manner. Havbg fadsfied myfclf 
in this manner, I thought fit to take my leave of the King 
being at Cc^nac, the City of St. Jean d'Angely being now fur- 
rendered unto him;, coming thus to a Village not far from 
Cognac, about ten of the Clock at night, I found all the Lodg- 
ings poffefled by Souldiers, fo that alighting in the Market-place, 
I fenc my Servants to the Ions to get fomc Provifioo, who bring- 
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ing me onl^ lis Rya Loaves, which I was doubtful] whether t 
ihou'd beftow on myfelf and Company, or on my Horfes, Mon- 
ficur dc Fonts, a French Nobleman of the Religion, attended 
■with a brave Train, hearing of my being there, ofFer'd me Lodg- 
ing in his Caftle near adjoyning: 1 told him it was a great 
Courtefie at that time, yet I cou'd not with my Honor accept 
it, iince I knew it wou'd indanger him, my BuGnefs to thole 
Parts being in favour of thofc of the Religion, and the chief 
Miniftcrt of State in France being jealous of my holding Intel- 
ligence with himt howbeit if he wou'd procure me Lodging in 
the T(iwn, I ftiould take ir kindly 1 Whereupon fending his Ser- 
vants rotind about the Town, he found at laft in the Houfe of 
one of his Tenants a Chamber, to which when he had coDdu<fted 
me, and together gotten fome Utde Accommodation for myfelf 
and Horfes, I defir^^d htm to depart to his Lodgings, he being 
dien in a place, which his Enemies the King's Souldiers had pof- 
feffed : All which was not fo filcndy carried but that the faid 
Nobleman was accufcd afterwards at the French Court upon fuf- 
pidon of holding Correfpondence with me, whereof it was my 
fortune to clear him. 

- Coming next day to Cognac, the Marefchall de St. Geran, my 
noble friend, privately met me, and faid I was not in a place 
of furety there> as having offended Monfieur de Luines who was 
.the King's Favorite, dcfiring me withall to advife what 1 had to 
do : I told him I was in a place of Surety wherefoever I had 
my Sword by my fide, and that I intended to demand Audi- 
ence of the King; which alfo being obtained, 1 found not fo 

cold 
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cold a reccprion as I thought to iiieet with j inibmudi thit f 
parted with his Mzjdty to «U outward ippesrance 4n very good 
Ttrma. 

From hence returning to P^ih Ihonly tSttr, I found tnyfttf 
welcome to aU thofe ^firHfte^8 of Stan there and Noble[i)en> viha 
either envied die Greamefs Or loved not the Infolonaes of Moa- 
fieur de Luines i by whom atfo I was told, that the f^d LuitKs 
had intended to fend a brother of his into England with an Am- 
bafljr, the effcft -whereof Ihou'd be chiefly to complain egamft mCf 
and to obtain that I fhou'd be repeal'd j and that he intended to 
relate the Paflages betwixt us at St. Jean d'Angdy in a much 
diffcrwit manner from tfiat I reported, and that he wou'd change 
me with giving the firft Offence. After dianks for this adver- 
tifement, I told them, my relation of the Bufinels betwixt us, in 
the manner I delivered, was true, and that I wou'd juftifie it with 
my Sword, at which rfiey being nothing fcanddized, wUhed me 
good fortune. 

The Ambaflador into England following fliordy afttt with a 
huge Train in a fumptuous manner, and an Accufation fram'd 
againft me, I was fcnt for home, of which I was glad, my pay- 
ment being fo ill, that I was run far into debt widi my Mer- 
chants, who had aflifted me now with 3 or 4000/. more thm 
I was able at the prefent to difcharge. Coming dius to Cour^ 
the Duke of Buckingham who was Aen my noWc friend, in« 
formed me at large of the objeftions reprefcnted by the French 
Ambaffadori to which when I had made my defence in the 

manner

manner above related, I added that I was ready to make good all 
ifaat I had feid widi my Sword j and Ihortly after I did in the 
prefence of his Majefty and the Duke of Buckingham,'humbly 
defire leave to fend a Trumpet to Monfieur de Luines> to offer 
him the Combate upon terms that paft betwixt us j which was 
HOC permitted, otherwife than that they wou'd take my offer into 
confideradon. Howfoever notice being publickly taken (^ this 
my defire, much occafion of Speech was given, every man that 
heard thereof much favouring me, but the Duke of Luines death 
following, ftiortly after, the Rufincfs betwixt us w^ ended, and I 
commanded to return to my former chaise in France. I did 
not yet prefently go as finding much difficulty to obtain the 
MfHieys due to me from the Exchequer, and therewith, as alfo 
hy my own Revenues, to fatisBe my Creditors in France. The 
• Earl of CarWle this while being imployed extraordinary Ambaf- 
Jador to France, brought home a conlirmation of the Paflages 
betwixt Monfiew de Luioes and myfelf, Monfieur de Arnaud, 
who ftood behind the Hanjpngs as above related, having verified 
all I faid, iiribmuch that the King my mafter was well fatisfied of 
my Truth. 

Having by this time deared aU my Debts, when demanding 
new Inflruftions from the King my mailer, the Earl of Cariifle 
brought me this Meflage, That his Majefty had that experience 
of my Abilides and Fidelity, thtf he wou'd give mc do Inflruc-

tions. 
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rions, but leave all things to my difcretign, as knowing I wou'd 
proceed with that -Circumfpeftion, as I Aiou'd be better able to 
difcern, upon emergent occaflons what was fit to be done, than 
that I Ihou'd need to attend direftiotis from hence, which befides 
that they wou'd be flow, might perchance be not fo proper, or 
correfpondent to the conjunifture of the great Af&irs then in agita- 
tion, bodi in France and CJermany, and other parts of Chriftendom, 
and that thefe things therefore muft be left to my Vigilance, 
Prudence, and Fidelity : Whereupcm I told his Lordftup that I 
took this as a fingular exprefGon of the Truft his Majejly repofed 
in me ; howbeit that I defu'cd his Liordfhip to pardon me, if I 
laid I had herein only received a greater Power and Latitude 
to err i and that I durft not truft my Judgment fo far as that I 
wou'd prefume to anfwer for all Events, in fuch faftious and 
turbulent Times, and therefore again did humbly dcfire new In- 
ftru£tions, which I promifed punftually l» follow. The f^irl of 
Carlifle returning hereupon to the King, brou^t mc yecno other 
Anfwer back dian that I formerly mention'd, and that his Majefty 
did fo much confide in me, that he wou'd limit me with no other 
Inftrudtions, but refer all to my Difcretion, promifing together 
that if Matters proceeded not as well as might be wiflit, he wou'd 
attribute the Default to any tJung rather than to my not perform- 
ing my Duty. 

Finding his Majefly thus refolved, I humbly took leave of 
him and my Friends at Court, and went to Monfieur Savage, 
vhen demanding of him new Letters of Credit, his Anfwer was. 
He cou'd not fiirnifb me as he had before^ there being no li-. 

mitcd 
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mited fum expreffed there, but that I Ihou'd have as much as 
I needed ; to which tho I anfwcred that I had paid all, yeC as 
Monlieur Savage replied that I had not paid it at the dme agreed 
On, he laid he cou'd fumifii me with a Letter only for three thou- 
fand Pounds, and neverthelefs that he was confident I fhou'd have 
more if I required it, which I found true, for I took up after- 
wards upon my Credit there as much more, as made in the whole 
five or fix thou&nd Founds. 

Conning thus to Paris I found myfelf welcomed by all the 
principal Perfons, no body that I found there being either of- 
fended with the Paflages betwixt me and Monfieur de Luines» 
or that were forty for his death, in which number the Queen*s 
Majefty feemed the raoft eminent perfon, as one who long fuice 
had hated him : Whereupon alfo I cannot but remember this 
Paflage, that in an Audience I had one day, from the Queen, I 
demanded of her how far (he wou'd have afiifted me with her 
good Offices againft Luincs ? She repUed, that what Caufe foever 
fhe might have to hate him, either by reafon or by force, they 
wou'd have made her to be of his fide ; to which I anfwered in 
Spanifh, No ay fcurce por las a Reyrwsj there is no force for 
Queens ; at which fhe fmiied. 

And now I began to proceed in all publick Affairs according 

to the Liberty with which my mafter was pleafed to honor me, 

confining myfelf to no Rules but thofe of my own Difcretion: 

My Negotiations in the mean while proving fo fuccefsfull, that 

Y during 
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during the remainder of my ftay there, his Majefly recdv'd much 
Jktis&dion concerning ray Carriage, as fuiding I had preserved' 
Ilia Hooor and Intereft in all great Afiairs then emergent in 
France, Germany, and other parts of Chrifttndom ; which Work 
Wing of great concernment I found the eafier, that his M«je- 
itics Ambafladors and Agents every where gave me perfect In- 
telligence of all that happened within their Precinftsj infomuch 
that from Sir Henry Wotton his Majcfty's Ambaflador at Ve- 
nice, who iivas a learned and witty Gendeman, I received all the 
News of Italy i as alio from Sir Ifaak Wake, who did more 
particularly acquaint me widi the BulincG of Savoy> * Valentioat 
and Switzerland ; from Sir Francis Netherlbic his Majcfty's Agent 
in Germany, and more particularly with the united Princes dicrc, 
on the behalf of his fon in law, the Palatine or Kit^ of Bo- 
hemia, I receiv'd all the News of Germany j from Sir Dudley 
Carlton his Majefty's Amballiidor in the Low-Countrys, I re- 
ceiv'd Intelligence concerning all the Affiurs of that State; and 
from Mr. William Trumball his Majefty's Agent at BnilTeis, all 
riic Afl^rs on that fide -, and laftly, from Sir Walter Afton his 
Majefty's Ambaflador in Spain, and after him from the Earl of 
Briftol and Lord Cottington, I had Intelligence from the Spanifli 
Court i out of all whofc relations .being compared together, I 
found Matter enough to direft my Judgment in all publick Pro- 
ceedings : Befidcs in Paris I had the chief Intelligence which came 
to either Monfieur de Langherac, the Low Countrey Ambafiador, 

• The Valtcliiie. 
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or Monfieur Poflek Agent for the unittd Princes in Germany^ 
and Sigr. Concarini Ambiflador for Venice, and Sigr. Giufcardi 
my particular Fnend* Agent for Maotoua, and Monfieur Guc- 
KCtn Ag«nt for the Palatine or King cf Bohemia, and. Monfieur 
ViUers for the Sotfie, and Monfieur Ainorant Agent for Geiteva, 
by wbofe means, upon the re&ltance of the fereral Adverttfcmcncs 
given me, I found what X had to do. 

The Wars in Germany were now hot, when fcveral French 
GemlenKn came to me for Recoearrtendations to the Queen of 
Bohemia, whofe Service they defired to advance, which alfo I 
performed as cffieAuaUy as I coa'd ; howbctt as after the Battle 
of Prague, the Impetial Side (eemed vhoUj to prevul, theft 
Gentlemen bad not the fadsfaftton eipefted. About this dme 
tlieDukedeCrouy, imployedfrom BraSbh Bo the French Court, 
cemii^ to fee me, faid by way of Rhodomoatade* as thd he wou'd 
not fpeak of our lOes, yet he £iw all die rcfl: «f the Worid 
muft bow under the Spaniard i to which I anfwered, God be 
thanked they arc not yet come to that pafi, or when they were, 
they have tins yet to comfort them, that at wodi they ffiou'd 
be but the fame whidi you are now ; which Speech of mine 
b«flg afterwards, I know not how divalged> was much ;^lauded 
by die French, as believing I intended that other Countreys 
Ihou'd be but imder the fame fevere Government to which die 
Duke of Crouy and thofe within the Spanifh Donuniona. wei« 
fiibjea. 

Yj It 
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It hap'ned one day that the Agent from Bruflels, and Am- 
baffador from the Low Countreys, came to fee me immediately 
one after the other, to whom I faid familiarly, that I thought that 
the Inhabitants of the parts of the feventcen Provinces, which 
.were under the Spaniards, might be compared to Horfes in a 
Stable, which as they were finely curried, dreft, and fed, fo they 
were well ridden alfo, fpurrcd, and gaUed : And that I thought 
the Low Countrcy men were like to Horfes at Grafs, which tho 
they wanted fo good keeping as the other had, yet might kap, 
kick, and fling, as miich as they wou'd; which freedom of mine 
difpleafed neither: Or if the Low Country Ambaflador did think 
I had fpoken a little too ftiarply, I pleafed him afterwards, when 
continuing my Difcourfe, I told hirii that the States' of the United 
Provinces had within a narrow room Ihiit up fo much warlike 
Provifion both by Sea and I^nd, and together demonftrated fuch 
Courage upon all occafions, that it feemed they had more need 
of Enemies than of Friends, which Compliment I found did 
pleafe him. 

. About this time the French being jealous that the King my 
inaftcr wou'd match the Prince his Son with the King of Spain's 
Sifter, and together relinquifli his Alliance with France, myfelf 
who did endeavour nothing nnore than to hold all good Intelli- 
gence betwixt the two Crowns, had enough to do. The Count 
de Gondomor pafling now fromSpain into England came to fee 
me at Paris, about ten of the Clock in the morning, when 
after feme Complements, he told me that be was to go towards 

England 
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England the next morning, aiid that he deCred my ' Coach to 
accompany him out of Town j I told him after a free and merry 
manner he Ihou'd not have my Coach, and that if he de- 
manded it, it was not becaufe he needed Coaches, the Pope's 
Nuntio, the Emperor's Ambaflador, the Duke of Bavaria's Agent, 
and others having Coaches enough to furnifh him, but becaufe 
he wou'd put a Jealoufie betwixt me and the French, as if I 
inclined more to the Spanifti fide than to theirs : Gondomor then 
-looking merrily upon me, faid, I will dine with you yctj I told 
him by his good favor he .Ihou'd oot dine with me at that 
time, and that when I wou'd entertain the Amba0ador of fo 
great a King as his, it Ihou'd not be upon my Ordinary, but 
that I wou'd make him a Feaft worthy of fo great a Perfon ; 
-howbeit that he might fee a&£t what manner I lived, 1 delired 
ibme of my Gentlemen to bring his Gentlemen into the Kitchen, 
where after my ufual manner were three Spits full of Mea^ 
divers Pots of boylcd Meat, and an Oven with ftore of Pyes in 
it, and a Dreiler Board covered with all manner of good Fowle, 
and fome Tarts, Pans with Tarts in them after the French 
.manner J after which being conduft^ to another Room, they 
werelheweda Dozen or fucteen Di(hes of Sweetmeats, all which 
.was but the ordinary allowance for my Table : The Spaniards 
Returning now to Gondomor told him what good Cheer they 
found, notwithftanding which I told Gondomor again that I de- 
fired to be excufed, if I thought this Dinner unworthy of him, 
and that when occafion were, I Ihou'd entertain him after a much 
better mannerj Gondomor hereupon coming near me> faid, he 

cfteemed 
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efteemed me ' much, and that he meant only to put a Trick 
upon me, which he found I had dikaver'd, and diac be thought 
diat an ERgbfliman had net known how to avoid handfbmety 
a Trick put upoa him uodeF fliew of Civitky } and that I «v«r 
.fhpu'd find him my Friend^ ajid wou'd do mc 9II the good 0(- ■ 
Bees he cou'd in England, which ^Jb h» really perforcR'd, as 
the Duke of Lcnex and the Eaple of Pwnbrook confirm'd to 
me ; Gondomor Jaytng te thetn, that I was a man fk fer Ita- 
f^ymtBC, and that- he thought Ei^liATnenj Bh4 otherwife- able 
Ferfons, knew not how to make a deaial handfomely, which y«c. 
I had done. 

This Gondomor being an aiAs- Peribn, and dcxoerous in hi& > 
N^otiations, bad ib pFcvailed widt King James riiat his M^efty 
Tefolved CO puribe bis Treaty with Spain, and foe thac puis- 
pofe to fend his fon- Frkice Chartes in perfen to cendude the 
Match, when after Ibme debale whether he HUtuU go in a 
puMick or private manner, it was at lafl relblved, that he at- 
tended widi the- M»<qui3 of Buckii^Ham, and Sir FranciS' Co6> 
tington his Secretary, and EndimioQ Porter, and ISfr. Gtime9> 
GentlcRun 4^iJtel^rie-to the Marquis, Ihou'd pafs in a dtfguifed 
and private manner- thrcHi^ Fruice to Madrid 1 thile five pa& 
fii^ thd not without fbme diiHct]lty> from Dover to Bulfoigne^ 
wheFc takiflg Foft Hories they came to Paris, and lodged at 
an Inn in Rue St. Jacques, where it was advtfed amongft them 
whether th^- fltou'd ftnd for me to attend them ; after fome 
depute, it was cMHiduded in the n^adve, fince (as ox there ob- 
^ jcfted) 
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jelled) if I came aloti€ in the quility of A private Petfon, I 
muft go on foot through the Streets, and becaufe I was a per>- 
fon gencr^ly known^ might be followed by foine One or otfaer« 
who wou'd difcorer whither my private vific tendtd, befides llutC 
AoCe in the Inn muft needs take notice of fhy comii^ ia that 
manner -, on the other ftde, if I came pubUckly with my ufual 
Train, the Gentlemen with mt muft needs take notice <yf die 
Prince and Marquifs of Buckingham, and confequently might 
divulge i^ which was thought not to ftand with the Prince's fafety* 
who endeavour'd to keep his Journey as fccret as poffiblc : How«- 
beit the Prince fpent the day following his arrival in ieeing 
the French Court and City of Paris, without that any body did 
know his pcrfon, but a Maid that had fold Linen heretofore in 
LxHidon, who feeing him pais by, faid, certainly this ia the 
Prince of Wales, but with^ fufftred him to hold hiiwayi and 
prefumed not to follow him : The next day after they took Poft 
Horfes, and held their way towards Bayone, a City frontier ta 
Spain. 

The firft notice that came co me was by one Andrews » 
Scotchman, who coming late the night preceding their departure, 
demanded whether I hiwl fccn the Prince ? When I demanding 
what Prince ? for fiid I the Prince of Cmide is yet in Italy, 
he told me the Prince of Wales, which yet I could not believe 
cafUy, untill with many Oatha he affirmed the Prince was in 
France, and that he had charge ra fisUow his Hi^nefs, defiritig 
me in the mean while, on the part of the King my maftcr„ to 
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fcrve his Paflage the bell I cou'd. This made me rife very 
early the next morning, and go to Monfieur Puifieux Principal 
Secretaty of State, to demand preftnt Audience j Puifieux here- 
upon intreated me to ftay an hour fince he was in bed, and 
had fome earneft BuftneG to difpatch for the King his mafter as 
ibon as he was ready j I returned anfwer, that 1 cou'd not ftay 
a minute, and that I defired I might come to his Bedfidei 
"this made Puifieux rife and put on his Gown only, and fo 
came to the Chamber, where I attended him. His firft words 
■to me were, I know your Bulinels as well as you, your Prince 
is departed this morning Poft to Spain; adding further, that t 
cou'd demand nothing for the fecurity of his PalTage, but it 
ftiou'd be prefently granted, concluding with thefe very words, 
Vous fercz fervi au point nommc, or you fliall be fcrved in any 
particular you can name. I told him that his free offer had pre- 
vented the rcqueft I intended to make, and that bccaufe he was 
fo principal a miniftcr of State I doubted not but what he had 
fo nobly promifed, he would fee punftually performed ; -as for 
the fecurity of his Paffage, that I did not fee what I cou'd de- 
mand more than that he wou'd fufTer him quietly to hold his 
way, without fending after or interrupting him. He replied that 
the Prmce Ihou'd not be interrupted, tho yet he cou'd do no 
Icfs than fend to know what fuccefs the Prince had in his jour- 
ney. I was no fooncr retum'd out of his Chamber, but I dif- 
patch't a Letter by Poft to the Prince, to defire him to make 
all the haft he cou'd out of France, and not to treat with any 
of the Religion in the way, fmce his being at Paris was known, 

and 
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and that tho the French Secretary had promifed he fhou'd not 
be interrupted, yet that they wou'd fend after his Highnefs, and 
when he gave any occaGon of fuipicion, might perchance de- 
tain him. The Prince after fome examination at Bayone (which 
the Governor thereof did afterwards parricularly relate to me 
confefling that he did not know who the Prince was) held his 
way on to Madrid, where he and all his Company fafely arrived. 
Many of the Nobility and others of the Englilh Coxirt being 
now defirous to fc« the Prince, did pafs through France to Spain, 
taking my Houfe ftill in their way, by whom I acquainted his 
H^hnefs in Spain how much it grieved me that I had not feen his 
Hig^nefs when he was in Paris ; which occafioncd his Highnefs 
afterwards to write a Letter to me, wholy with his own Hand, 
and fubfcribe his Name your Friend Charlbs, in which he did 
abundantly fatisfie all the Unkindncfs I might conceive on this 
otxafion. 

I Ihall not enKr into a Narration of the Paflages occurring in 
the SpaniQi Court, upon his Highnefs's Arrival thither, tho they 
were well known to me for the moft part^ by the Information 
the French Queen was pleafed to give me, who among other 
things, told me that her Sifter did wifii well unto the Prince. 
I had from her alfo Intelligence of certain Meflages fent from 
Spdn to the Pope, and the Pope's Meflages to them j whereof 
by her permiflion, I did afterwards inform his Highnefs. Many 
Judgments were now made concerning the Event, which this 
Treaty of Marriage was likely to have ; the Duke of Savoy 
Z laid 
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faid that the Prince's JoiU'ney thither was, Un dro di qoellt 
Cavallieri antichi che andavano cofi per il Mondo a dif&re U 
incantij that it was a Trick of thofe ancient Knight Errands, 
who went up and down the World after that manner to undoe 
Inchantments ; fer as that Duke tM believe that the Spaniard 
did inKnd finaUy to beftow her on the Imperial Houfej he con- 
ceiv'd that he did only entertun the Treaty with England, be- 
caufe he nright avert the King my maOcr from treating in any 
other place, and particvdarly in France; howbeit by the Intel- 
ligence I received in Paris, whtdi I am coi^ent was very good, 
I am afltH^ the SpanianJ meant rc^y at that time, th6 bow 
the Match was broken, I lift not here to relate, it bong a more 
perplext and lecret BuQne& than I am willing to tnriert inco the 
Karruion of my LHe. 

New Fropolitions being now made, and other Counfells diere- 
upon given, the Prince taking hi& leave of the Spanilh Court 
came to St. Andrew's in Spun, where flupping him&lf widi his 
Train i^rtved {afely at Pordinouth, abo\H tbe b^inniag of 0&>- 
ber 1623 t die News whereof bebg fliordiy brought into France, 
iht Duke of Guile came to me, and &id he found the Spaniards 
were not fo aUe men as he thought, fince they had neither 
married the Prince in their Country, nor done any diing to 
tveak his Match elfewhere; I anfwered that the Prince was more 
dexterous than that any lecret prafBce of dieirs coii'd be put 
upon him s and as &r Violence I thouglu tbe Spaniard dwft not 

The 
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The War agMnft thole of the Religion continuing in France, 
Fere Segnerand, Confei&r to the King, made a Sermon before 
his Majefly upon the Text» That we ihou'd forgive eur Ene- 
mies, upon which Aliment having faid many good Things, 
he at laft diftinguilhed Forg^venefs, and faid. We were indeed 
to fot^re our Enemies but not the Enemies of God, fuch as 
were Hereticks, and particuiarljr thofe of the Rehgicm ; and that 
his Majefty, as the Moft Chriftian King, ou^ht to extirpate diem 
wherefoever they cou'd be found. This particular being related 
to me, I diought fit to go to the Queen Mother without flir- 
dier Ceremony, for Ihe gave me leave to come to her Cham* 
ber whenfoerer I wou'd, without demanding Audiencej and to 
tell her, that did I did not ufually intermeddle with Matters 
handled within their Pulpits, yet becaufc Pere Segnerand, who 
had the chat^ of the King's Confciencc, had fpoken fo vio- 
lently againlt thofe of the Religion, that his Doctrine was not 
limited only to France, but might extend itfelf in its Confc- 
quences beyond the Seas, even to the Dominions of the King my 
mafterj I cou'd not but think it very unreafonable, and the 
rather, that as her Majefty well knew, that a Treaty of Mar- 
riage betwixt our Prince and the Princefc her Daughter was now 
began, for which reafon I cou'd do no lefs thaa humbly delire 
that fuch Doctrines as diefc henceforth mig^t be filenced, by fome 
difcreet Admonition flie might pleafe to ^ve to Pere S^erand, 
or othen that mig^t fpcak to this purpofe. The Queen th6 fhe 
feemed very willingly to hear me, yet handled the Bufinels fo, 
that Fere Scgnerand was together inform'd who had made this 
Z i Complaint 
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Complunt againft him, whereupon alfo he was To diftemper'd, 
that by one Monfieur GaeUac a Provencall, his own Countryman, 
he fent me this Mefiagc ; That he knew well who had accufcd 
him to her Majefty, and that he was fenGble thereof, that he 
wiftit me to be affured, that wlierefoever I was in the World he 
wou'd hinder my Fortune. The Anfwer I returned by Monfieur 
Gaellac was, That nothing in all France but a Fryar or a Woman 
durft have fent me fuch a Mcflage. 

Shortly after this, coming again to the Queen Mother, I told 
her that what I iaid concerning Fere Segnerand, was fpolcen with. 
a good Intention, and that my words were now difcovered to 
him in that manner, that he fent me a very affronting Meflage, 
adding after a merry fafhion thefe words, that I thought Seg- 
nerand lb malicious, that his Miilice was beyond the Malice 
of Women : the Queen being a litde ftartled hereat, fayed, A 
moy Femme et parler alnfi i To me a Woman and fay fo ? I 
replied gently, Je parle a votre Majefte comme Reyne et non pas 
commc Femme j I fpeak to your Majefty as a Queen and not 
as a Woman, and fo took my leave of her. What Pere S^ne- 
rand did afterwards, in way of performing his Threat I know 
not; but fure I am, that had I been ambidous of worldly Great- 
nefs, I wught have often remembered his words j tho as 1 ever 
loved my Book and a private Life, more than any bufie Pre- 
ferments, I did fruftrate, and render vain his greateft Power to 
hurt me. 

My 
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My book De Veritate prout diftinguitur a Revelatione Tcrifi- 
mili, poflibili, et a felfo, having been begun by me in England, 
and formed there in all its principal Parts, was about this 
time finilhed ; all the ipare hours which I could get from my 
Vifits and N^oriations, being imployed to perfeft this Work, 
which was no fooner done, but that I communicated it to Hugo 
Grotius that great Scholar, who having efcaped his Prifon in 
the Low Countrcys, came into France, and was much welcomed 
by me and Monfieur • Tieleners alfo, one of the greateft Scho- 
lars of his rime, who after they ' had perufed it, and g^ven it 
more Commendations than is fit for mc to repeat, exhorted mc 
carneftly to print and publiHi it 1 howbeit as the frame of my 
whole Book was fo different from any thing which had been 
written heretofore, I found I muft either renounce the Authority ■ 
of all that had written formerly, concerning the Method of 
finding out Truth, and confequendy infift upon my own way, 
or hazard myfelf to a general Cenfure, concerning fhe whole 
Ai^ument of my Book ; I muft confefs it did not a little ani- 

* In the little book of Lord Herbert's Verfes, publifhed after his 
Death, is a Copy addrel^d ta TiUma after the fatal Difluxian upon mf Arm, 
. Daniel Tilcnus was a Theologic Writer of that time. He wrote about 
Antichrift, and AnimadverTions on the Synod of Dort: Some of his 
Works were publilhed at Paris. He was however a Silefian, and his true 
name might be Tieleners, latinized into Tilenus according to the pe- 
dantry of that time ; as Groot was called Grotius, the finiilltijde o£ 
whofe Studies might well conne£t htm. with Tieleners. 
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mate mtfj that the two great Periiwu aboremcndoned did fo highljr 
vahie it, yet as I knew it wou'd meet wth much t^jpoTition, 
I did confider whether it was not better for me a while to fup- 
prefs it : Being thus doubtfijil in my Chamber, one feir day in 
the Summer, my Cafement being opened towards die South, 
die Sun ftiining clear and no Wind ftirring, I took my book De 
Vcritate in my Hand, and kneeling on my Knees devoudy faid 
diefe words, 

OThou Eternal God, Author of the Light which now fliinea 
upon me, and Giver of all inward Illuminadons, I do be* 
feech Thee of thy infinite Goodnefs to pardon a greater Requeft 
t]ian a Sinner ought to make ; I am not &tisfied enough whether 
I Ihall publifli This Book De Veritate j if it be for thy Glory, 
I befeech thee give me fome Sign from Heaven i if not I fliall 
fupprefs it. 

I had no fooner fpoken thefe words, but a loud th6 yet gende 
Noife came from the Heavens (for it was like nothing on Earth) 
which did fo comfort and cheer me, that I took my Petition as 
granted, and that I had the Sign X demanded, whereupon alfo I 
refolved to print my Book : This (how ftrange foever it may 
feem) I proteft before the Eternal God is true, neither am I any 
way fuperftitioufly deceived herein, fince I did not only clearly 
hear the Noife, but in the fereneft Skye that ever I faw, being 
widiout all Cloud, did to my thinking fee the place from whence 
it came. • 

And 
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And now I fcnt my Book to be printed in Paris, at my own 
Coft and Charges, without fuffering it to be divulged to others 
than to fuch as I thought might be worthy Readers of it ; th6 
afterwards reprinting it in England, I not only difperfed it 
among the prime Scholars of Europe, but was fcnt to not only 
from the ncareft but furtheft parts of Chriftendome, to defire 
the fight of my Book, for which they promifed any thing I 
(hou'd defire by way of return, but hereof more amply in itk- 
place. 

The Treaty of a Match with France continuing ftill, it was 
diought fit for the concluding thereof, that the Earle of CarliOe 
and the Earle of Holland ihould be fent Extraordinary Amba£> 
iadors to France. 
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
